When the Almighty scattered kings in it, 
It was white as snow in Salmon. 
The hill of God is as the hill of Bashan ; 
An high hill as the hill of Bashan. 
Why leap ye, ye high hills 1 
This is the hill which God desireth to dwell in ; 
Yea, the Lord will dwell in it for ever. 

The chariots of God are twenty thousand, even thou- 
sands of angels :

' And the tongue of thy dogs in the same/ 

They have seen thy goings, God ; 
Even the goings of my Gk)D, my King, in the sanctuary 
The singers went before, the players on instruments fol- 
lowed after ; 
Among them were the damsels playing with timbrels. 
Bless ye God in the congregations, 
Even the Lord, from the fountain of Israel 
There is little Benjamin with their ruler, 
The princes of Judah and their council. 
The princes of Zebulun, and the princes of Naphtali 

Thy God hath commanded thy strength : 
Strengthen, God, that which Thou hast wrought for us. 
Because of thy temple at Jerusalem 
Shall kings bring presents unto thee. 
Kebuke the company of spearmen. 
The multitude of the bulls, with the calves of the people, 
Till every one submit himself with pieces of silver : 
Scatter Thou the people that delight in war. 
Princes shall come out of Egypt ; 
Ethiopia shall soon stretch out, her hands unto God. 

Sing unto Ood, ye kingdoms of the eattla.*, 
O sing prsdsea unto the Lord;

God, Thou art terrible out of thy holy places ; 

The God of Israel is He that giveth strength and power 

unto his people. 
Blessed be God ! 

PSALM LXXVIII. 

Give ear, O my people, to my law : 
Incline your ears to the words of my mouth, 

1 will open my mouth in a parable : 
1 will utter dark sayings of old : 
Which we have heard and known, 
And our fathers have told us. 

We will not hide them from their children, 

Showing to the generation to come the praises of the 

Lord, 
And his strength, and his wonderful works that He hath 

done. 

For He established a testimony in Jacob, 
And appointed a law in Israel, 
Which Hb commanded our fathers. 
That they should make them known to their children : 
That the generation to come might know them. 
Even the children which should be bom ; 
Who should arise and declare them to their children : 
23iat tbey might set their hope in God, 
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And not forget the works of God, 

But keep his commandments : 

And might not be as their fathers, 

A stubborn and rebellious generation ; 

A generation that set not their heart aright, 

And whose spirit was not steadfast with God. 

The children of Ephraim, being armed, and carrying 
bows, 
Turned back in the day of battle. 
They kept not the covenant of God, 
And refused to walk in his law ; 
And forgat his works, 

And his wonders that He had showed them. 
Marvellous things did He in the sight of their fathers, 
In the land of Egypt, in the field of Zoan. 
He divided the sea, and caused them to pass through ; 
And He made the waters to stand as an heap. 
In the daytime also He led them with a cloud. 
And all the night with a light of fire. 
He clave the rocks in the wilderness. 
And gave them drink as out of the great depths. 
He brought streams also out of the rock. 
And caused waters to run down like rivers. 

And they sinned yet more against him 
By provoking the Most High in the wilderness. 
And they tempted God in their heart 
By asking meat for their lust. 
Yea, they spake against God ; 
They said, * Can God funiish a table in the wilderness 1 

* Behold, He smote the rock, that the waters gushed out, 

* And the streams overflowed : 
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' Can He give ns bread also ? 

' Can He provide flesh for his people ? ' 

Therefore the Lord heard this, and was wroth : 
So a fire was kindled against Jacob, 
And anger also came up against Israel ; 
Because they believed not in God, 
And trusted not in his salvation : 
Though He had commanded the clouds from above, 
And opened the doors of heaven, 
And had rained down manna upon them to eat, 
And had given them of the corn of heaven. 
Man did eat angels' food : 
He sent them meat to the fulL 

He caused an east wind to blow in the heaven : 
And by his power He brought in the south wind. 
He rained flesh also upon them as dust, 
And feathered fowls like as the sand of the sea ; 
And He let it fall in the midst of their camp, 
Bound about their habitations. 
So they did eat, and were well filled : 
For He gave them their own desire. 

They were not estranged from their lust. 
But while their meat was yet in their mouths, 
The wrath of God came upon them, 
And slew the fattest of them, 
And smote down the chosen men of Israel 

For all this they sinned still. 
And believed not for his wondrous works. 
Therefore their days did Hb consume in vanity, 
^^d their jresam in trouble. 
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When He slew them, then they sought him : 
And they returned and inquired early after God. 
And they remembered that Gk)D was their rock, 
And the high God their redeemer. 
Nevertheless they did flatter him with their mouth, 
And they lied unto him with their tongues. 
For their heart was not right with him, 
Neither were they steadfast in his covenant. 

But He, being full of compassion, forgave their iniquity. 
And destroyed them not ; 
Yea many a time turned He his anger away, 
And did not stir up all his wrath. 
For He remembered that they were but flesh ; 
A wind that passeth away, and cometh not again. 

How oft did they provoke him in the wilderness, 
And grieve him in the desert ! 
Yea, they turned back and tempted God, 
And limited the Holy One of Israel. 
They remembered not his hand, 
Nor the day when He delivered them from the enemy. 
How He had wrought his signs in Egypt, 
And his wonders in the field of Zoan : 
And had turned their rivers into blood ; 
And their floods, that they could not drink. 
He sent divers sorts of flies among them, which devoured 

them; 
And frogs, which destroyed them. 
He gave also their increase unto the caterpillar, 
And their labour unto the locust. 
He destroyed their vines with hail, 
And their sycamore trees with frost. 
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He gave up their cattle also to the hail, 
And their flocks to hot thunderbolts. 
He cast upon them the fierceness of his anger, 
Wrath, and indignation, and trouble, 
By sending evil angels among them. 
He made a way to his anger ; 
He spared not their soul from death, 
But gave their life over to the pestilence ; 
And smote all the firstborn in Egypt ; 
The chief of their strength in the tabernacles of Ham ; 
But made his own people to go forth like sheep, 
And guided them in the wilderness like a flock. 
And He led them on safely, so that they feared not : 
But the sea overwhelmed their enemies. 
And He brought them to the border of his sanctuary, 
Even to this mountain, which his right hand had pur- 
chased. 
He cast out the heathen also before them, 
And divided them an inheritance by line. 
And made the tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 

Yet they tempted and provoked the most high God, 
And kept not his testimonies : 

But turned back, and dealt unfaithfully like their fathers : 
They were turned aside like a deceitful bow. 
For they provoked him to anger with their high places, 
And moved him to jealousy with their graven images. 

When: God heard this, He was wroth. 
And greatly abhorred Israel : 
Bo that He forsook the tabernacle of Sbiloh. 
JHie tent which He placed among men ; 
^dad delivered Ma fitrength into captWVly, 
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And his glory into the enemy's hand. 

He gave his people over also unto the sword ; 

And was wroth with his inheritance. 

The fire consumed their young men ; 

And their maidens were not given to marriage. 

Their priests fell by the sword j 

And their widows made no lamentation. 

Then the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, 
And like a mighty man that shouteth by reason of wine. 
And He smote his enemies in the hinder part : 
He put them to a perpetual reproach. 

Moreover He refused the tabernacle of Joseph, 
And chose not the tribe of Ephraim : 
But chose the tribe of Judah, 
The mount Zion which He loved. 
And He built his sanctuary like high palaces, 
Like the earth which He hath established for ever. 
He chose David also his servant, 
And took him from the sheepfolds : 
From following the ewes great with young 
He brought him to feed Jacob his people, 
And Israel his inheritance. 

So He fed them according to the integrity of his heart 
And guided them by the skilfulness of his hands. 

PSALM LXXX. 

Give ear, Shepherd of Israel, 
Thou that leadest Joseph like a flock ; 
Thou that dwellest between the cherubim, shine forth. 
Before Ephraim and JBenjamin and MaTiSi.aa^\i ^\*vc \x^ 'Cvvj 
strength.

And there appeared unto him 
an angel of the Lord standing on the right side of the 
altar of incense. And when Zacharias saw him, he was 
troubled, and fear fell upon him. But the angel said unto 
him, ' Fear not, Zacharias : for thy prayer is heard ; and 
' thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, and thou shalt calt 
' his name John. And thou shalt have joy and gladness ;: 
* and many shall rejoice at his birth. And many of thci 
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^ children of Israel shall he turn to the Lord their Qod/ 
And Zacharias said unto the angel, 'Whereby shall I 
' know this 1 ' And the angel answering said unto him, * I 
' am Gkibriel, that stand in the presence of Qod ; and am 

* sent to speak unto thee, and to show thee these glad 
' tidings. And^ behold, thou shalt be dumb, ^d not able 

* to speak, until the day that these things shall be performed, 
' because thou believest not my words, which shall be 

* fulfilled in their season.' And the people waited for 
Zacharias, and marvelled that he tarried Bo long in the 
temple. And when he came out, he could not speak onto 
them. 

And the angel Gkibriel was sent from QoD unto a dty 
of Gblilee^ named Nazareth, to a virgin espoused to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of the house of David j and the 
virgin's name was Mary. 

And the angel came in unto her, and said, * Hail ! thon 

* that art highly favoured, the Lobd is with thee : blesMd 

* art thou among women 1 ' And when she saw him, she 
was troubled at his saying, and cast in her mind what 
manner of salutation this should be. And the angel said 
unto her, 'Fear not, Mary: for thou hast found favour 
' with Gk)D. And, behold, thou shalt bring forth a son, 

* and shalt call his name Jesus. He shall be great, and 
' shall be called the Son of the Highest : and the LoiD 
' God shall give unto him the throne of his father David : 
' and He shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever ; and 
' of his kingdom there shall be no end.' And Mary said, 
'Behold the handmaid of the Lobd; be it unto me 

* according to thy word.' And the angel departed from 
her. 

And Mary arose in tho&e da^ft, «ad ^«g^ Vs&i^ tbe Ull 
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Bonntry with haste, into a city of Jnda ; and entered into 
bhe liouse of Zacharias^ and saluted Elisabeth ; and EUsa* 
beth was filled with the Holy Ghost : and she spake out 
with a loud voice, and said, 'Blessed art thou among 
' women/ And Mary said — 

' My soul doth magnify the Lobd, 
' And my spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour. 
' For He hath regarded the low estate of his handmaiden : 

< For^ behold, from henceforth all generations shall call me 

* blessed. 
' For He that is mighty hath done to me great things ; 

* And holy is his name, 

' And his mercy is on them that fear him 

< From generation to generation. 

' He hath showed strength with his arm ; 

* He hath scattered the proud in the imagination of their 

' hearts. 

* He hath put down the mighty from their seats, 
' And exalted them of low degree. 

* He hath filled the hungry with good things ; 

* And the rich He hath sent empty away. 
^ He hath holpen his servant Israel, 

* In remembrance of his mercy, 

* As He spake to our fathers, 

* To Abraham, and to his seed for ever.' 

And Mary abode with her about three months, and 
returned to her own house. 

Now Elisabeth brought forth a son. And her neigh- 
bours and her cousins heard how the Lobd had showed 
great mercy upon her ; and they rejoiced with her. 

And it came to pass that on the eighth day they came 
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to circumcise the cliild ; and they called him Zacharias^ 
after the name of his father. And his mother answered 
and said, ' Not so ;* but he shall be called John.' And 
they said imto her, ' There is none of thy kindred that ifl 
' called by this name.' And they made signs to his father; 
how he would have him called. And he asked foi; a 
writing table, and wrote, ^ His name is John.' And they 
marvelled all. And his mouth was opened immediately, 
and his tongue loosed, and he spake, and praised GrOD, 
And fear came on all that dwelt round about them : and 
all these sayings were noised abroad throughout all the 
hill country of Judsea. And all they that heard them laid 
them up in their hearts, saying, ^ What manner of child 

* shall this be !' And the hand of the Lobd was with him. 

And his father Zacharias was filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and prophesied, saying — 

* Blessed be the Lobd God of Israel ; 

* For He hath visited and redeemed his people, 

' And hath raised up an horn of salvation for us 

* In the house of his servant David ; 

* As He spake by the mouth of his holy prophets, 

* Which have been since the world began : 

* That we should be saved from our enemies, 
' And from the hand of all that hate us ; 

' To perform the mercy promised to our fathers, 

* And to remember his holy, covenant ; 

* The oath which He sware to our father Abraham, 
' That He would grant unto us, 

* That we being delivered out of the hand of our enemies 
^ight serve him without fear, 

^ holiness and righteousness before him. 
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* All the days of our life. 
'And thou, child, 

* Shalt be called the prophet of the Highest : 

' For thou shalt go before the face of the Lobd to prepare 
^ ' his ways ; 

* To give knowledge of salvation unto his people 
' By the remission of their sins, 

' Through the tender mercy of our God ; 

* Whereby the dayspring from on high hath visited us, 

' To give light to them that sit in darkness and in thd 
' shadow of death, 

* To guide our feet into the way of peace.' 

And it came to pass in those days, that there went out 
a decree from CsBsar Augustus, that all the world shotdd be 
taxed. And all went to be taxed, every one into his own 
city. And Joseph also went up from Galilee, out of the city 
of Nazareth, into Judasa, unto the city of David, which is 
called Bethlehem; (because he was of the house and lineage 
of David :) to be taxed with Mary his espoused wife. 

And so it was, that, while they were there, she brought 
forth' her firstborn son, and wrapped him in swaddling 
clothes, and laid him in a manger ; because there was no 
room for them in the inn. 

And there were in the same country shepherds abiding 
in the field, keeping watch over their flock by night. 
And, lo, the angel of the Lord came upon them, and the 
glory of the Lord shone round about them: and they 
were sore afraid. And the angel said unto them, ' Fear 
' not : for, behold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, 

* which shall be to all people. For unto you is bom this 

* day in the city of David a Si^ViouR, which is CflRtst 
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' th^ LoBO. Aod this shall be a sign unto yoa ; Ye shsU 

* find the babe wrapped in swaddling dothes, lying in a 

* manger/ And suddenly there was with the angel a mnl- 
titnde of the heavenly host praising God, and sayings 
' Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good 

* will toward men.' And it came to pass, as the angels 
were gone away from them into heaven, the shepherds 
said one to another, ' Let us now go even unto Bethlehem, 
' and see this thing which is come to pass, which the 

* Lord hath made known unto u&' And th^ came with 
haste, and found Mary, and Joseph, and the babe lying in 
a manger. And when they had seen it, they made known 
abroad the saying which was told them concendng this 
child. And all they that heard it wondered at those 
things which were told them by the shepherds. Bat 
Mary kept all these things, and pondered them in her 
heart. And the shepherds returned, glorifying and prais- 
ing God for all the things that they had heard and seen. 

And when eight days were accomplished for the circum- 
cising of the child, his name was called Jbsus. 

And, behold, there was a man in Jerusalem, whose 
naihe was Simeon; and the same man was just and 
devout, waiting for the consolation of Isrliel : and the 
Holt Ghost was upon him. And it was revealed ui^o 
him by the Holy Ghost, that he should not see death, 
before he had seen the Lord's Christ. And he came by the 
Spirit into the temple : and when the parents brought in the 
child Jesits, to do for him after the custom of the law, theoi 
took he him up in his arms, and blessed God, and said— 

'LosD^ now lettest Thotj tioy B«iv«si^ ds^^ in peaces 
^Aeoarding to thy 'wotiiz 
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' For mine eyes have seen thy salyation, 

' Wliich Thou hast prepared before the face of all people ; 

* A light to lighten the Gentiles, 

* And the glory of thy people Israel.' 

Now when Jesus was bom in Bethlehem oi JudsBa in 
the days of Herod the king, behold, there came wise men 
from the east to Jerusalem, saying, ^ Where is He that is 
' bom King of the Jews ) for we have seen his star in the 
' ea8t> and are come to worship him/ When Herod the 
king had heard these things, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. And when he had gathered all the 
chief priests and scribes of the people together, he de- 
manded of them where Chbist should be bom. And they 
said nnto him, 'In Bethlehem of Judsa: for thus it is 
' written by the prophet, *' And thou, Bethlehem, in the 
' land of Juda, art not the least among the princes of Juda : 
' for out of thee shall come' a Qovemor, that shall rule my 
' people IsraeL'' ' Then Herod^ when he had privily called 
the wise men, inquired of them diligently what time the 
star appeared. And he sent them to Bethlehem, and said, 
' Go and search diligently for the young child ; and when 

* ye have found him, bring me word again, that I may 
^ come and worship him also.' When they had heard the 
king, they departed; and, lo, the star, which they saw in 
the east, went before them, till it came and stood over 
where the young child was. When thoy saw the star, 
they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. And when they 
were come into the house, they saw the young child with 
Mary his mother, and fell down, and worshipped him: 
and when thef had opened their treasures, ^^^^ igtesRss^^ 
onto Mm gifts; gold, and frankincense, and myctV. ksA. 
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beiug warned of God in a dream that they shouM not 
return to Herod, they departed into their own country 
another way. 

And when they were departed, behold, the angel of the 
Lord appeareth to Joseph in a dream, saying, ' Arise, and 
' take the young child and his mother, and flee into Egypt, 
' and be thou there until I bring thee word : for Herod 

* will seek the young child to destroy him.' When he 
arose, he took the young child and his mother by night, 
and departed into Egypt : and was there until the death 
of Herod : that it might be fulfilled which was spoken of 
the Lord by the prophet, saying, ' Out of Egypt have I 

* called my son.^ 

Then Herod, when he saw that he was mocked of the 
wise men, was exceeding wroth, and sent forth, and slew 
all the children that were in Bethlehem, and in all the 
coasts thereof, from two years old and under, according -to 
the time which he had diligently inquired of the wise 
men. Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the prophet, saying, * In Rama was there a ycAce 
' heard, lamentation, and weeping, and great mourning, 
^ Eachel weeping for her children, and would not be com- 

* forted, because they are not' 

Bub when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the 
Lord appeareth in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, isayiog^ 
' Arise, and take the young child and his mother, and go 
' into the land of Israel : for they are dead which sought 

* the young child's life.' And he arose, and took the 
young child and his mother, and came into the land of 
IsraeL But when he heard that Archelaus did reign in 
Judaea in the room of his father Herod, he was afraid to. 
go thither : notwithstanding, being warned of Gk)D in a 
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* 

m, he tamed aside into the parts of Galilee : and he 
» and dwelt in a city called Nazareth : that it might 
ilfilled which was spoken by the prophets, ' He shall 
called a Nazarene/ 
ow his parents went to Jerusalem every year at the 

of the Passover. And when He was twelve years 
they went up to Jerusalem after the custom of the 
. And when they had fulfilled the days, as they 
ned, the child Jesus tarried behind in Jerusalem; 
Joseph and his mother knew not of it. But they, 
osing him to have been in the company, went a day's 
ley ; and they sought him among their kinsfolk and 
aintance. And when they found him not, they turned 

again to Jerasalem, seeking him. And it came to 

that after three days they found hiin in the temple, 

ig in the midst of the doctors, both hearing them, and 

ig them questions. And all that heard him were 

lished at his understanding and answers. And when 

saw him they were amazed: and his mother said 

him, ' Son, why hast Thou thus dealt with us 1 be- 
i, thy father and I have sought thee sorrowing.' And 
aid unto them, ' How is it that ye sought me ? wist 
not that I must be about my Father's business 1 ' 
id they understood not the saying which He spake 
them. And He went down with them, and came to 
leth, and was subject unto them : but his mother 
all these sayings in her heart. And Jesus increased 
risdom and stature, and in favour with God and 

those days came John the Baptist, pteaching in the 
smess of Judaea, and saying, ' Bepent ye : for the 
gdom of heaven is at hand. For this is be that wai 
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^ spoken of by the prophet Esaias, saying, ** The voice of 
^ one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the 

* Lord, make his paths straight." * And the same John 
had his raiment of camel's hair, and a leathern girdle 
about his loins ; and his meat was locusts and wild honey. 

Then went out to him Jerusalem, and aU Judaa, and all 
the region round about Jordan, and were baptized of him 
in Jordan^ confessing their sins. But when he saw many 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees come to his baptism, he' 
said unto them, ^ O generation of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to come ? Bring forth there- 
fore fruits meet for repentance : and think not to say 
within yourselves, " We have Abraham to our father : " 
for I say unto you, that Odd is able of these stones to 
raise up children unto Abraham. And now also the axe 
is laid unto the root of the trees : therefore every kee 
which bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down^ and 
cast into the fire. I indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance : but He that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not worthy to bear : Hb shall 
baptize you with the Holy Qhost, and with fire : whose 
fan is in his hand, and He will thoroughly purge his floor, 
and gather his wheat into the gamer ; but Hb will born 
up the chaff with unquenchable fire.' 
Then cometh Jssus from Galilee to Jordan unto John, 
to be baptized of him. But John forbad him, saying, 'I 

* have need to be baptized of thee, and comest THOiTto 
'me?' And Jesus answering said unto him, ^Suffer it 
' to be so now : for thus it becometh us to fulfil all 

* righteousness.' Then he suffered him. And Jbsits, 
when He was baptized, went up straightway out of iiw 
water: and^ lo^ the heavens were opened unto him, aad 
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Ha saw the Spirit of Qod deacending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him : and lo, a voice firom heaven, saying — 

' This is sny Moyed Son, In wbom Z am well pleased.* 

Then was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the wilder- 
ness to be tempted of the deviL And when He had 
fasted fortj days and forty nights, He was afterward an 
hungered. And when the tempter came to him, he said, 
' If thou be the Son of Goi>, command that these stones 

* be made bread.' But Hb answered and said, * It is 

< written, *^ Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every 

* word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.'' ' 

Then the devil taketh him up into the holy city, and 
setteth him on a pinnacle of the temple, and saith unto 
him, * If thou be the Son of Qod, cast thyself down : for it 
^ is written, ^'Hb shall give his angels charge concerning 
' thee : and in their hands they shall bear thee up, lest at 

* any time Thou dash thy foot against a stone.' Jesus 
said unto, him, * It is written again, ^' Thou shalt not tempt 
the LoBD thy God."^ 

Again, the devil taketh him up into an exceeding high 
mountain, and showeth him all the kingdoms of the world, 
and the glory of them; and saith unto him, ^AU these 

< things will I give thee, if thou wilt fall down and worship 
me.' Then said Jesus unto him, ' Get thee hence, Satan : 
^ for it is written, '' Thou shalt worship the Loed thy God, 

* and him only shalt thou serve." Then the devil leaveth 
him, and, behold, angels came and ministered unto him. 

Now when Jesus had heard that John was cast into 
prison, he departed into Galilee ; and leaving Nazareth, He 
came and dwelt in Capernaum, which is upon the sea 
ooast| in the borders of 2iabulon and Nephthalim : that it 
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might be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, * The land of Zabulon, and the land of N^phthalim, 
' by the way of the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the 
' Gentiles ; the people which sat in darkness saw great 
^ light ; and to them which sat in the region and shadow 
' of death light is sprung up/ From that time Jssirs 
began to preach, and to say, ' Repent : for the kingdom of 
' heaven is at hand.' 

And Jesus, walking by the sea of Galilee, saw two 
brethren, Simon called Peter, and Andrew his brother, 
casting a net into the sea : for they were fishers. And 
He saith unto them, ' Follow me, and I will make you 

* fishers of men.' And they straightway left their nets, 
and followed him. And going on from thence. He saw 
other two brethren, James the ^on of Zebedee, and John 
his brother, in a ship with Zebedee their father, mending 
their nets ; and He called them. And they immediately 
left the ship and their father, and followed him. 

The day following Jesus would go forth into Galilee^ 
and findeth Philip, and saith unto him, * Follow me.* ITow 
Philip was of Bethsaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. 
Philip findeth Nathanael, and saith unto him, < We have 

* found him, of whom Moses in the Law, and the Prophets, 

* did write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph.' And 
Nathanael said unto him, ' Can there any good thing come 

* out of Nazareth I * Philip saith unto him, * Come and 
^ see.' Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, and saith of 
liim, 'Behold an Israelite indeed, in whom is no guile!' 
Nathanael saith unto him, * Whence knowest Thou meV 
Jesus answered and saith' unto him, ' Before that Philip 
' called thee, when thou wast under the fig-tree, I saw thee.' 
Nathanael answered and saith unto him, ' Babbi^ Thou ark 
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* the Son of Goi> ; Thou art the King of Israel' Jesus 
answered and saith unto him, ' Because I said unto thee, ''I 
' saw thee under the fig-tree/' believest thoul thou shalt 
' see greater things than these/ And He saith unto him, 

* Verily, verily, I say unto you, Hereafter ye shall see 
' heaven open, and the angels of God ascending and 

* descending upon the Son op Man/ 

And the third day there was a marriage in Cana of 
Galilee ; and the mother of Jesus was there : and both 
Jesus was called, and his disciples^ to the marriage. And 
when they wanted wine, the mother of Jesus saith unto 
him, * They have no wine/ Jesus saith unto her, * Woman, 

* what have I to do with thee ? mine hour is not yet come/ 
His mother saith unto the servants, ' Whatsoever He saith 

* unto you, do it/ And there were set there six water-pots 
of stone, after the manner of ti&e purifying of the Jews, 
contfdning two or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto 
them, ' Fill the water-pots with water/ And they filled them 
up to the brim. And He saith unto them, * Draw out 

* now, and bear unto the governor of the feast.' And they 
bare it. When the ruler of the feast had tasted the water 
that was made wine, and knew not whence it was (but the 
servants which drew the water knew) ; the governor of the 
feast called the bridegroom, and saith unto him, * Every 

* man at the beginning doth set forth good wine ; and 

* when men have well drunk, then that which is worse : 

* but thou hast kept the good wine until now.' This be- 
ginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and' 
manifested forth his glory; and his disciples believed on 
him« 

And He came to Nazareth, where He had been brought 

up : and, as his custom was, He went into the synago^Q 
in. 1ft 
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on the sabbath day, and stood up for to read. And there 
was delivered onto him the book of the prophet Esuas. 
And when Hb had opened the book, He found thc^plafie 
where it was written, * The Spirit of the Lobd is upon me, 
' because He hath anointed me to preach the Gk)8pel to the 
^ poor ; He hath sent me to heal the broken*hearted, to 

* preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight 
' to the blind, to set at liberty them that are bruiiaed, to 
' preach the acceptable year of the Lobd.' And He closed 
the book, and He gave it again to the minister, and sat 
down. And the eyes of all them that were in the £fyna- 
gogue were fastened on him. And He began to say unto 
them, ' This day is this Scripture fulfilled in your ears.' 
And all bare him witness, and wondered at the gracious 
words which proceeded out of his mouth. And they said, 

* Is not this Joseph's son 1 ' And He ssuld unto them, 'Ye 
' will surely say unto me this proverb, " Physician^ heal 
' thyself : whatsoever we have heard done in Capernaum, 

* do also here in thy country." ' And He said, * Verily I 

* say unto you, No prophet is accepted in his own counlxy. 
' But I tell you of a truth, many widows were in Israel in 
' the days of Elias, when the heaven was shut up three 

* years and siz months, when great famine was tibroughout 

* all the land j but unto none of them was Elias sent^ save 
^ unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, unto a woman that was a 

* widow. And many lepers were in Israel in the time of 

* Eliseus the prophet ; and none of them was cleansed, 

* saving Naaman the Syrian.' 

And all they in the synagogue, when they heard these 

things, were filled with wrath, and rose up, and thrust him 

oni oi the city, and led him unto the brow of the hill 

nhereon their city was bxuit, \^d.\> ^ik<^^ TSi\^\ ^:ai^ Um 
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down headlong. But Hb passing through the midst of 
them went his way. 

And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the Gospel of the kin*gdomy 
and healing all manner of sickness and all manner of 
disease among the people. And his fame went through- 
out all Syria : and they brought unto him all sick people 
lihat wer^ taken with divers diseases and torments, and 
those which were possessed with devils, and those which 
were lunatic, and those that had the palsy ; and He healed 
them. And there followed him great multitudes of people 
-from Galilee, and from D&capolis, and from Jerusalem, and 
from Judaea, and from beyond Jordan. 

And seeing the multitudes, He went up into a mountain : 
and when He was set, his disciples came unto him : and 
He opened his mouth, and taught them, saying — 

* Blessed are the poor in spirit : for theirs is the king- 

* dom of heaven. Blessed are they that mourn : for they 

* shall be comforted. Blessed are the meek : for they shall 
' inherit the earth. Blessed are they which do hunger 
' and thirst after righteousness : for they shall be filled. 
' Blessed are the merciful : for they shall obtain mercy. 

* Blessed are the pure in heart : for they shall see God. 

* Blessed are the peacemakers : for they shall be called the 
' children of God. Blessed are they which are persecuted 
< for righteousness' sake : for theirs is the kingdom of 
' heaven. Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and 
/ persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil against 

* you falsely, for my sak& : rejoice, and be exceeding glad : 

* for great is your reward in heaven : for so persecuted 

* they the prophets which were before you. 

' Ye are the salt of the earth : but if the salt have lost 
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' his savour, wherewitk shall it be salted ? it is thj^ic^Bortdo. 
good for nothings but to be cast out^ and to be troddsi 
under foot of men. Ye are the light of HiB world. A 
city that is set on an hill cannot be hid. ^eaihat do 
men light a candle^ and put it under a bnshel, but on a 
candlestick ; and it gireth. light unto all that are in the 
hons& Let your light so shine before msn^ that Hiej 
may see your good works^ and glorify your Fatbbb whif^ 
is in heaven. 

' Think not that I am come to destroy ^e Law^ or the 

Prophets : I am not come to destroy, but to fulffl. For 

verily I say unto yon. Till hea;v«i and earth p«^ one jot 

or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all he 

fulfilled. Whosoevor tJion^Qre siiall break one of these 

least commandmcaitB, and shall teach meai so, he ^alL be 

called the least in ^e kingdont of heaven : but whoaoeTer 

shall do and teach thsn, the same shall be called great 

in the kingdom of heaven. For I say unto yon^ That 

except your righteousness shall exceed the n^liteoasiiess 

of the scribes and Pharisees, ye ahalL in no case enter into 

the kingdom of heaven. 

' Ye have heard that' it was said by them of old time, 

** Thou shalt not kill ; " and whosoever ^laU kUl shall be 

in danger of the judgment : but I say unto you. That 

whosoever is xngry with his brotlier without a cause shall 

be in danger of the judgment : and whosoever ahall say 

to his brother^ '^Baca!'' shall be in danger of the 

conncil : but whosoever shall say, " Thou fool ! " shall be 

' iti danger of hell fire. Therefore if thou bring thy gift 

' id the altar, and there remembereth that thy brother hath 

^Uu^M against ihae ; leave there thy gift before the altar, 

i^^BtaP ihy way ; first be reconciled to thy brother^ ahd 
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then come and offer thy gifb. Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, whiles thou art in the way with him ; lest at any 
time the adversary deliver thee to the judge, and the 
judge deliver thee to the officer, and thou be cast into 
prison. Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou hast paid the uttermost farthing. 

^ Again, ye have heard that it hath been said by them of 
old time, *^ Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt per- 
form unto the Lord thine oath : " but I say unto you, 
Swear not at all; neither by heaven; for it is God's 
throne : nor by the earth ; for it is his footstool : neither 
by Jerusalem; for it is the city of the great King, 
Neither shalt thou swear by thy head, because thou canst 
not make one hair white or black. But let your com- 
munication be, " Yea, yea ; Nay, nay : " for whatsoever 
is more than these'cometh of evil 

' Ye have heard that it hath been said, '^ An eye for an 
eye, and a tooth for a tooth : " but I say unto you, That 
ye resist not evil « but whosoever shall smite thee on thy 
right cheek, turn to him the other also. And if any 
man will sue thee at the law, and take away thy coat, 
let him have thy cloak also. And whosoever shall com* 
pel thee to go a mile, go with him twain. Give to him 
that asketh thee, and from him that would borrow of thee 
turn not thou away. 

*Ye have heard that it hath been said, "Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy," But I 
say unto you. Love your enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use you, and persecute you ; that 
ye may be the children of your Father which is in 
heaven ; for. He maketh his sun to rise on the evULaiLd^^^ 
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the good, and sendeth rain on the just and on the unjust. 
For if ye love them which love you, what reward have 
ye? do not even the publicans the same t And if ye salute 
your brediren only, what do ye more than others 1 do 
not even the publicans so 1 Be ye therefore perfect, even 
as your Father which is in heaven is perfect 

^ Take heed that ye do not your alma before men, to 
be seen of them : otherwise ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven. Therefore when thou doest 
thine alms, do not sound a trumpet before thee, as the 
hypocrites do in the synagogue and in the streets^ that 
they may have glory of men. Verily I say unto you. 
They have their reward. But when thou doest alms, let 
not thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth : that 
thine alms may be in secret: and thy Father which 
seeth in secret himself shall reward thee openly. 

'And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be aa the 
h3rpocrites are : for they love to pray standing in tiie 
synagogues and in the comers of the streets, that Uiey may 
be seen of men. Verily I say unto you, They have their 
reward. But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father which is in secret ; and th^^ Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly. But when ye pray, 
use not vain repetitions, as the heathen do : for they 
think that they shall be heard for their much q)eaking. 
Be not ye therefore like unto them : for your Father 
knoweth what things ye have need of, before ye ask him. 
After this manner therefore pray ye — 

*Oiir Father whloh art in beaven, Hallowed be tby name. 
' Tby kingdom come. Tby wlU be done In eartb, as'lt is in 
'AMYen, CHve us tblB day our dall7 bread. Andltaflve 
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•HI oar deliUk bm we forgtvs our debton. And lead ns not 
'into tomptatton, but deliver vm from evU : For thine ii the 
< kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for ever. Amen. 

For if yeforgiye menthelrtrespaases, your heavenly Fatheb 
will also forgive you: but if ye forgive not men their tres- 
passes^ neither will your Father forgive your trespasses. 

' Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, of 
a sad countenance : for they disfigure their faces, that 
they may appear unto men to fast. Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. But thou, when thou 
fastest, anoint thine head, and wash thy face ; that thou 
appear not unto men to fast, but xmto thy Fatheb which 
is in secret : and thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall 
reward thee openly. 

' Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal : but lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break through nor steal : for 
where your treasure is, there will your heart be also. 
The light of the body is the eye : if therefore thine eye 
be single, thy whole body shall be full of light. But if 
thine eye be evil, thy whole body-shall be full of dark- 
ness. If therefore the light that is in thee be darkness, 
how great is that darkness! No man can serve two 
masters : for either he will hate the one, and love the 
other ; or else he will hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve QoD and mammon. Therefore 
I say unto you. Take no thought for your life, what 
ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is not the life more than 
meat, and the body than raiment ? Behold the fowls of 
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the air : for they sow not, neitHer do they reap, nor 
gather into bams; yet your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better than they ? Which of 
you by taking thought can add one cubit unto his 
stature 1 And why take ye thought for raiment ? Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how they grow; they toil not^ 
neither do they spin : and yet I say unto you. That 
even Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of these. Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven, shall He not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith ? Therefore take no thought, saying, " What shall 
we eati" or, "What shall we drink?" or, "Where- 
withal shall we be clothed 1 " (for after all these things 
do the Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly Father 
khoweth that ye have need of all these things. But 
seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness ; 
and all these things shall be added unto you. Take 
therefore no thought for the morrow : for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things of itsell Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof. 
'Judge not, that ye be not judged. For with what 
judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged : and with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you again. 
And why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye, but considerest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye 1 Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, 
"Leti me pull out the mote out of thine eye," and, 
behold, a beam is in tlune own eye 1 Thou hypocrite^ 
first cast out the beam out of thine own eye ; and then 
shalt thou see clearly to c^st out the mote out of thy 
brother's eye. . 
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* Qive not tliat which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast 
^ ye your pearls before swine, lest they trample them under 

* their feet, and turn again and rend you. 

* Aak, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall 
' find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto you : for every 
^ one that asketh receiveth ; and he that seeketh findeth ; 
' and to him that knocketh it shall be opened. Or what 

* man is there of you, whom if his son ask bread, will he 

* give him a stone 1 Or if he ask a fish, will he give him 
'a serpent? If ye then, being evil, know how to give 

* good gifts unto your children, how much more shall 
' your Father which is in heaven give good things to 
^ them that ask him ! 

^Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that men 
' should do to you, do ye even so to them : for this is the 
' Law and the Prophets. 

* Enter ye in at the strait gate : for wide is the gate, 
' and broad is the way, that leadeth to destruction, and, 
^ many there be which go in thereat : because strait is the 

* gate, and narrow is the way, which leadeth unto life, and 

* few there be that find it. 

' Beware of false prophets, which come to you in sheep's 
' clothing, but inwardly they- are ravening wolves. Ye 
^ shall know them by their fruits. Do men gather grapes 
^ of thorns, or figs of thistles ? Even so every good tree 

* bringeth forth good fruit ; but a corrupt tree bringeth 

* forth evil fruit A good tree cannot bring forth evil 

* fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
' Every tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
^ down, and cast into the fire. Wherefore by their fruits 
^ ye shall know them. 

' Not every one that saith unto me, " Lobp, Lord/' 
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* filiall enter into the kingdom of heaven; bnt he fh 

* doeth the will of my Faxheb which is in heaven. Mai 

* will say to me in that day, ** Lobd, Lobd, have we n< 
' prophesied in thy name ? and in thy name have east 01 
' devils 1 and in thy name done many wonderful woiks 1 

* And then will I profess imto them, I never knew yoi 

< depart from me, ye that work iniquity. 

' Therefore whosoever heareth. these sayings of min 

* and doeth them, I will liken him imto a wise ram 
' which built his house upon a rock : and the rain d( 
' scended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, an 
' beat upon that house ; and it fell not : for it wi 
^ founded upon a rock. And every one that heareth thes 
' sayings of mine, ftnd doeth them not, shall be likene 

< unto a foolish man, which built his house upon the sand 
^ and the rain descended, and the floods came, and tl 
' winds blew, and beat upon that house ; and it fell : an 
^ great was the faU of it.' 

And it came to pass, when Jbsus had ended these sag 
ings, the people were astonished at his doctrine : for B 
taught them as one having authority, and not as tl 
scribes. 

When He was come down from the mountain, gtti 
multitudes followed him. 

And, behold, there came a leper and worshipped hin 
saying, ' Lord, if Thou wilt, Thou canst make me dean 
And Jesus put forth his hand, and touched him, sayini 

* I will ; be thou clean.' And immediately his leproe 
was cleansed. And Jssus saith unto him, < See thou te 
' no man ; but go thy way, show thyself to the priest, an 
' offer the gift that Moses commanded, for a testimon 

* unto them,' 
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And when Jesits was entered into Capernaum, there 
came unto him a centurion, beseeching him, and saying, 
' Lord, my servant lieth at home sick of the palsy, 

* grievously tormented.* And Jesus saith unto him, * I 
< will come and heal him/ The centurion answered and 
said, ' Lord, I am not worthy that Thou shouldest come 
' under my roof : but speak the word only, and my ser- 

* vant shfQl be healed. For I am a man under authority, 
' having soldiers under me : and I say to this man, '* Go,*^ 
' and he goeth ; and to another, '^ Come," and he cometh ; 

* and to my servant, " Do this," and he doeth it.' When 
Jesus heard it, he marvelled, and said to them that fol- 
lowed, * Verily I say imto you, I have not found so great 

* faith, no, not in IsraeL And I say unto you. That 
^ many shall come from the east and west, and shall sit 
' down with Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the king- 

* dom of heayen. But the children of the kingdom shall 

* be cast out into outer darkness : there shall be weeping 
' and gnashing of teeth.' And JEStis said unto the cen- 
turion^ * Go thy way ; and as thou hast believed, so be it 

* done unto thee.' And his servant was healed in the 
self-same hour. 

And when Jesus was come imto Peter's house. He saw 
his wife's mother laid, and sick of a fever. And He 
touched her hand, and the fever left her : and she arose, 
and ministered imto them. 

YThen the even was come, they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with devils : and He cast out the 
spirits with his word, and healed all that were sick : that 
it might bo fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the 
prophet, saying, * Himself took our infirmities, and bare 

* our sicknesses/ 
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Now when Jssus saw great multitudes, about him. He 
gave coqimandment to depart unto the other side. And a 
certain scribe came, and said unto him, 'Master, I will 
^ follow thee whithersoever thou goest/ And Jesus salth 
unto him, ' The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air 

< have nests ; but the Son of Man hath not where to lay 
' his head/ And another of his disciples said unto him, 

< LoBD, suffer me first to go and bury my father.' But 
Jesus said unto him, ' Follow me ; and let the dead bury 
* their dead.' 

And when He was entered into a ship, his disciples 
followed him. And, behold, there arose a great tempest in 
the sea, insomuch that the ship was covered with the 
waves : but He was asleep. And his disciples came to 
him, and awoke him, saying, ' Lord, save us : we perish ! ' 
And He saith unto them, 'Why are ye fearful, O ye of 
' little faith 1 ' Then He arose, and rebuked the winds 
and the sea ; and there was a great calm. But the men 
marvelled, saying, 'What manner of man is this, that 
' even the winds and the sea obey him ! ' - 

And when He was come to the other side into the 
country of the Gergesenes, there met him two possessed 
with devils, coming out of the tombs, exceeding fierce, so 
that no man might pass "by that way. And, behold, they 
cried out, saying, ' What have we to do with thee, j£sus» 
' thou Son of God 1 art Thou come hither to torment us 
' before the time V And there was a good way off $rom 
them an herd of many swine feeding. So the devils 
besought him, saying, ' If Thou cast us out, suffer us to 
' go away into the herd of swine.' And Hs said unto 
them, * Go,' And when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine : and, \i^\i.o\^, \5afc ^VJ^ \^t& ^1 
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ran violently down a steep place into the sea, and 
ed in the waters. And they that kept them fled, 
ent their ways into the city, and told every thing, 
v^bat was befallen to the possessed of the devils, 
behold, the whole city came out to meet Jesus : and 

they saw him, they besought him that He would 
} out of their coasts. 

1 He entered into a ship, and passed over, and came 
lis own city. And, behold, they brought to him a 
ick of the palsy, lying on a bed : and Jesus seeing 
faith said unto the sick of the palsy, ' Son, be of 
L cheer; thy sins be forgiven thee.* And, behold, 
1 of the scribes said within themselves, *This man 
>bemeth.' And Jesus knowing their thoughts said, 
refore think ye evil in your hearts ? For whether is 
T, to say, " Thy sins be^ forgiven thee ; " or to say, 
ise, and walkl" But that ye may know that the Son 
Ian hath power on earth to forgive sins,' (then saith 

the sick of the palsy,) * Arise, take up thy bed, and 
nto thine house.' And he arose, and departed to his 
But when the multitudes saw it, they marvelled, 
lorified God, which had given such power unto men. 
i it came to pass, that, as the people pressed upon 
o hear the word of God, He stood by the lake of 
saret, and saw two ships standing by the lake : but 
ihermen were gone out of them, and were washing 
lets. And He entered into one of the ships, which 
imon's, and prayed him that he would thrust out a 
from the land. And He sat down, and taught the 
t out of the ship. 

V when He had left speaking, Tie acii \]L\i\.o ^vcmsol, 
ah out into the deep, and let do^u "joxiiX Xk!^^^ i^'^ ^ 
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' draught.' And Simon answering said unto him, ' Master, 
^ we have toiled all the night, and have taken nothing : 
^ nevertheless at thy word I will let down the net.' And 
when they had this done, they enclosed a great multitude 
of fishes : and their net brake. And they beckoned unto 
their partners, which were in the other ship, that they 
should come and help them. And they came, and filled 
both the ships, so that they began to sink. When Simon 
Peter saw it, he fell down at Jesus' knees, saying, ^ Depart 
^ from me ; for I am a sinful man, O Lord.' For he was 
astonished, and all that were with him, at the draught of 
the fishes which they had taken : and so was also James, 
and John, the sons of Zebedee, which were partners with 
Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, ^ Fear not ; from 
< henceforth thou shalt catch men.' And when they had 
brought their ships to land, they forsook all, and followed 
him. 

And it came to pass, when He was in a certain city, 
behold a man full of leprosy : who seeing Jesus fell on 
his face, and besought him, saying, ' Lord, if Thou wilt, 
^ Tflou canst make me clean.' And He put forth his hand, 
and touched him, saying, ^ I will : be thou clean.' And 
immediately the leprosy departed from him. And He 
charged him to tell no man : but ^ Go, and show thyself 
* to the priest, and offer for thy cleansing, according as 
' Moses commanded, for a testimony unto them.' But so 
much the more went there a fame abroad of him : and 
great multitudes came together to hear, and to be healed 
by him of their infirmities. And He withdrew himflelf 
into the wilderness, and prayed. 

And it came to pass on a certain day, as He was teach- 
ing, that there were Pharisees and dootors of the law

fitting by, which were come out of every t^pwn of Galilee, 
and Judaea, and Jerusalem : and the power of the Lord 
was present to heal them. And, behold, men brought in 
a bed a man which was taken with a palsy : and they 
sought means to bring him in, and to lay him before him. 
And when they could not find by what way they might 
bring him in because of. the multitude, they went upon the 
house-top, and let him down through the tiling with his 
couch into the midst before Jesus, And when He saw 
their faith, He said unto him, ' Man, thy sins are forgiven 
tiiee.' And the scribes and the Pharisees began to reason, 
saying, 'Who is this which speaketh blasphemies? Who 
' can forgive sins, but God alone 1 ' But when Jssus per- 
ceived their thoughts, He answering said unto them, 
' What reason ye in your heart ? Whether is easier, to 

* say, " Thy sins be forgiven thee," or to say, " Kise up 
^ and walk 9 " But that ye may know that the Son. of 

* Mak hath power upon earth to forgive sins,' (He said 
unto the sick of the palsy,) ^ I say unto thee, Arise, and 
' take up thy couch, and go unto thine house.' And 
immediately he rose up before them, and took up that 
wherecm he lay, and departed to his own house, glorifying 
God. And they were all amazed, and they glorified God, 
and were filled with fear, saying, ' We have seen strauge 
' things to-day.' 

And as Jesus passed forth from thence. He saw a man, 
named Matthew, sitting at the receipt of custom : and Hiu 
saith unto him, ' Follow me.' And he arose, and followed 
him* And it came to pass, as Jesus sat at meat in the 
house, behold, many publicans a.nd sinners came and sat 
down with him and his disciples. And when the Pharisees 
saw it; they said unto his disciples, 'Why eateth your 
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' Master ivith publicans and sinners ? ' But when Jesus 
heard that, He said unto them, ' They that be whole need 

* not a physician, but they that are sick. But go ye and 

* learn what that meaneth, '^I will have mercy, and not 
^ sacrifice ;" for I am net come to call the righteous, but 

* sinners to repentance/ 

Then came to him the disciples of John, saying, * Why 
^ do we and the Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples fast 

* not ? ' And Jesus said unto them, * Can the children 
' of the bridechamber mourn, as long as the bridegroom 

* is with them 9 but the days will come, when the bride- 
' < groom shall be taken from them, and then shall they fast. 

* No man putteth a piece of new cloth unto an old garment, 
' for that which is put in to fill it up taketh from the gar- 
' ment^ and the rent is made worse. Neither do men put 
' new wine into old bottles : else the bottles break, and the 
' wine runneth out, and the bottles perish : but they put 

* new wine into new bottles, and both are preserved.' 

While He spake these things unto them, behold, there 
came a certain ruler, and worshipped him, sa3ring, 'My 
' daughter is even now dead : but come and lay thy hand . 
' upon her, and she shall live.' And Jesus arose, and 
followed him, and so did his disciples. 

And, behold, a woman, which was diseased with an 
issue of blood twelve years, came behind him, and touched 
the hem of his garment : for she said within herseU, * If I 

* may but touch his garment, I shall be whole.' But 
Jesus turned him about, and when He saw her, He said, 
' Daughter, be of good comfort ; thy faith hath made thee 
' whole.' And the woman was made whole from that 
hour. 

And when JesUs came into the ruler's house, and saw 
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tlie minstrels and the people making a noise, Kb said unto 
them, ' Give place : for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth.' 
And they laughed him to scorn. But when the people 
were put forth, He went in, and took her by the hand, and 
the maid arose. And the fame hereof went abroad into 
all that land. 

And when Jesus departed thence, two blind men fol- 
lowed him, crying, and saying, * Thou Son of David',- have 
mercy on us,' And when He was come into the house, 
the blind men came to him : and Jesus saith unto them, 

* Believe ye that I am able to do this ? ' They said unto 
him, * Yea, Lord.' Then touched He their eyes, saying, 
' According ta your faith be it unto you.' And their eyes 
were opened ] and Jesus straitly charged them, saying, 
' See that no man know it.' But they, when they were 
departed, spread abroad his fame in all that country. 

As they went out, behold, they brought to him a dumb 
man possessed with a devil. And when the devil was cast 
out, the dtimb spake : and the multitudes marvelled, 
saying, * It was never so seen in Israel.' But the Pharisees 
said, *He casteth out devils through the prince of the 
devils.' 

And Jesus went about all the cities and villages, teaching 
in their synagogues, and preaching the Gospel of the king- 
dom, and healing every sickness and every disease among 
the people. But when He saw the multitudes. He was 
moved with compassion on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd. 
Then saith He unto his disciples, ' The harvest truly is 

* plenteous, but the labourers are few ; pray ye therefore the 

* Lord of the harvest, that flfi will send forth labourers 

* into his harvest.' ^^ 

IIL 
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And when He had called unto him his twelve disciples, 
He gave them power against unclean spirits, to cast them 
out, and to heal all manner of sickness and all manner of 
disease. 

Now the names of the twelve apostles are these : the 
first, Simon, who is called Peter, and Andrew his brother ; 
James the son of Zebedee, and John his brother ; Philip, 
and Barliiolomew ; Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; 
JTames the son of Alphaeus, and Lebbseus, whose surname 
was ThaddsBus ; Simon the Canaanite, and Judas Iscariot, 
who also betrayed him. 

These twelve Jesus sent forth, and commanded them, 
saying, ^ Go not into the way of the Qentiles, and into any 
^ city of the Samaritans enter ye not : but go rather to 
' the lost sheep of the house of Israel. And as ye go, 
' preach, saying, " The kingdom of heaven is at hand." 
' Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast out 

* devils :. freely ye have received, freely give. Provide 

* neither gold, nor silver, nor brass in your purses, nor scrip 
' for your journey, neither two coats, neither shoes, nor yet 
' staves : for the workman is worthy of his meat. And 

* into whatsoever city or town ye shall enter, inquire whd 
' in it is worthy ; and there abide until ye go thence. 
' And when ye come into an house, salute it. And if the 
' house be worthy, let your peace come upon it : but if it 

* be not worthy, let your peace return to you. And who- 
' soever shall not receive you, nor hear your words, when 
' ye depart out of that house or city, shs^e off the dust of 

* your feet. Yerily I say unto you. It shall be more 
^ tolerable for the land of Sodom and Gk)morrha in the 
' day of judgment, than for that city. 

'Behold, I send you fottb. aa ^'^e^ Vsv ^^ is^^sfitk^l 
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wolves : be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmless as 
doves. But beware of men : for they will deliver you 
up to the councils, and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues; and ye shall be brought before governors 
and kings for my sake, for a testimony against them and 
the Gentiles. But when they deliver you up, take no 
thought how or what ye shall speak : for it shall be given 
you in that same hour what ye shall speak. For it is 
not ye that speak, but the Spirit of your Fatheb which 
speaketh in you. And the brother shall deliver up the 
brother to death, and the father the child : and the 
children shall rise up against their parents, and cause 
them to be put to death. And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name's sake : but he that endureth to the 
end shall be saved. But when they persecute you in this 
city, flee ye into another : for verily I say unto you. Ye 
shall not have gone over the cities of Israel, till the Son 
OF Man be come. The disciple is not above his master, 
nor the servant above his lord, tt is enough for the 
disciple that he be as his master, and the servant as his 
lord. If they have called the master of the house Beel- 
zebub, how much more shall they call them of his house- 
hold! Fear them not therefore: for there is nothing 
covered, that shall not be revealed ; and hid, that shall not 
be known. What I tell you in darkness, that speak ye in 
light : and what ye hear in the ear, that preach ye upon 
the house-tops. And fear nofc them which kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the soul : but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul and body in hell. Are 
not two sparrows sold for a farthing ? and one of them 
shall not fall on the ground without joaxx^ ktseb., "^ns^* 
the veryhaira of your head are ad loitcJa^t^^ '^^i'Kt'^^^ 
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not therefore, ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
Whosoever therefore shall confess me before nifen, him 
will I confess also before my Father which is in heaven. 
But whosoever shall deny me before men, him will I 
also deny before my Father which is in heaven. Think 
not that I am come to send peace on earth: I 
came not to send peace, but a sword. For I am 
come to set a man at variance against his father, 
and the daughter against her mother, and the daughter- 
in-law against her mother-in-law. And a man's. foes 
shall be they of his own household. He that loveth 
father or mother more than me is not worthy of me : 
and he that loveth son or daughter more than me 
is not worthy of me. And he that taketh not his 
cross, and followeth after me, is not worthy of me. He 
that findeth his life shall lose it : and he that loseth 
his life for my sake shall find it. He that receiveth 
you receiveth me, and he that receiveth me receiveth him 
that sent me. He that receiveth a prophet in the name 
of a prophet shall receive a prophet's reward ; and he 
that receiveth a righteous man in the name of a righteous 
man shall receive a righteous man's reward. And who- 
soever shall give to drink unto one of these little ones a 
cup of cold water only in the name of a disciple, verily 
I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his reward.* 
And it came to pass, when Jesus had made an end of 
commanding his twelve disciples, He departed thence to 
teach and to preach in their cities. 

And it came to pass, that He went into a city called 
Nain ; and many of his disciples went with him, and much 
people. Now when He came nigh to the gate of the city, 
behold^ there was a dead man carried out, the only son of 
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his mother, and she was a widow : and much people of 
the city was with her. And when the Lord saw her, He 
had compassion on her, and said unto her, * Weep not/ 
And He came and touched the bier : and they that bare 
him stood stiQ. And He said, * Young man, I say unto 

* thee. Arise.' And he that was dead sat up, and began to 
speak. And He delivered him to his mother. And there 
came a fear on all : and they glorified God, saying, That 
a great prophet is risen up among us ; and. That God 
hath visited his people. And this rumour of him went 
forth throughout all Judaea, and throughout all the region 
round about. 

Now when John had heard in the prison the works of 
Christ, he sent two of his disciples, and said unto him, 

* Art thou He that should come, or do we look for an- 
' other ? ' Jesus answered and said unto them, ' Go and 

* show John again those things which ye do hear and see : 

* the blind receive their sight, and the lame walk, the 

* lepers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are 

* raised up, and the poor have the Gospel preached to 

* them. And blessed is he, whosoever shall not be 

* offended in me.' 

And as they departed, Jesus began to say unto the 
multitudes concerning John, * What went ye out into the 
' wilderness to see ] A reed shaken with the wind 1 But 

* what went ye out for to see ? A man clothed in soft 
' raiment 1 behold, they that wear soft clothing are in 

* kings' houses. But what went ye out for to see ? A 

* prophet ? yea, I say unto you, and more than a prophet. 

* For this is he, of whom it is written, " Behold, I send 
' my messenger before thy face, which shall prepare thy 

* way before thee." Verily I say unto you. Among ther* 
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' that are born of women there hath not risen a greater 
' than John the Baptist : notwithstanding he that is least 
' in the kingdom of heaven is greater than he. And from 
' the days of John the Baptist until now the kingdom of 
' heaven sufifereth violence, and the violent take it by 

* force. For all the Prophets and the Law prophesied 

* until John. And if ye will receive it, this is Elias, 
' which was for to come. He that hath ears to hear, let 
' him hear. But whereunto shall I liken this generation ? 

* It is like unto children sitting in the markets, and call- 
' ing unto their fellows, and saying, " We have piped unto 

* you, and ye have not danced ; we have mourned unto 

* you, and ye have not lamented." For John came neither 

* eating nor drinking, and they say, " He hath a devil'' 
' The Son of Man came eating and drinking, and they say, 

* ^* Behold a man gluttonous, and a wine-bibber, a friend of 
' publicans and sinners." But wisdom is justified of her 

* children.* 

Then began He to upbraid the cities wherein most of 
his mighty works were done, because they repented not : 

* Woe unto thee, Chorazin ! woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! for 

* if the mighty works, which were done in you, had been 

* done in Tyre and Sidon, they would have repented long 

* ago in sackcloth and ashes. But I say onto you. It 
' shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the day of 

* judgment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, which 
' art exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought down to hell : 
' for if the mighty works, which have been done in thee, 
' had been done in Sodom, it would have remained until 
' this day. But I say unto you. That it shall be more 

* tolerable for the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, 

* than for thee.' 
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At that time Jesus answered and said, ' I thank thee, O 
' Fatheb, Lobd of heaven and earth, because Thou hast 
' hid these things from the wise and prudent, and hast 

* revealed them unto babes. Even so, Father : for so it 
' seemed good in thy sight. All things are delivered unto 
' me of my Father : and no man knoweth the Son, but 
' the Father ; neither knoweth any man the Father, 
' save the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal 
' him. Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 

* laden^ and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon 

* you, and learn of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart : 
' and ye shall find rest unto your souls. For my yoke is 
« ea*y, and my burden is Ught.' 

At that time Jesus went on the Sabbath-day through 
the com ; and his disciples were an hungered, and began 
to pluck the ears of corn, and to eat. But when the 
Pharisees saw it, they said imto him, ' Behold, thy dis- 
' ciples do that which is not lawful to do upon the Sabbath- 

* 4ay.' But He said unto them, ' Have ye not read what 

* David did, when he was an hungered, and they that were 

* with them ; bow he entered into the house of God, and 

* did eat the showbread, which was not lawful for him to 

* eat, neither for them which were with Jiim, but only for 
' the priests ? Or have ye not read in the Law, how that 
' on the Sabbath-days the priests in the temple profane the 
' Sabbath, and are blameless 1 But I say unto you. That 
' in, this place is one greater than the temple. But if ye 

* had known what this meaneth, I will have mercy, and 

* not sacrifice, ye would not have condemned the guiltless^ 

* For the Son op Man is Lord even of the Sabbath-day.' 

And when He was departed thence, He went into their 
synagogue : and, behold, there was a man which had hi» 
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hand withered. And they asked him, sajdng, ' Is it law- 

* ful to heal on the Sabbath-day? * that they might accuse 
him. And He said unto them, ^ What man shall there be 

* among yon, that shall have one sheep, and if it fall into 
^ a pit on the Sabbath-day, will he not lay hold on it, and 
^ lift it out ? How much then is a man better than a 

* sheep ! Wherefore it is lawful to do well on the Sabbath- 
' days.' Then saith He to the man, * Stretch forth thine 

* hand.' And he stretched it forth ; and it was restored 
whole, like as the other. Then the Pharisees went out, and 
held a council against him, how they might destroy him. 

Biit when Jesus knew it. He withdrew himself from 
thence : and great multitudes followed him, and He healed 
them all ; and charged them that they should not make 
him known : that it might be fulfilled which was spoken 
by Esaias the prophet, saying, 'Behold my Servant, 

* whom I have chosen ; my Beloved, in whom my soul is 

* well pleased : I will put my spirit upon him, and He 
' shaU show judgment to the Gentiles. He shall not 
' strive, nor cry ; neither shaU any man hear his voice in 
' the streets. A bruised reed shall He ijpt break, and 
' smoking flax shall He not quench, till He send forth 

* judgment unto victory. And in his name shall the 

* Gentiles trust.' 

Then was brought unto him one possessed with a devil, 

blind, and dumb : and He healed him, insomuch that the 

blind and dumb both spake and saw. And all the people 

"^ere amazed, and said, * Is not this the Son op David 1 * 

But when the Pharisees heard it, they said, ' This fellow 

doth not cast out devils, but by Beelzebub the prince of 

^^^. devUa.' And Jesus knew their thoughts, and said 

uxjto tbezn^ ^ Every kingdom diVi^e^ ^^iaAXk&\» \\a^ vl 
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brought to desolation ; and every city or house divided 
against itself shall not stand : and if Satan cast out 
Satan, he is divided against himself ; how shall then his 
kingdom stand 1 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 
by whom do your children cast them out ? therefore they 
shall be your judges. But if I cast out devils by the 
Spibit of God, then the kingdom of God is come unto 
you. Or else how can one enter into a strong man's 
house, and spoil his goods, except he first bind the strong 
man 1 and then he will spoil his house. He that is not 
with me is against me ; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad. Wherefore I say unto you. All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men : 
but the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost shall not 
be forgiven unto men. And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of Man, it shall be forgiven him : but 
whosoever speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall not 
be forgiven him, neither in this world, neither in the 
world to come. Either make the tree good, and his 
fruit good ; or else make the tree corrupt, and his fruit 
corrupt: for .the tree is known by his fruit. O genera- 
tion of vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things ? 
for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh. 
A good man out of the good treasure of the heart 
bringeth forth good things : and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure bringeth forth evil things. But I say unto 
you. That every idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the day of judgment. For 
by thy words thou shalt be justified, and by thy words 
thou shalt be condemned.' 
Then certain of the scribes and of theP\ima^^^ ^ti^-^^^^^^ 
saying', ^Master, we would see a sign from t\ift^? '^-vi^.'^is.' 
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answered and said unto them, 'An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign ; and there shall no sign 
be given to it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas : for as 
Jonas was three days and three nights in the whale's 
belly ; so shall the Son of Man be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth. The men of Nineveh 
shall rise in judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it : because they repented at the preaching 
of Jonas; and, behold, a greater than Jonas is here. 
The queen of the south shall rise up in the judgment 
with this generation, and shall condemn it : for she came 
from the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon; and, behold, a greater than Solomon is 
here. 
'When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry places, seeking rest, and findeth 
none. Then he saith, ^'I will return into my house 
from whence I came out," and when he is come, he 
findeth it empty, swept, and garnished. Then goeth 
he, and taketh with himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they enter in and dwell there : 
and the last state of that man is worse than the 
first. Even so shall it be also unto this wicked genera- 
tion.' 

While He yet talked to the people, .behold, his mother 
and his brethren stood without, desiring to speak with 
^na. Then one said unto him, * Behold, thy mother and 
' thy brethren stand without, desiring to speak with thee.* 
But He answered and said unto him that told him, * Who is 
'^y mother? and who are my brethren?' And He stretched 
^ortb big iand toward his disciples, wad said, * Behold my 
'Mother and my brethren \ "Eoi ^^xow>«^«t ^SmSSl ^^ ^^^j, 
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* will of my Fatheb wliich is in heaven, the same is my 
' brother, and sister, and mother.' 

The same day went Jesus out of the house, and sat by 
the sea-side. And great multitudes were gathered together 
unto him, so that He went into a ship, and sat ; and the 
whole multitude stood on the shore. And He spake 
many things unto them in parables, saying — 

* Behold, a sower went forth to sow; and when he 

* sowed> some seeds fell by the way side, and the fowls 
' came and devoured them up : some fell upon stony 

* places, where they had not much earth : and forthwith 

* they sprung up, because they had no deepness of earth : 

* and when the sun was up, they were scorched ; and 

* because they had no root, they withered away. And . 
' some fell among thorns ; and the thorns sprung up, and 

* choked them : but other fell into good ground, and 

* brought forth fruit, some an hundredfold, some sixty- 

* fold, some thirtyfold. Who hath ears to hear, let him 
' hear.' 

And the disciples came, and said unto him, 'Why 
' speakest thou unto them in parables ? ' He answered 
and said untp them, 'Because it is given unto you to 
' know the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but 

* to them it is not given. For whosoever hath, to him - 

* shall be given, and he shall have more abundance : but 
' whosoever hath not, from him shall be taken away even 
' that he hath. Therefore speak I to them in parables : 
' because they seeing see not ; and hearing they hear not, 

* neither do they understand. And in them is fulfilled 

* the prophecy of Esaias, which saitb, " By hearing ye 

* slmll ]iear, and shall not understand ', and ^^^m^'^^ ^Sci^ 
'see, and shall Dot perceive ; " for thia ^eo^\ei^ V^km^ >& 
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waxed gross^ and their ears are dull of hearing, and their 
eyes they have closed ; lest at any time they should see 
with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and should 
understand with their heart, and should be converted, 
and I should heal them. But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see : and your ears, for they hear. For verily I 
say unto you, That many prophets and righteous men 
have desired to see those things which ye see, and have 
not seen them ; and to hear those things which ye bear, 
and have not heard them. 

*Hear ye therefore the parable of the sower. When 
any one heareth the word of the kingdom, and under- 
standeth it not, then cometh the wicked one/ and 
catcheth away that which was sown in his heart. This 
is he which received seed by the way side. But he 
that received the seed into stony places, the same is he 
that heareth the word, and anon with joy receiveth it ; 
yet hath he not root in himself, but dureth for a while : 
for when tribulation or persecution ariseth because of 
the word, by and by he is offended. He also that 
received seed among the thorns is he that heareth the 
word ; and the care of this world, and the deceitfulness 
of riches, choke the word, and he becometh unfruitful 
But he that received seed into the good ground is he 
that heareth the word, and understandeth it ; which also 
beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, some an hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty.* 

Another parable put He forth unto them, sajdng, ' The 
kingdom of heaven is likened unto a man which sowed 
good seed in his field : but while men slept, his enemy 
'came and sowed tares among tYie "T^loLQ&t^ and went his 
' Trajr But when the blade waa «^t>Mi% \s:^, wA \stw^ 
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^ forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. So the ser- 

* vants of the householder came and said unto him, " Sir, 

* didst not thou sow good seed in thy field ? from whence 

* then hath it tares?" He said unto them, "An enemy 

* hath done this." The servants said unto him, " Wilt 
^ thou then that we go and gather them up 1 " But he 

* said, " Nay ; lest while ye gather up the tares, ye root 
^ up also the wheat with them. Let both grow together 

* until the harvest : and in the time of harvest I will say 
' to the reapers, Qather ye together first the tares, and 
^ bind them in bundles to bum them : but gather the 

* wheat into my bam." ' 

Another parable put He forth unto them, saying, 
' The kingdom of heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
' seed, which a man took, and sowed in his field : which 
' indeed is the least of all seeds : but when it is grown, it 
^ is the greatest among herbs, and becometh a tree, so that 

< the birds of the air come and lodge in the branches 
' thereof.' 

Another parable spake He unto them ; ^ The' kingdom 
' of heaven is like unto leaven, which a woman took, 
' and hid in three measures of meal, till the whole was 

* leavened.' 

All these things spake Jesus unto the multitude in 
parables ; and witJiout a parable spake He not unto them : 
that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the pro- 
phet, saying, * I will open my mouth in parables ; I will . 

< utter Uiings which have been kept secret from the f ounda- 

* tion of the world.' 

Then Jesus sent the multitude away, and went into the 
house : and his disciples came unto Taim, %«i.yai%, ^"li^^Sisa.^ 
^unto us the parable of the tarea oi ttxft ^ki^'^I ^^ 
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answered and said unto them, ' He that soweth the good 
' seed is the Son of Man ; the field is the world ; the 

* good seed are the children of the kingdom ; but the 

* tares are the children of the wicked one ; the enemy 

* that sowed them is the devil ; the harvest is the end of 
' the world ; and the reapers are the angels. As therefore 
' the tares are gathered and burned in the fire ; so shall it 

< be in the end of this world. The Son of Man shall 
^ send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his 
' kingdom all things that ofifend, and them which do 
' iniquity ; and shall cast them into a furnace of fire : 
' there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. Then 
' shall the righteous shine forth as the sun in the king- 

* dom of their Father. Who hath ears to hear, let him 

* hear. 

' Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure 

* hid in a field ; the which when a man hath found, he 
' hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and selleth all that he 

* hath, and buyeth that field. 

* Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchant 
' man, seeking goodly pearls : who, when he had found 
' one pearl of great price, went and sold all that he had, 
** and bought it. 

< Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that 

* was cast into the sea, and gathered of every kind : which, 

* when it was full, they drew to shore, and sat down, and 
' gathered the good into vessels, but cast the bad away. 

< So shall it be at the end of the world : the angels shall 
' come forth, and sever the wicked from among the just, 
' and shall cast them into the furnace of fire : there shall 

''be wailing and gnashing of teetV 
Jbsub saitb unto them, *H.ave ^euiAet^^wA^^^h 
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* things]' They say unto him, ' Yea, Loed.' Then said 
He unto them, * Therefore every scribe which is instructed 
' unto the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man that is an 
^ householder, which bringeth forth out of his treasure 
^ things new and old.' 

And it came to pass, that when Jesus had finished these 
parables. He departed thence. And when He was come 
into his own country, He taught them in their synagogue, 
insomuch that they were astonished, and said, * Whence 
' hath this man this wisdom, and these mighty works 1 Is 
' not this the carpenter's son ? is not his mother called 
' Mary 1 and his brethren, James, and Joses, and Simon, 
' and Judafi 1 and his sisters, are they not all with us ? 

* Whence then hath this man all these things 1 ' And they 
were offended in him. But Jesus said unto them, 'A 

* prophet is not without honour, save in his own country, 
' and in his own house.' And He did not many mighty 

* works there because of their unbelief. 

Then cometh He to a city of Samaria, which is called 
Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his 
son Joseph. Now Jacob's well was there. Jesus there- 
fore, being wearied with his journey, sat thus on the well : 
and it was about the sixth hour. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus 
saith unto her, * Give me to drink.' (For his disciples 
were gone away unto the city to buy meat.) Then saith 
the woman of Samaria unto him,.* How is it that thou, 

* being a Jew, asketh drink of me, which am a woman 
' of Samaria 1 for the Jews have no dealings with the 

* Samaritans.' 

Jesus answered and said unto her, * li ftiow.'taiK^^^^^ 
'gift of God, and who it is that saith to tlciee, '' Qfv:^^ ^'^ 
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to drink ; " thou wouldest have asked of him, and He 
would have given thee living water.' The woman saith 
unto him, ' Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep: from whence then hast thou that living 
water ? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, which 
gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and his 
children, and his cattle 1 ' 

Jesus answered and said imto her, ' Whosoever drinketh 
of this water shall thirst again : but whosoever drinketh 
of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give him shall be in him a well 
of water springing up into everlasting life.' The woman 
saith unto him, 'Sir, give me this water, that I thirst 
not, neither come hither to draw.' 

Jesus saith unto her, ' Go, call thy Jiusband, and come 
hither.' The woman answered and said, *I have no 
husband.' 

Jesus said unto her, ' Thou hast well said, " I have no 
husband : " for thou hast had five husbands ; and he 
whom thou now hast is not thy husband : in that saidst 
thou truly.' The woman saith unto him, ' Sir, I perceive 
that thou art a prophet Our fathers worshipped in this 
mountain; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place 
where men ought to worship.' 

Jesus saith unto her, * Woman, believe me, the hour 
Cometh, when ye shall neither in this mountain, nor yet 
at Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye worship ye know 
not what : we know what we worship : for salvation is 
of the Jews. But the hour cometh, and now is, when the 
true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and 
^in truth: for the Father aeeY^>i)ti«WLd!£i\»Q'^<M»hip him. 
^ Gov 18 a Spirit: and they tlia\. TjTOT^\a^ V\Hi\c»&\.^^'t^Kss^ 
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* ^iTTi in spirit and in truth.' The woman saith unto him, 
^ I know that Messiab cometh, which is called Christ : 

* when He is come, He will tell us all things.' 

Jesus saith unto her, ' I that speak unto thee am He.' 
And upon this came his disciples, and marvelled that 
He talked with the t^oman: yet no man said, *What 

* seekest thou 1 * or, ' Why talkest Thou with her ? ' The 
woman then left her waterpot, and went her way into the 
city, and saith to the men, ' Come, see a man, which told 

* me all things that ever I did: is not this the Christ 1' 
Then they went out of the city, and came unto him. 

In the mean while his disciples prayed him, saying, 
' Master, eat.' But He said unto them, ' I have meat to 
' eat that ye know not of.' Therefore said the disciples 
one to another, * Hath any man brought him aught to eatl' 
Jesus saith unto them, * My meat is to do the will of him 

* that sent me, and to finish his work. Say not ye, '^ There 

* are yet four months, and then cometh harvest ? " behold, 
' I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields ; 
' for they are white already to harvest. And he that 
' reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto life 
' eternal : that both he that soweth and he that reapeth 
' may rejoice together. And herein is that saying true, 

* " One soweth, and another reapeth." I sent you to reap 

* that whereon ye bestowed no labour : other men laboured, 
' and ye are entered into their labours.* 

And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on 
him for the saying of the woman, which testified, *Hb told 

* me all that ever I did.' So when the Samaritans were 

come unto him, they besought him that He would twrrj 

with them ; And He abode there two day», ioA txi^k^ 

laatv believed because of Ms own word ; and. md xsaA^ *<I^^ ^ 
la "ft 
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woman, * Now we believe, not because of thy saying : for 
' we have heard him ourselves, and know that this is 

* indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the world.' 

Now after two days He departed thence, and went into 
Galilee. For Jesus himself testified, that a prophet hath 
no honour in his own country. Then when He was come 
into Galilee, the Galilseans received him, having seen all 
the things that He did at Jerusalem at the feast : for they 
also went unto the feast. So Jesus came again into Cana 
of Galilee, where He made the water wine. 

And there was a certain nobleman, whose son was sick 
at Capernaum. When he heard that Jesus was come out 
of Judaea into Galilee, he went unto him, and besought 
him that He would come down, and heal his son : for he 
was at the point of death. Then said Jesus unto him, 

* Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will not believe.' 
The nobleman saith unto him, ' Sir, come down ere my 
' child die.' Jesus saith unto him, ' Go thy way ; thy son 

* liveth.' And the man believed the word that Jesus had 
spoken unto him, and he went his way. And as he was 
now going down, his servants met him, and told him, 
saying, * Thy son liveth.' Then inquired he of them the 
hour when he began to amend. And they said unto him, 

* Yesterday at the seventh hour the fever left him,' So 
the father knew that it was at the same hour, in the which 
Jesus said unto him, ' Thy son liveth : ' and himself 
believed, and his whole house. 

After this there was a feast of the Jews; and Jesus 

went up to Jerusalem. Now there is at Jerusalem by the 

sheep market a pool, which is called in the Hebrew tongue 

Betbesda, having five poichea. Iti \k^^^ la.Y a great mnl- 

titude of impotent folk, oi \)\md,\i^X.>^^^'t^^>^^aiH^^ 
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for the moving of the water. For an angel went down at 
a certain season into the pool, and troubled the water: 
whosoever then first after the troubling of the water stepped 
in was made whole of whatsoever disease he had. And a 
certain man was there, which had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that he 
had been now a long time in that case, He saith unto him, 

* Wilt thou be made whole ? ' The impotent man answered 
him, * Sir, I have no man, when the water is troubled, to 

* put me into the pool : but while I am coming, another 
' steppeth down before me.' Jesus saith imto him, * Rise, 

* take up thy bed, and walk.' And immediately the man 
was made whole, and took up his bed, and walked : and 
on the same day was the Sabbath. 

The Jews therefore said unto him that was cured, * It is 
' the Sabbath-day : it is not lawful for thee to carry thy 

* bed.' He answered them, * He that made me whole, the 

* same said unto me, " Take up thy bed, and walk." ' Then 
asked they him, ' What man is that which said unto thee, 

* " Take up thy bed, and walk 1 " ' And he that was healed 
wist not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself 
away, a multitude being in that place. Afterwards Jesus 
findeth him in the temple, and said imto him, ' Behold, 

* thou art made whole : sin no more, lest a worse thing 

* come unto thee.' The man departed, and told the Jews 
that it was Jesus, which had made him whole. And there- 
fore did the Jews persecute Jesus, and sought to slay- 
him, because He had done these things on the Sabb ath 
day. 

But Jesus answered them, * My Father worketh hitherto, 
' and I work.' Therefore the Jews ao\Jig\i\» \.\i^ TDkSst^ Vi 
kUlMm, because Re not only had broken ta^ ^^Xi^^^'^'os. 
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said also that God was his father, making himself equal 

with God. 

Then answered Jesus and said unto them, 'Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, The Son can do nothing of him- 
self, but what He seeth the Fatheb do : for what things 
soever He doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise. For 
the Father loveth the Son, and showeth him all things 
that himself doeth : and He will show him greater works 
than these, that ye may marvel. For as the Father 
raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth them ; even so the 
Son quickeneth whom He will. For the Father judgeth 
no man, but hath committed all judgment unto the Son : 
that all men should honour the Son, even as they honour 
the Father. He that honoureth not the Son honoureth 
not the Father which hath sent him. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you. He that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation ; but is passed from death unto 
life. Verily, verily, I say unto you. The hour is coming, 
and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the 
Son of God : and they that hear shall live. For as the 
Father hath life in himself ; so hath He given to the 
Son to have life in himself; and hath given him au» 
thority to execute judgment also, because He is the SoN^ 
OF Man. Marvel not at this : for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 
and shall come forth ; they that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life ; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation. I can of mine own self do 
nothing': as I hear, I judge: and my judgment is just ; 
because I seek not mine own will, but the will of the 
Father which hath sent me. If I bear witness of my*

' self, my witness is not true. Ttiere is another that 
' beareth witness of me ; ^nd I know that the witness 

* which he witnesseth of me is true.' 

After these things Jesus went over the sea of Galilee, 
which is the sea of Tiberias. And a great multitude 
followed him, because they saw his miracles which Hb did 
on them that were diseased. And Jesus went up into a 
mountain, and there He sat with his disciples. And the 
passover, a feast of the Jews^ was nigh. When Jesus then 
lifted up his eyes, and saw a great company come unto him, 
He saith unto Philip, ' Whence shall we buy bres^d, that 

< these may eat 1 * (And this He said to prove him : for 
He himself knew what He would do.) Philip answered 
him, ' Two hundred pendy worth of bread is not sufficient 
^ for them, that every one of them may take a little.' One 
of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith unto 
him, * There is a lad here, which hath five barley loaves, 

* and two small fishes : but what are they among so many 1' 
And Jesus said, ' Make the men sit down.' Now there 
was much grass in the place. So the men sat down, in 
number about five thousand. And Jesus took the loaves ; 
and when He had*given thanks. He distributed to the 
disciples, and the disciples to them that were set down ; 
and likewise of the fishes as much as they would. WheQ ' 
they were filled, He said imto his disciples, ' Qather up the 

< fragments that remain, that nothing be lost.' Therefore 
they gathered them together, and filled twelve baskets with 
the fragments of the five barley loaves, which remained 
over and above unto thenfthat had eaten. 

Then those men, when they had seen the miracle that 
Jesus did, said, 'This is of a truth that prophet that should 
' come into the world.* When Jesus therefoiQ ^t<»v(^ 
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^ nntp joo. Ye ssEk me, not becaoae je saw the mii^i*!^^ 
* \/aX beeanse re did eat cf the loaTes, and woe filled. 
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that we might work the works of GodI* Jesus answered 
and said unto them, * This is the work of God, that ye 
believe on him whona He hath sent.' They said there- 
fore unto him, * What sign showest Thou then, that we 
may see, and believe thee ] what dost Thou work ? Our 
fathers did eat manna in the desert ; as it is written, ** Hb 
gave them bread from heaven to eat." ' 
Then Jesus said unto them, * Verily, verily, T say unto 
you, Moses gave you not that bread from heaven ; but 
my Father giveth you the true bread from heaven. For 
the bread of God is He which cometh down from heaven, 
and giveth life unto the world.' Then said they unto him. 
Lord, evermore give us this bread.' And Jesus said unto 
them, * I am the bread of life : he that cometh to me shall 
never hunger ; and he that believeth on me shall never 
thirst. But I said unto you, That ye also have seen me, 
and believe not. All that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me ; and him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out. For I came down from heaven, not to do 
mine own will, but' the will of him that sent me. And 
this is the Father's will which hath sent me, that of all 
which He hath given me I should lose nothing, but 
should raise it up again at the last day. And this is the 
will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth the 
Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting life : 
and I will raise him up at the last day.' 
The Jews then murmured at him, because He said, * I 
am the bread which came down from heaven.' And they 
said, * Is not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose father 
and mother we know 1 how is it then that He saith, I 
came down from heaven T Jesus therefore answered 
ftnd said i:|nto them, * Murmur not among yourselves, No 
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man can come to me, except the Father which hath sent 
me draw him : and I will raise him up at the last day. 
It is written in the Prophets, " And they shall be all 
taught of God." Every man therefore that hath heard, 
and hath learned of the Fatheb, cometh unto me. Not 
that any man hath seen the Fatheb, save he which is of 
God, he hath seen the Fatheb. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 
I am that bread of life. Your fathers did eat manna in 
the wilderness, and are dead. This is the bread which 
cometh down from heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 
and not die. I am the living bread which came down 
from heaven : if any man eat of this bread, he shall live 
for ever : and the bread that I will give is my flesh, 
which I will give for the life of the world.' 
The Jews therefore strove among themselves, saying, 
How can this man give us his flesh to eati' Then 

Jesus said unto them, 'Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of Man, and drink his 
blood, ye have no life in you. Whoso eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, hath eternal life ; and I will raise 
him up at the last day. For my flesh is meat indeed, 
and my blood is drink indeed. He that eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him. 
As the living Fatheb hath sent me, and I live by the 
Fatheb : so he that eateth me, even he shall live by me. 
This is that bread which came down frcftn heaven : not 
as your fathers did eat manna, and are dead : he that 
eateth of this bread shall live for ever.' These things 

said He in the synagogue, as He taught in Capernaum. 
Many therefore of his disciples, when they had heard 

this, said, 'This is an hard saying; who can hear it!' 
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When Jesus knew in himself that his disciples murmured 
at it, He said unto them, * Doth this ofifend you ? What 
' and if ye shall see the Son of Man ascend up where He 
' was before 1 It is the spirit that quickeneth ; the flesh 
' profiteth nothing : the words that I speak unto you, they 
' are spirit, and they are life. But there are some of you 
' that believe not/ For Jesus knew from the beginning 
who they were that believed not, and who should betray 
him. And He said, * Therefore said I unto you, that no 

* man can come unto me, except it were given unto him of 
' my Father.' From that time many of his disciples went 
back, and walked no more with him. Then said Jesus 
unto the twelve, * Will ye also go away ? ' Then Simon 
Peter answered him, ' Lord, to whom shall we go ? Thou 

* hast the words of eternal life. And we believe and are 
^ sure that Thou art that Christ, the Son of the living 

* God.' Jesus answered them, ' Have not I chosen you 
' twelve, and one of you is a devil ? ' He spake of Judas 
Iscariot the son of Simon : for he it was that should betray 
him, being one of the twelve. 

After these things Jesus walked in Galilee : for He would 
not walk in Jewry, because the Jews sought to kill him. 

At that time Herod the tetrarch heard of the fame of 
Jesus, and said unto his servants, ^This is John the 

* Baptist j he is risen from the dead ; and therefore 

* mighty works do show forth themselves in him.' 

For Herod had laid hold on John, and bound him, and 
put him in prison. And when he would have put him to 
death, he feared the multitude, because they counted him 
as a prophet. But when Herod's birthday was kept, the 
daughter of Herodias danced before them, and pleased 
Herod. Whereupon he promised with an oath to give 
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her whatsoever she would ask. And she, being before 
instructed of her mother, said, ' Give me here John Bap- 
' tist's head in a charger.' And the king was sorry : 
nevertheless for the oath's sake, and them which sat with 
him at meat, he commanded it to be given her. And he 
sent, and beheaded John in the prison. And his head 
was brought in a charger, and given to the damsel : and 
she brought it to her mother. And his disciples came, and 
took up the body, and buried it, and went and told Jesus. 

When Jesus heard of it, He departed thence by ship 
into a desert place apart : and when the people had heard 
thereof, they followed him on foot out of the cities. 

And Jesus went forth, and saw a great multitude, and 
was moved with compassion towards them, and He healed 
their sick. 

And when it was evening, his disciples came to him, 
saying, ' This is a desert place, and the time is now past ; 

* send the multitude away, that they may go into the 

* villages, and buy themselves victuals.' But Jesus said 
unto them, * They need not depart ; give ye them to eat.' 
And they say unto him, * We have here but five loaves, 

* and two fishes.' He said, ' Bring them hither to me.' 
And He commanded the multitude to sit down on the 
grass, and took the five loaves, and the two fishes, and 
looking up to heaven. He blessed, and brake, and gave the 
loaves to his disciples, and the disciples, to the multitude. 
And. they did all eat, and were filled : and they took up 
of the fragments that remained twelve baskets fulL And 
they that had eaten were about five thousand men, beside 
women and children. 

And straightway Jesus constrained his disciples to get 
into a ship, and to go before him unto the other side, 
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while He sent the multitudes away. And when He had 
sent the multitudes away. He went up into a mountain 
apart to pray : and when the evening was come, He was 
there alone. But the ship was now in the midst Of the 
sea, tossed with waves : for the wind was contrary. And 
in the fourth watch of the night Jesus went unto them, 
walking on the sea. And when the disciples saw him 
walking on the sea, they were troubled, saying, * It is a 

* spirit ; ' and they cried out for fear. But straightway 
Jesus spake unto them, saying, ^ Be of good cheer ; it is 

* I ; be not afraid.' And Peter answered him and said, 
' LoBD, if it be Thou, bid me come unto thee on the 

* water.' And He said, * Come.* And when Peter was 
come down out of the ship, he walked on the water, to go 
to Jesus. But when he saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid ; ' and beginning to sink, he cried, saying, ' Lord, 
' save me ! ' And immediately Jesus stretched forth his 
hand, and caught him, and said unto him, ' thou of 

* little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt 1 * And when 
they were come into the ship, the wind ceased. Then 
they that were in the ship came and worshipped him, 
saying, * Of a truth Thou art the Son op Qod.' 

And when they were gone over, they came into the 
land of Gennesaret. And when the men of that place had 
knowledge of him, they sent out into all that country 
round about, and brought unto him all that were diseased; 
and besought him that they might only touch the hem of 
his garment : and as many as touched were made perfectly 
whole. 

Then Came to Jesus scribes and Pharisees, which were 
of Jerusalem, saying, * Why do thy disciples transgress the 

* tradition of the elders ? for they wash not their hands 
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' when they eat bread.' But He answered and said unto 
them, 'Why do ye also transgress the commandment of 
God by your tradition 1 For God commanded, saying, 
^' Honour thy father and mother : " and, '* He that curseth 
father or mother, let him die the death." Bat ye say^ 
'^ Whosoever shall say to his father or his mother. It is 
a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be profited by me ; 
and honour not his father or his mother, he shall be 
free." Thus have ye made the commandment of God 
of none effect by your tradition. Ye hypocrites, well 
did Esaias prophesy of you, saying, "This people 
draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, and honoureth 
me with their lips ; but their heart is far from me. But 
in vain they do worship me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men." ' 

And He called the multitude, and said unto them, 
Hear, and understand : not that which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man ; but that which cometh out of the 
mouth, this defileth a man.' 

Then came his disciples, and said unto him, ' Knowest 
Thou that the Pharisees were offended, after they heard 
this saying 1 * But He answered and said, ' Every plant, 
which my heavenly Father hath not planted, shall be 
rooted up. Let them alone : they be blind leaders of 
the blind. And if the blind lead the blinds both shall 
fall into the ditch.' Then answered Peter and said unto 
him, 'Declare unto us this parable.' And Jesus said, 
Are ye also yet without understanding ? Do not ye yet 
understand, that whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into the belly, and is cast out into the draught f 
But those things which proceed out of the mouth come 
forth from the heart ; and they defile the man. For out 
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' of tlie heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, thefts, false 
' witness, blasphemies : these are the things which defile a 
' man : but to eat with unwashen hands defileth not a 
' man.' 

Then Jesus went thence, and departed into the coasts 
of Tyre and Sidon. And, behdid a woman of Canaan came 
out of the same coasts, and cried unto him, saying, < Have 

* mercy on me, O Loed, thou Son op David; my daughter 

* is grievously vexed with a devil/ But He answered her 
not a word. And his disciples came and besought him, 
saying, * Send her away ; for she crieth after us.' But 
He answered and said, ^ I am not sent but unto the lost 

* sheep of the house of Israel.' Then came she and wor- 
shipped him, saying, * Lord, help me!' But He answered 
and said, * It is not meet to take the children's bread, and 

* to cast it to dogs.' And she said, * Truth, Losd : yet 
' the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from their masters' 
' table.' Then Jesus answered and said unto her, ' O 
' woman, great is thy. faith : be it unto thee even as thou 
' wilt.' And her daughter was made whde from that very 
hour. 

And Jesus departed from thence, and came nigh unto 
the sea of Qalilee ; and went up into a mountain, and sat 
down there. And great multitudes came unto him, having 
with them those that were lame, blind, dumb, maimed, 
and many others, and cast them down at Jesus' feet ; and 
He healed them : insomuch that the multitude wondered, 
when they saw the dumb to speak, the maimed to be 
whole, the lame to walk, and the blind to see : and they 
glorififid the Qod of Israel. 

Then Jesus called his disciples unto him, and said, ' I 
' have compassion on the multitude^ because they continue 
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' with me now three days, and ha^e nothing to eat { and 
' I will not send them away fasting, lest they fednt in the 
' way.' And his disciples say nnto him, < Whence should 
' we have so much bread in the wilderness, as to fill so 
' great a multitude ? ' And Jesus saith unto them, ' How 
' many loaves have ye^ And they said, 'Seven, and a 
' few little fishes.' And Hb commanded the multitude to 
sit down on the ground. And He took the seven loaves 
and the fishes, and gave thanks, and brake them, and gave 
to his disciples, and the disciples to the multitude. And 
they did all eat, and were filled : and they took up of the 
iJtoken meat that was left seven baskets fulL And they 
that did eat were four thousand men, beside women and 
children. 

And He sent away the multitude, and took ship, and 
came into the coasts of Magdala. ^ 

The Pharisees also with the Sadducees came, and tempt- 
iug desired him that He would show them a sign ftom 
heaven. He answered and said unto them, <When it 
' is evening, ye say, " It will be fair weather : for the sky 
' is red." And in the morning, " It will be foul weather 
* to-day : for the sky is red and lowring." O ye hypocrites, 
' ye can discern the &ce of the sky; but can ye not discern 
' the signs of the times ) A wicked and adulterous genara- 
' tion seeketh after a sign ; and there shall no sign be 
' given unto it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas.' And 
He left them, and departed. 

And when his disciples were come to the other side, 

they had forgotten to take bread. Then Jesus said unto 

them, ' Take heed and beware of the leaven of the Pharisees 

' and of the Sadducees.' And they reasoned among them- 

selres, saying, ' It is because ^e \uk^^ ^s^ksa no bread.' 
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'WLicli when Jesus percei\"ed, Hio said unto them, ' yo 
' of little faitii, why reason ye among yourselves, becanao 
' ye have brought no bread! Do ye not yet undcrataDd, 
' neither remember the five lonves of the five thousand, 
' and how many baskets ye took up) Neither the seven 
' loaves of the four thousand, aud how many baskets yo 
' took np? Howiait that yedonot understand that I spake 
' it not to you concerning bread, that ye sliouW beware 
' of the leaven of the Pharisees and of the Sadducces ) ' 
Then understood they how that He bade them not beware 
of the leaven of bread, but of the doctrine of the Pharisees 
and of the Sadducees. 

When Jesds came into the coasts of Cfesarea Fhilippi, 
Hb asked his disciples, saying, ' Whom do men say that I 
' the Son or Man am ) ' And they said, ' Some say that 
' Thou art John the Baptist : some, Elias ; and others, 
' Jeremiaa, or one of the prophets.' He saith unto them, 
'But whom say ye that I amT And Simon Peter an- 
Kwered and said, ' Thou art the CnEiST, the Son of the 
'living God.' And Jesu3 answered and said unto him, 
' Blessed art thou, Simon Ear-jona : for flesh and blood 
' hatli not revealed it unto thee, but my Fatheb which is 
And I eny also unto thee, That thou art 
I this rock I will build my church ; and 
H of hell shaM uot prevail ngainst it. And I will 
a. k<^ of the kingdom of heaven : and 
'tiii bind on earth shall be bound in 
r thou shall loose on earth shall 
d Hb Ilia disciples that 
.s Jesus the Chbibt. 
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many things of the elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and 4>e raised again the third day. Then 
Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying, ^ Be it far 
^ from thee, Lobd : this shall not be nnto thee/ But He 
turned, and said imto Peter, ' Get thee behind me, Satan : 
' thou art an offence unto me : for thou savourest not the 
^ things that be of Ck)D, but those that be of men.' Then 
said Jesus unto his disciples, ' If any man will come after 
^ me, let him deily himself, and take up his cross, and 
^ follow me. For whosoever will save his life shaU lose 
^ it : and whosoever will lose his life for my sake shall find 
' it. For what is a man profited^ if he shall gain the whole 
^ world, and lose his own soul 1 or what shall a man give 
^ in exchange for his soul 1 For the Son of Man shall 
^ come in the glory of his Father with his angels ; and 
' then He shall reward every man according to his works. 

* Verily I say unto you, There be some standing here, 
' which shall not taste of death, till they see the Son of 
^ Man coming in lus kingdom.' 

And it came to pass, when the time was come that He 
should be received up, He stedfastly set his face to go to 
Jerusalem, and sent messengers before hii^ face : and they 
went, and entered into a village of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. And they did not receive him, because his 
face was as though He would go to Jerusalem. And when 
his disciples James and John saw this, they said, ' Lord, 

* wilt Thou that we command fire to come down from 

* heaven, and consume them, even as Elias did ? ' But He 
turned, and rebuked them, and said, * Ye know not what 

* manner of spirit ye are of. For the Son of Man is not 

* come to destroy men's lives, but to save them.' And 
tliejr went to another village* 
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And after six days Jbsus taketh Peter, James, and Jolm 
bis brother, and bringeth them up into an high mountain 
apart, and was transfigured before them : and his face did 
shine as the sun,%nd his raiment was white as the light. 
And, behold, there appeared unto them Moses and Ellas 
talking with him. Then answerea Peter, and said unto 
Jbsus, * Lobd, it is good for us to be here : if Thou wilt, 
' let us make here three tabernacles ; one for thee, and one 
^ for Moses, and one for Elias.' While he yet spake, 
behold, a bright cloud overshadowed them : and behold a 
voice out of the cloud, which said, 

• TiiiB l8 my iMloved BON, in wbom I am weU pleased; bear 

• yeiiim.' 

And when the disciples heard it, they fell on their face, 
and were sore afraid. And Jbsus came and touched them, 
and said, 'Arise, and be not a&aid.' And when they 
had lifted up their eyes, they saw no man, save Jbsus 
only. 

And as they came down from the mountain, Jbsus 
charged them, saying, 'Tell the vision to no man, until the 
' Son of Man be risen again from the dead.' And his 
disciples asked him, saying, 'Why then say the scribes 
' that Elias must first come ? ' And Jbsus answered and 
said unto them, ' Elias truly shall first come, and restore 
' all things. But I say unto you, That Elias is come 
' already, and they knew him not, but have done unto him 
' whatsoever they listed. Likewise shall also the Son of 
' Man suffer of them.' Then the disciples understood that 
Hb spake unto them of John the Baptist 

And when they were come to the multitude, there cam<a 
to him a certain man, kneeling down to \i\iCL, «xA ^asK^^i 
'Lord, 'have mercy on my son : £or Tie \a\\m'8AAR>^^^^^^^^

( 
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' vexed : for ofttiines he falleth into the fire, and oft into 
^ the water. And I brought him to thy disciples, and they 

* coold not cure him.' Then Jesus answered and said, ' O 

* faithless and perverse generation, how long shall I be 
' with yon ! how long shall I suffer yon ! bring him hither 
' to me/ And Jesus rebuked the devil ; and he departed 
^ ont of him: and the child was cured from that very hour. 
Then came the disciples to Jesus apart, and said, ' Why 
' could not we cast him out ) ' And Jesus said unto them, 
' Because of your unbelief : for verily I say unto you^ If 
^ ye have faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
' unto this mountain, ^' Remove hence to yonder place ; " 
' and it shall remove ; and nothing shall be impossible 

* unto you.* 

And while they abode in Qalilee, Jesus said unto them, 
' The Son of Man shall be betrayed into the hands of 
^ men : and they shall kill him, and the third day He shall 

* be raised again.' And they were exceeding sorry. 

And when they were come to Capernaum, they that 
received tribute money came to Peter, and said, * Doth not 

* your master pay tribute 1 ' He saith, * Yes.' And when 
he was come into the house, Jesus prevented him^ saying, 
' What thinkest thou, Simon ^ of whom do the kings of 
' the earth take custom or tribute 1 of their own children, 
' or of strangers ? ' Peter saith unto him, ' Of strangers.' 
Jesus saith unto him, ' Then are the children free. Kot- 
' withstanding, lest we should offend them, go thou to the 

* sea, and cast an hook, and take up the fish that first 
' Cometh up ; and when thou hast opehed his mouth, thou 
' shalt find a piece of money : that take, and give unto 
' them for me and thee.' 

At the same time came t"h.e ^c\?DVft^ \aiVi 'i^&Ti'^^^ajfvsis^ 
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' Who is the greatest in the kiugdom of heaven 1 ' And 
Jesus called a little child unto him, and set him in the 
midst of them, and said, ' Verily I saj unto you, Except 

* ye be converted, and become as little children, ye shall 
< not enter into the kingdom of heaven. Whosoever there- 
' fore shall humble himself as this little child, the same is 
' greatest in the kingdom of heaven. And whoso shall 
' receive one such little child in my name receiveth me. 
' But whoso shall offend one of these little ones which 
^ believe in me, it were better for him that a millstone 
' were hanged about his neck, and that he were drowned 
^ in the depth of the sea. 

* Woe unto the world because of offences ! for it must 
' needs be that offences come ; but woe to that man by 

* whom the offence cometh ! Wherefore if thy hand or 

* thy foot offend thee, cut them off, and cast them from 
' thee : it is better for thee to enter into life halt or 

* maimed, rather than having two hands or two feet to be 

* cast into everlasting fire. And if thine eye offend thee, 

* pluck it out, and cast it from thee : it is better for thee 
' to enter into life with one eye, rather than having two 

* eyes to be cast into hell fire. 

' Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones ; 
' for I say unto you. That in heaven their angels do always 

* behold the face of my Fatheb which is in heaven. For 
' the Son op 'Man is come to save that which was lost. 

* How think ye 1 if a man have an hundred sheep, and 

* one of them be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety • 
' and nine, and goeth into the mountains, and seeketh that 

* which is gone astray 1 And if so be that li^ fai<i\^,^^T!L\:^ 
^I 8Bjr unto jrou, he rejoiceth more olftv'a.t^^^'^^'^^^ek.^^^. 
^e ninety and nine which went ivot »a\?caj* '^^'KtL^^*'^ 
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is not the will of your Father which is in heaven, that 
one of these little ones should perisk 

' Moreover if thy brother shall trespass against thee, go 
and tell him his fault between thee and him alone : if he 
shall hear thee, thou hast gained thy brother. But if he 
will not hear thee, then take with thee one or two more, 
that in the mouth of two or three witnesses every word 
may be established. And if he shall neglect to hear 
them, tell it unto the church : but if he neglect to hear 
the church, let him be unto thee as an heathen man and 
a publican. * 

' Verily I say unto you. Whatsoever ye shall bind -on 
earth shall be bound in heaven : and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. Again I say 
unto you, That if two of you shall agree on earth, as 
touching any thing that they shall ask, it .shall be done 
for them of my Father which is in heaven. For where 
two or three are gathered together in my name, there am 
I in the midst of them.* 

Then came Peter to him, and' said, ^ Lord, how oft shall 
my brother sin against me, and I forgive him ? till seven 
times ? ' Jesus saith unto him, ' I say not unto thee, 
Until seven times : but, Until seventy times seven. 
Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a 
certain king, which would take account of his servants. 
And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto 
him, which owed him ten thousand talents. But foras- 
much as he had not to pay, his Iprd commanded him to 
be sold, and his wife, and children, and all that he had, 
^and payment to be made. The servant therefore fell 
' do WD, and worshipped him, sa^mg^^ *^\rfix\^\k3CT^^"«S&ffiW» 
' with me, and I will pay thee »iV' Tasa^^si^Vst^^l Khss^ 
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servant was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt. But the same servant went out, 
and found one of his fellow-servants, which owed him 
an hundred pence : and he laid hands on him, and took 
him by the throat, saying, " Pay me that thou owest/* 
And his fellow-servant fell down at his feet, and besought 
him, saying, "Have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee alL" And he would not : but went and cast him 
into prison, till he should pay the debt. So when his 
fellow-servants saw what was done, they were very sorry, 
and came and told unto their lord all that was done. 
Then his lord, after that he had called him, said unto 
him, " O thou wicked servant, I iorgave thee all that 
debt, because thou desiredst me : shouldest not thou also 
have had compassion on thy fellow-servant, even as I had 
pity on thee ) " And his lord was wtoth, and delivereth 
him to the tormentors, till he should pay all that was 
due unto him. So likewise shall my heavenly Father 
do also unto you, if ye from your hearts forgive not 
every one his brother their trespasses.' 
And it came to pass, that when Jesus had finished 

these sayings. He departed from Qalilee, ancTcame into 

the coasts of Judaea beyond Jordan ; and great multitudes 

followed him ; and He healed them there. 
The Pharisees also came unto him, tempting him, and 

saying unto him, ' Is it lawful for a man to put away his 

* wife for every cause ] ' And He answered and said unto 
them, ' Have ye not read, that? He which made them at 
' the beginning made them male and female, and said, 
' '^ For this cause shall a man leave father and mother, 

* and shall cleave to bia wife : and they tvraia ^;iJ^\i^ ^^^ 
'Eesb?" Wherefore they are no more Vw^vci, "W^ ^tcl^ 
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* flesh. What therefore God hath joined together, let not 

* man put asunder.' 

Then were there brought unto him little children, that 
He should put his hands on them, and pray : and 
the disciples rebuked them. But Jesus said, 'Suffer 

* little children, and forbid them not, to come unto me : for 

* of such is the kingdom of heaven.' And He laid his 
hands on them, and departed thence. 

And, behold, one came and said unto him, ' Qood 
' Master, what good thing shall I do, that I may have 
' eternal life 1 ' And He said unto him, * Why callest thou 

* me good ? there is none good but one, that is, Gk)D : but 

* if thou wilt enter into life, keep the commandments.' 
He saith unto him, * Which ? ' Jesus said — 

* Thou Shalt do no murder, Thou shalt not commit adultery, 

* Thou Shalt not steal, Thou shalt not hear false witness, 

* Honour thy father and thy mother : and ' Thou shalt love 

* thy neighhour as thyself.' 

The young man saith unto him, ' All these things have I 

* kept from my youth up : what lack I yet 1 ' Jesus said 
unto him, ' If thou wilt be perfect, go and sell that thou 
' hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
' in heaven : and come and follow me.' But when the 
young man heard that saying, he went away sorrowful : 
for he had great possessions. 

Then said Jesus unto his disciples, * Verily I say unto 
' you, That a rich man shall hardly enter into the king- 
' dom of heaven. And again I say unto you, It is easier 
' for a camel to go through the eye of a needle, than for a 
' rich man to enter into the kingdom of Gk)D.' When his 
disciples heard it, they were exceedingly amazed, saying, 

* Who then can be saved ? ' But Jesus beheld them, and 
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said unto them, ' With men this is impossible ; but with 

' God all things are possible.' 
Then answered Peter and said unto him, ^ Behold, we 
have forsaken all, and followed thee ; what shall we 
have therefore 1 * And Jesus said unto them, ' Verily 
I say unto you, That ye which have followed me, in the 
regeneration when the Son of Man shall sit in the 
throne of his glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging- the twelve tribes of IsraeL And every one that 
hath forsaken' houses, or brethren, or sisters, or father, 
or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for my name's 
sake, shall receive an hundredfold, and shall inherit ever- 
lasting life. But many that are first shall be last ; and 
the last shall be first. For the kingdom of heaven is 
like imto a man that is an householder, which went out 
early in the morning to hire labourers into his vineyard. 
And when he had agreed with the labourers for a penny 
a day, he sent them into his vineyard. And he went 
out about the third hour, and saw others standing idle in 
the market-place, and said unto them, '^ Go ye also into 
the vineyard, and whatsoever is right I wiU give you." 
And they went their way. Again he went out about the 
sixth and ninth hour, and did likewise. And about the 
eleventh hour he went out, and found others standing 
idle, and saith unto them, " Why stand ye here all the 
day idle 1 " They say unto him, " Because no man hath 
hired us." He saith unto them, " Go ye also into the 
vineyard ; and whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive." 
So when even was come, the lord of the vineyard saith 
unto his steward, ''Call the labourers, and give them 
their hire, beginning from the last unto the first.'' And 
when they came that were hired about the eleventh hour.

' they received every man a penny. But when the first 

* came they supposed that they should have received more ; 

* and they likewise received every man a penny. And 
' when they had received it^ they murmured against the 
' goodman of the house, saying, ''These last have wrought 
^ but one hour, and thou hast made them equal unto us, 
' which have borne the burden and heat of the day." But 

* he answered one of them, and said, '' Friend, I do thee no 
' wrong : didst not thou agree with me for a penny ? Take 
' that ihine is, and go thy way : I will give unto this last, 
' even as xmto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what 
' I will with mine own 1 Is thine eye evil, because I am 
' good ?" So the last shall be first, and the first last : for 
' many be called, but few chosen.' 

And Jesus going up to Jerusalem took the twelve 
disciples apart in the way, and said unto them, ' Behold 
' we go up to Jerusalem ; and the Son of Man shall be 
' betrayed unto the chief priests and unto the scribes, and 
' they shall condemn him to death, and shall deliver him to 
' the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, and to crucify him : 
' and the third day He shall rise again.' 

Then came to him the mother of Zebedee's children 
with her sons, worshipping him, and desiring a certain 
thing of him. And He said unto her, ' What wilt 
thou ? ' She saith unto him, ' Grant that these my two 
' sons may sit, the one on thy right band, and the other on 
' the left, in thy kingdom.' But Jesus answered and said, 
' Ye know not what ye asL Are ye able to drink of the 
' cup that I shall drink of, and to be baptized with the 
' baptism that I am baptized with 1 ' They say unto him, 
' We are able.' And He saith unto them, ' Ye shall 
' drink indeed of my cup, and be baptized with the 
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*• baptism that I am baptized with : but to sit on my 
' right hand^ and on my left, is not mine to give, but it 
' shall be given to them for whom it is prepared of my 

* Father.* 

And when the ten heard it, they were moved with in- 
dignation against the two brethren. But Jesus called 
them unto him, and said, ^ Ye know that the princes of 
' the Gentiles exercise dominion over them, and they that 
' are great exercise authority upon them. But it shall 
' not be so among you : but whosoever will be great 

* among you, let him be your minister ; and whosoever 
^ will be chief among you, let him be your servant : even 
^ as the Son of Man came not to be ministered unto, but 
^ to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many.' 

And as they departed from Jericho, a great multitude 
followed him. And, behold, two blind men sitting by the 
way sidci when they heard that Jesus passed by, cried 
out, saying, *Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou Son op 
*' David ! ' And the multitude rebuked them, because 
they should hold their peace: but they cried the more, 
saying, *Have mercy on us, Lord, thou Son op David ! ' 
And Jesus stood still, and called them, and said, ^ What 

* will ye that I shall do unto you % ' They say unto him, 
^ Lord, that our eyes may be opened.' So Jesus had 
compassion on them, and touched their eyes: and im- 
mediately their eyes received sight, and they followed 
him. 

And when thoy drew nigh unto Jerusalem, and were 
come to Bethphage, unto the mount of Olives, then sent 
Jesus t^^o disciples, saying unjbo them, ' Oo into the 
^ village over against you, and straightway ye shall find 
' an ass tied, and a colt with her : loose them, and bring 
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* them unto me. And if any man say aught unto you, ye 

* shall say, " The Lord hath need of them ; " and straight- 
^ way he will send them.' (All this was done, that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, 
saying, * Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Behold, thy King 
^ cometh unto thee, meek, and sitting upon an ass, and a 
' colt the foal of an ass.') And the disciples went, and 
did as Jesus commanded them, and brought the ass, and 
the colt, and put on them their clothes, and they set him 
thereon. And a very great multitude spread their gar- 
ments in the way; others cut down branches from the 
trees, and strewed them in the way. And the multitudes 
that went before, and that followed, cried,^ saying, *Ho- 
' sanna to the Son of David ! Blessed is he that cometh 
^ in the name of the Lobd ! Hosanna in the highest ! ' 

And when He was come into Jerusalem, all the city was 
moved, saying, * Who is this 1 ' And the multitude said, 
' This is Jesus the prophet of Nazareth of Galilee.' 

And Jesus went into the temple of Qod, and cast out 
all them that sold and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the money-changers, and the seats of 
them that sold doves, and said unto them, ' It is written, 

* " My house shall be called the house of prayer ; but ye 
' have made it a den of thieves." ' And the blind and the 
lame came to him in the temple ; and He healed them. 
And when the chief priests and scribes saw the wonderful 
things that He did, and the children crying in the temple, 
and saying, ' Hosanna to the Son op David ; ' they were 
sore displeased, and said unto him, ' Hearest thou what 

* these say % ' And Smt^ saith unto them, * Yea ; have 
' ye never read, '^ Out of the mouths of babes and sack- 

* lings Thou hast perfected praise 1 " ' And Hs left theiD; 
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and went out of the city into Bethany ; and He lodged 
there. 

Now in the morning as He returned into the city, He 
hungered. And when He saw a fig-tree in the way, He 
came to it, and found nothing thereon, but leaves only, 
and said unto it, ' Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward 
for ever.' And presently the fig-tree withered away. 
And when the disciples saw it, they marvelled, saying, 

* How soon is the fig-tree withered away ! ' Jesus 
answered and said unto them, ' Verily I say unto you. If 
' ye have faith, and doubt not, ye shall not only do this 

* which is done to the fig-tree, but also if ye shall say unto 
' this mountain, '^ Be thou removed, and be thou cast into 
^ the sea ; " it shall be done. And all things, whatsoever 
' ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive/ 

And when He was come into the temple, the chief 
priests and the elders of the people came unto him as He 
was teaching, and said, ^ By what authority doest thou 
' these things ? and who gave thee this authority 1 * And 
Jesus answered and said unto them, ' I also will ask you 

* one thing, which if ye tell me, I in like wise will tell 

* you by what authority I do these things. The baptism 

* of John, whence was it ? from heaven, or of men ? ' And 
they reasoned with themselves, saying, *If we shall say, 

* " From heaven ; " He will say unto us, " Why did ye 

* not then believe him ? " But if we shall say, " Of men;" 

* we fear the people ; for all hold John as a prophet.' 
And they answered Jesus, and said, *We cannot telL' 
And He said unto them, 'Neither tell I you by what 
' authority I do these things. 

* But what think ye ? A certain ma."!! \ia»'&L \w^ ^iRKi&\ 
^and be came to the first, and said, *' Son, gp ^o^Xfv^ssjj 
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in my vineyard." He answered and said, " I will not : *' 
but afterward he repented, and went. And he came to 
the second, and said likewise. And he answered and 
said, "I go, sir:" and went not. Whether of them 
twain did the wiU of his father ? ' They say unto him, 
The first.' Jesus saith unto them, * Verfly I say unto 
you, That the publicans and the harlots go into the idng- 
dom of God before you. For John came unto you in 
the way of righteousness, and ye believed him not ; but 
the publicans and the harlots believed him: and ye, 
when ye had seen it, repented not afterward, that ye 
might believe him. 

*Hear another parable: There was a ciertain house- 
holder, which planted a vineyard, and hedged it round 
about, and digged a winepress in it, and built a tower, 
and let it out to husbandmen, and went into a far 
country : and when the time of the fruit drew near, he 
sent Ms servants to the husbandmen, that they might 
receive the fruits of it. And the husbandmen took his 
servants, and beat one, and killed another, and stoned 
another. Again, he sent other servants more than the 
first : and they did unto them likewise. But last of all 
he sent imto them his son, saying, They will reverence 
my son. But when the husbandmen saw the son, they 
said among themselves, " This is the heir ; coDae, let us 
kill him, and let us seize on his inheritance." And they 
caught him, and cast him out of the vineyard, and dew 
him. When the lord therefore of the vineyard cometU^ 
what will he do unto those husbandmen 1' They say 
unto him, * He will miserably destroy those Tldeked men, 
* and will let out his vineyard unto other husbaztdmen, 
ilcb ahaU render him the fruits in their seasons/ 
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Jesus saith unto them, 'Did ye never read in the 
' Scriptures, ^^The stone which the builders rejected^ the 
' same is become the head of the comer : this is the 

* Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes ? " There- 
' fore say I unto you. The kingdom of Qod shall be taken 
' from you, and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
' thereof. And whosoever shall £el11 on this stone shall be 
' broken ; but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind 
' Inm to powder.' 

And when the chief priests and Pharisees had heard 
his parables, they perceived that He spake of them. But 
when they sought to lay hands on him, they feared the 
multitude, because they took him for a prophet. 

And Jesus answered and spake unto them again by 
parables, and said, ' The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
' certain king, which made a marriage for his son, and sent 
' forth his servants to call them that were bidden to the 
' wedding : and they would not come. Again, he sent forth 
' other servants, saying, '^ Tell them which are bidden, Be- 

* hold, I have prepared my dinner : my oxen and my f at- 
< lings are killed, and all things are ready : come unto the 

* marriage." But they made light of it, and went their 
' ways, one to his farm, another to his merchandize : and 
' the remnant took his servants, and entreated them spite- 
' fully, and slew them. But when the king heard there- 
' of, he was wroth : and he sent forth his armies, and 
' destroyed those murderers, and burned up their city. 
' Then saith he to his servants, '^ The wedding is ready, 

* but they which were bidden were not worthy. Go ye 
' therefore into the highways, and as many as ye shall 

* find, bid to the marriage." So those servants went out 
' into the highways, and gathered together all as many as 
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' they found, both bad and good : and the wedding was 
' furnished with guests. And when the king came in to 
' see the guests, he saw there a man which had not on a 
' wedding garment : and he saith unto him, " Friend, how 
' earnest thou in hither not having a wedding garment?" 
' And he was speechless. Then said the king .to the 
' servants, " Bind him hand and foot, and take him away, 
' and cast him into outer darkness ; there shall be weeping 
' and gnashing of teeth.'' For many are called, but few 
' are chosen.' 

Then went the Pharisees, and took counsel how they 
might entangle him in his talk. And they sent out unito 
him their disciples with the Herodians, saying, ' Master, we 

* know that thou art true, and teachest the way of God in 
' truth, neither carest thou for any man : for thou regard^ 

* not the person of men. Tell us therefore. What thinkest 

* thou? Is it lawful to give tribute unto Caesar, w not?' 
But Jesus perceived their wickedness, and said, *Why 

* tempt ye me, ye hypocrites ? Show me the tribute money.' 
And they brought unto him a penny. And He saith 
unto them, 'Whose is this image and superscription ? ' They 
say unto him, ' Caesar's.' Then saith He unto them, 

* Bender therefore unto Cassar the things which are 
' Caesar's ; and unto God the things that are Qon's.' 
When they had heard these words, they marvelled, and 
left him, and went their way. 

The same day came to him the Sadducees, which saj 
that there is no resurrection, and asked him, sayings 
' Master, Moses said, '' If a man die, having no children, his 
' brother shall marry his wife, and raise up seed unto his 

* brother." Now there were with us seven brethren : and 

* the £r8t, when he had mairied a wife, deoeasedi andj 
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t having no issue, left hia wife unto his brother : likewise 
i the second also, and the third, unto the seventh. And 
t last of aU *^® woman died also. Therefore in the resur- 
( rection whose wife shall she be of the seven ? for they 
' all lia<i her.' Jesus answered and said unto them, * Ye 
do err, not knowing the Scriptures, nor the power of 
QoT>. ^^^ ^ *^® resurrection they neither marry, nor are 
mven in marriage, but are as the angels of God in 
heaven. But as touching the resurrection of the dead, 
have yo not read that which was spoken unto you by 
nov saying? **I am the God of Abraham, and the God 
^f Isaac and the God of Jacob 1 '* God is not the God of 
kha dead bnt of the living.' And when the multitude

■R t when the Pharisees had heard that He had put the

And when Jbsus saw tliat he answered discreetly^ He 
said unto him, * Thou art not far from the kingdom of 
' God.' And no man after that durst ask >iini any 
question. 

While the Pharisees were gathered together, Jesus asked 
them, saying, * What think ye of Christ ? whose son is 
' he ] ' They say unto him, ' The son of David.' He saith 
unto them, 'How then doth David in spirit call him 
' LoBD, saying, " The Lord saith unto my Lobd^ Sit thon 
' on my right hand, till I make thine enemies thy foot- 
' stool] " If David then called him Lord, how is He his 
' son ? ' And no man was able to answer him a word, 
neither durst any man from that day forth ^k him any 
more questions. 

Then spake Jesus to the multitude, and to his dis- 
ciples, saying, ' The scribes and the Pharisees sit iu Moses' 

* seat : all therefore whatsoever they bid you observe, that 
' observe and do ; but do not ye after their works : for 
' they say, and do not. For they bind heavy burdens {md 
^ grievous to be borne, and lay them on men's shoulders ; 

* but they themselves will not move them with one of their 
' fingers. But all their works they do for to be seen of 

* men : they make broad their phylacteries, and enlarge 
' the borders of their garments/ and love the uppermost 
' rooms at feasts, and the chief seats in the synagogues, 
' and greetings in the markets, and to be called of men, 

* " Rabbi, RabbL" But be not je called Rabbi : for one is 
' your master, even Christ ; and all ye are brethren. 
' And call no man your father upon the earth : for one is 
' your Father, which is in heaven. Neither be^ye called 
^masters ; for one is your Master, even Christ. But he 
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' that is greatest among you shall be your servant. And 
' whosoever shall exalt himself shall be abased ; and he 
' that shall humble himself shall be exalted. 

^ But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! 
' for ye shut up the kingdom of heaven against men : for 
' ye neither go in yourselves, neither suffer ye them that 

* are entering to go in. Woe imto you, scribes and Phari- 

* sees, hypocrites ! for ye devour widows' houses, and for a 
' pretence make long prayer : therefore ye shall receive the 
' greater damnation. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
' hypocrites ! for ye compass sea and land to make one 
' proselyte, and when he is made, ye mskke him twofold 

* more the child of hell than yourselves. Woe unto you, 

* ye blind guides, which say, " Whosoever shall swear by 

* the temple, it is nothing ; but whosoever shall swear by 
' the gold of the temple, he is a debtor ! " Ye fools and 
' blind : for whether is greater, the gold, or the temple that 
' sanctifieth the gold 1 And, " Whosoever shall swear by 
' the altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever sweareth by the 
' gift that is upon it, he is guilty." Ye fools and blind : 
' for whether is greater, the gift, or the altar that sane- 

* tifieth the gift 1 Whoso therefore shall swear by the 
' altar, sweareth by it, and by all things thereon. And 

* whoso shall swear by the temple, sweareth by it, and by 

* him that dwelleth therein. And he that shall swear by 
' heaven, sweareth by the throne of Qod, and by him that 
' sitteth thereon. 

' Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites I 
' for ye pay tithe of mint and anise and cummin, and 
' have omitted the weightier matters of the law, judgment, 

* mercy, and faith : these ought ye to have done, and not to 

' leave the other undone. Ye blind guides, which strain 
III. IS. 
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at a gnat, and swallow a camel. Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye make clean the out- 
side of the cup and of the platter, but within &ey*are 
full of extortion and excess. Thou blind Pharisee, <ileans^ 
first that which is within the cup and platter, that the 
outside of them may be clean also. 
* Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for 
ye are like unto whited sepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but are within fall of dead men's 
bones, and of all uncleanness. Even so ye also out- 
wardly appear righteous unto men, but within .ye 
are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! because ye build the 
tombs of the prophets, and garnish the septdchres of the 
righteous, and say, " If we had been in the days of our 
fathers, we would not have been partakers with them in 
the blood of the prophets." Wherefore ye be witnesses 
unto yourselves, that ye are the children of them which 
killed the prophets. Fill ye up then the measure of 
your fathers. Ye serpents, ye generation of yipers, how 
can ye escape the damnation of hell? Wherefore, be- 
hold, I send unto you prophets, and wise men, and scribes : 
and some of them ye shaU kill and crucify ; and some of 
them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, and persecute 
them from city to city : that upon you may come all the 
righteous blood shed upon the earth, from the blood of 
righteous Abel unto the blood of Zacharias son of 
Barachias, whom ye slew between the temple and the 
altar." Verily I say unto you, All these things shall 
come upon this generation. Jerusalem, JeruBalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, and stonest them which 
are sent unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy 
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'children together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens 

* under her wings, and ye would not ! Behold, your house 
' is left unto you desolate. For I say unto you, Ye shall 
' not see me henceforth, till ye shall say, '^ Blessed is he 
' that cometh in the name of the Lord.'' ' 

And Jesus went out, and departed from the temple : 
and his disciples came to hiin for to show him the build- 
ings of the temple. And Jesus said unto them, * See ye 

* not all these things 1 verily I say unto you, There shall 
' not be left here one stone upon another, that shall not be 

* thrown down.' 

And Jesus sat over against the treasury, and beheld how 
the people cast money into the treasury : and many that 
were rich cast in much. And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she threw in two mites, which make a farthing. 
And He called unto him his disciples, and saith unto 
them, * Verily I say unto you, That this poor widow hath 
' cast more in, than all they which have cast into the 
' treasury : for all they did cast in of their abundance ; 
' but she of her want did cast in all that she had, even all 

* her living.* 

And as He sat upon the mount of Olives, the disciples 
came unto him privately, saying, ' Tell us, when shall 
' these things be ? and what shall be the sign of thy 

* coming, and of the end of the world 1 ' And Jesus 
answered and said unto them, ' Take heed that no man 

* deceive you. For many shall come in my name, saying, 

* " I am Christ ; " and shall deceive many. And ye shall 

* hear of wars and rumours of wars : see that ye be not 
' troubled j for all these things must come to pass, but the 
' end is not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and 
< kingdom against kingdom : and there &hsiLL be &axiULQi&^ 
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and pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers places. . 
these are the beginning of sorrows. Then shall tl 
deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall kill you : a 
ye shall be hated of all nations for my name's sa 
And then shall many be offended, and shall betray ( 
another, and shall hate one another. And many fa 
prophets shall rise, and shall deceive many. And 1 
cause iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall ^ 
cold. But he that shall endure unto the end, the sa 
shall be saved. And this gospel of the kingdom ^hall 
preached in all the world for a witness unto all natioi 
and then shall the end come. 

' When ye therefore shall see the abomination of de 
lation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet, stand in 1 
holy place, (whoso readeth, let him understand :) tL 
let them which be in Judaea flee into the mountains : 
him which is on the housetop not come down to ta 
anything out of his house : neither let him which is 
the field return back to take his clothes. But pray 
that your flight be not in the winter, neither on 1 
Sabbath-day : for then shall be great tribulation, su 
as was not since the beginning of the world to this tin 
no, nor ever shall be. And except those days shall 
shoctened, there should no flesh be saved : but for t 
elect's sake those days shall be shortened. Then if a 
man shall say unto you, " Lo, here is Christ," or " There 
believe it not. For there shall arise false Christs, a 
false prophets, and shall show great signs and' wondei 
insomuch that, if it were possible, they shall deceive t 
very elect. Behold, I have told you before. Wherefc 
if tiiey shall say unto you, *' Behold, H]& is in the desert 
'go not forth : " Behold, He is in the secret chambers 
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believe it not. For as the lightning cometh out of the 
east, and shineth even unto the west ; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of Man be. For wheresoever the 
carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered together. 

* Immediately after the tribulation of those days shall 
the sun be darkened, and the moon shall not give her 
light, and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers 
of the heavens shall be shaken : and then shall appear 
the sign of the Son of Man in heaven : and then shall 
idl the tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory. And He shall send his angels with a 
great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together 
his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to 
the other. 

* Now learn a parable of the fig-tree : When his branch 
is yet tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
summer is nigh : so likewise ye, when ye shaU see all 
these things, know that it is near, even at the doors. 
Verily I say unto you. This generation shall not pass, till 
all these things be fulfilled. Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass away. 

^ But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not 
the angels of heaven, but my Father only. But as the 
days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of the Son of 
Man be. For as in the days that were before the flood 
they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe entered into the ark, 
and knew not until the flood came, and took them all 
away ; so shall also the coming of the Son of Man be. 
Then shall two be in the field ; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left. Two women shall be grinding 
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*at \Sie TirfiT; ti^ aie ^aH be takeo, and tbe other

leady : for in sacli an boor as ye tidnk not the Son of 
Mas cometh.

wiiom hia lord hath made mlor otot his honsehdidy to 
gire them meat in doe season I TUflRsed is that servant, 
whom his l<Hd when he cometii shaU find so doing. 
YeiiLy I sa^ nnto you. That he shall make him mler oyer 
an his good^ Bat and if that evil servant shaU say in 
his heart, '^ My lord delayeth hk coming;" and shall 
begin to smite his f eUow-servantSy and to eat and drink 
with the drunken ; the lord of that servant shall come 
in a day when he looketh not for him, and in an hour 
that he is not aware of, and shall cot him asunder, and 
appoint him his portion with the hypocrites : there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
' Then shall- the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten 
virgins, which took their lamps, and went forth to meet 
tbe bridegroom. And five of them were wise, and five 
were foolish. They that were foolish took thdr lamps, 
and took no oil with them : but the wise took oil in their 
vessels with their lamps. While the bridegroom tarried, 
they all slumbered and slept. And at midnight there 
was a cry made, "Behold, the bridegroom cometii ; go ye 
out to meet him." Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. And the foolish said unto the 
wise, " Give us of your oil ; for our lamps are goiie oui" 
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But the wise answered, saying, ^* Not so ; lest there be 
not enough for ns and you : but go ye rather to them 
that seD, and buy for yourselves." And while they went 
to buy, the bridegroom came ; and they that were ready 
went in with him to the marriage : and the door was 
shut. Afterward came also the other virgins, saying, 
" Lord, lord, open to us." But he answered and said, 
" Verily I say unto you, I know you not." Watch there- 
fore, for ye know neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of Man cometh. 

' For the kingdom of heaven is as a man travelling into 
a far country, who called his own servants, and delivered 
unto them his goods. And unto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one; to every man 
according to his several ability ; and straightway took 
his journey. Then he that had received the five talents 
went and traded with the same, and made them other 
five talents. And likewise he that had received two, he 
also gained other two. But he that had received one 
went and digged in the earth, and hid his lord's money. 
After a long time the lord of those servants cometh, and 
reckoneth with them. And so he that had received five 
talents came and brought other five talents, saying, 
" Lord, thou deliveredst unto me five talents : behold, I 
have gained beside them five talents more. His lord 
said unto him, '' Well done, thou good itnd faithful 
servant : thou hast been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things : enter thou into the 
joy of thy lord." He also that had received two talents 
came and said, ''Lord, thou deliveredst unto me two 
talents : behold, I have gained two other talents beside 
them.'' His lord said unto him, '' Well done, good daai0 
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faithfol servant : thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over many things : enter 
thou into the joy of thy lord." Then he which had 
received the one talent came and said^ '^ Lord, I knew 
thee that thou art an hard man, reaping where thou hast 
not sown, and gathering where thou hast not strawed : 
and I was afraid, and went a'nd hid thy talent in the 
earth: lo, there thou hast that is thine.'' His lord 
answered and said unto him, '^ Thou wicked and slothful 
servant, thou knewest that I reap where I sowed not, 
and gather where I have not strawed: thou oughtest 
therefore to have put my money to the exchangers, and 
then at my coming I should have received mine own 
with usury. Take therefore the talent from/ him, and 
give it unto him which hath ten talents. For unto every 
one that hath shall be given, and he shall have abund- 
ance : but from him that hath not shall be taken away 
even that which he hath. And cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness : there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth." 

' When the Son op Man shall come in his glory, and 
all the holy angels with him, then shall He sit upon the 
throne of his glory : and before him shall be gathered all 
nations : and He shall separate them one from another, 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats : and 
He shall set the sheep on his right hand, but the goats 
on the left. 

* Then shall the King say unto them on his right hand, 
" Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of the world : for 
I was an hungered, and ye gave me meat : I was thirsty, 
' and ye gave me drink ; 1 ^aa ^ ^\xwx\t^«t^ ^cA -^e took

me in : naked, and ye clothed me : I was sick, and ye 
visited me : I was in prison, and ye came unto me." 
Then shall the righteous answer him, saying, '*Lord, 
when saw we thee an hungered, and fed thee 1 or thirsty, 
and gave thee drink ? When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in ? or naked, and clothed thee ? Or when 
saw we thee sick, or in prison, and came unto thee ? ** 
And the King shall answer and say unto them, " Verily 
I say unto you. Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me. 

^ Then shall He say also unto them on the left hand, 
" Depart 6om me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels : for I was an hun- 
gered, and ye gave me no meat : I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me no' drink : I was a stranger, and ye took me not 
in : naked, and ye clothed me not : sick, and in prison, 
and ye visited me not." Then shall they also answer 
him, saying, " Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, or 
athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, and 
did not minister unto theei" Then shall Hb answer 
them, saying, " Verily I say unto you. Inasmuch as ye 
did it not to one of the least of these, ye did it not to 
me.'' And these shall go away into everlasting punish- 
ment : but the righteous into life eternal.' 

And He said unto them, ' Which of you shall have a 
friend, and shall go unto him at midnight, and say unto 
him, " Friend, lend me three loaves; for a friend of mine 
in his journey is come to me, and I have nothing to set 
before him?" And he from within shall answer and 
say, " Trouble me not : the door is now shut, and my 
children are with me in bed j I cannot risei and gbm 
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thee." I say unto you, Though he will not rise and give 
him, because he is his friend, yet because of his impor- 
tunity he wiU rise and give him as many as he needeth. 
And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you ; 
seek, and ye shall find ; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you. For every one that asketh receiveth j and he 
that seeketh findeth ; and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened. 

' If a son shall ask bread of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone ? or if he ask a fish, will he for 
a fish give him a serpent ? or if he shall ask an egg, will 
he offer him a scorpion 1 If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your children : how much 
more shall your heavenly Fatheb give the Holy Spibit 
to them that ask him 1 ' 

And one of the company said unto him, ' Master, speak 
to my brother, that he divide the inheritance with me.' 
And He said unto him, ^ Man, who made me a judge or a 
divider over you?' And He said unto them, 'Take 
heed, and beware of covetousness : for a man's life 
consisteth not in the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth.' 

And He spake a parable unto them, saying, 'The 
ground of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully : 
and he thought within himself, saying, " "Wliat shall I 
do, because I have no room where to bestow my fruits?*' 
And he said, " This will I do : I will pull down my 
bams, and build greater ; and there will I bestow aU my 
fruits and my goods. And I will say to my soul, Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry." But God said 
uato Mm, ''Thou fool, this night thy soul shall be 
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required of thee : then whose shall those things be which 
thou hast provided V* 80 is he that layeth up treasure 
for himself, and is not rich toward God.' 
He spake also this parable : ' A certain man had a fig- 
tree planted in his vineyard ; and he came and sought 
fruit thereon, and found none. Then said he unto the 
dresser of his vineyard, "Behold, these three years I 
come seeking fruit on this fig-tree, and find none : cut it 
down; why cumbereth it the ground ? " And he answer- 
ing said omto him, " Lord, let it alone this year also, 
till I shall dig about it, and dung it : and if it bear 
fruit, well : and if not, then after that thou shalt cut it 
down." 

' Which of you, intending to build a tower, sitteth not 
down first, and counteth the cost, whether he have suf- 
ficient to finish it 1 Lest haply, after he hath laid the 
foundation, and is not able to finish it, all that behold it 
begin to mock him, saying, " This man began to build, 
and was not able to finisL'' Or what king, going to 
make war against another king, sitteth not down first, 
and consulteth whether he be able with ten thousand to 
meet him that cometh against him with twenty thou- 
sand ? Or else, while the other is yet a great way off, 
he sendeth an ambassage, and desireth conditions of 
peace. So likewise, whosoever he be of you that for- 
saketh not all that he hath, he cannot be my disciple.' 
And He put forth a parable to those which were bidden 
to a feast, when He marked how they chose out the chief 
rooms ; saying unto them, ' When thou art bidden of any 
' man to a wedding, sit not down in the highest room ; lest 
^ a more honourable man than thou be bidden of him ; and 
^ he that bade thee and him come and say to thee, " Qive 
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this man place ; " and thou begin with shame to take the 
lowest room. But when thon art bidden^ go and sit 
down in the lowest room ; that when he that bade thee 
cometh, he may say unto thee, " Friend, go up higher :." 
then shalt thou have worship in the presence of them 
that sit at meat with thee. For whosoever exalteth 
himself shall be abased ; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted.' 

Then said He also to him that bade him, * When thou 
makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy friends, nor 
thy brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor thy rich neigh- 
bours ; lest they also bid thee again, and a recompense 
be made thee. But when thou makest a feast, call the 
poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind : and thou shalt 
be blessed ; for they cannot recompense thee : for thou 
shalt be recompensed at the resurrection of the just.' 

And He said, ' A certain man had two sons ; and the 
younger of them said to his father, *' Father, give me 
the portion of goods that f alleth to me : '' and he divided 
unto them his living. And not many days after, the 
younger son gathered all together, and took his journey 
into a far country, and there wasted his substance with 
riotous living. And when he had spent all, there arose 
a mighty famine in that land, and he began to be in 
want. And he went and joined himself to a citizen of 
that country; and he sent him into his fields to feed 
swine. And he would fain have filled his belly with the 
husks that the swine did eat ; and no man gave imto 
him. And when he came to himself, he said^ ''How 
many hired servants of Hiy father's have bread enough 
and to spftre, and I perish with hunger 1^ I will Arise, 
and ^0 to my father; and will say unto him^ Father^ I have 
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sinned against heaven, and before thee, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son : make me as one of thy 
hired servants." And he arose, and came to his father. 
Bat when he was yet a great way off, his father saw 
him^ and had compassion, and ran, and fell on his neck, 
and kissed him. And the son said unto him, '^ Father, 
I have sinned against Heaven, and in thy sight, and am 
no more worthy to be called thy son." But the father 
said to his servants, *' Bring forth the best robe, and put 
it on him ; and put a ring on his hand, and shoes on his 
feet : and bring hither the fatted calf, and kill it ; and 
let ns eat, and be merry : for this my son was dead, and 
is alive again ; he was lost, and is found." And they 
began to be merry. Now his elder son was in the field : 
and as he came and drew nigh to the house, he heard 
music and dancing. And he called one of the servants, 
and asked what these things meant. And he said unto 
him, *' Thy brother is come ; and thy father hath killed 
the fatted calf, because he hath received him safe and 
sound." And he was angry, and would not go in : 
therefore came his father out, and intreated him. And 
he answering said to his father, *' Lo, these many years 
do I serve thee, neither transgressed I at any time thy 
commandment : and yet thou never gavest me a kid, 
that I might make merry with my friends ; but as soon 
as this thy son was come, which hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him the fatted calf." 
And he said unto him, " Son, thou art ever with me, 
and all that I have is thine. It was meet that we should 
make merry, and be'glad : for this thy brother was dead| 
and is alive again ; and was lost, and is found." ' 
And He said also unto his disciples^ < There was a 
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certain rich man, which had a steward ; and the same 
was accused onto him that he had wasted his goods. And 
he called him, and said onto him, *' How is it that I hear 
this of thee ? give an accoont of thy stewardship ; for 
thou mayest be no longer steward.*' Then the steward * 
said within himself, ** What shall I do t for my lord 
taketh away from me the stewardship : I cannot dig ; to 
beg I am ashamed. I am resolved what to do, that, 
when I am put out of the steward^p, they may receive 
me into their houses." 

^ So he called every one of his lord's debtors nnto him, 
and said unto the first, '^ How much owest thon unto my 
lord?" And he said, "An hundred measures of oil" 
And he said unto him, ''Take thy bill, and sit down 
quickly, and write fifty." Then said he to another, 
"And how much owest thoul" And he said, "An 
hundred measures of wheat." And he said onto him, 
"Take thy bill, and write fourscore." And the lord 
commended the unjust steward, because he had done 
wisely : for the children of this world are in their genera- 
tion wiser than the children of light. 

* And I say unto you. Make to yourselves friends of the 
mammon of unrighteousness ; that, when ye fail, they 
may receive you into everlasting habitations. He that 
is faithful in that which is least is faithful also in much: 
and he that is unjust in the le£ist is unjust also in much. 
If therefore ye have not been faithful in the unrighteous 
mammon, who wUl commit to your trust the true riches? 
And if ye have not been faithful in that which is another 
man's, who shall give you that which is your own ? No 
servant can serve two masters : for either he will hate . 
^ibe one^ and love the other Lor elsQ he will hold to the 
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' one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve Qod and 

'mammon.' 
And the Pharisees also, who were covetous, heard all 

these things : and they derided him. And He said unto 

them, ' There was a certain rich man, which was clothed 
in purple and fine linen, and fared sumptuously every 
day : and there was a certain beggar named Lazarus, 
which was laid at his gate, full of sores, and desiring to 
be fed with the crumbs which fell from the rich man's 
table: moreover the dogs came and licked his sores. 
And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was 
carried by the angels into Abraham's bosom : the rich 
man also died, and was buried ; and in hell he lift up 
his eyes, being in torments, and seeth Abraham afar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom. And he cried and said, 
^' Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his finger in water, and cool 
my tongue; for I am tormented in this flame." But 
Abraham said, '^ Son, remember that thou in thy lifetime 
receiyedst thy good things, and likewise Lazarus evil 
things: but now he is comforted, and thou art tor- 
mented. And beside all this, between us and you there 
is a great gulf fixed : so that they which would pass 
firom hence to you cannot ; neither can they pass to us, 
that would come from thence." Then he said, " I pray 
thee therefore, father, that thou wouldest send him to 
my father's house : for I have five brethren ; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they also come into this 
place of torment." Abraham saith unto him, "They 
have Moses and the prophets; let them hear them." 
And he said, " Nay, father Abraham : but if one went 
unto tfiem from the dead, they will repent." And hie' 
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said unto him^ ''If they hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though one rose from the 
dead."' 

Then said He unto the disciples, * It is impossible but 
that offences will come: but woe unto him, through 
whom they come ! It were better for him that a 'mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, and he cast into the 
sea, than that he should offend one of these little one& 
Take heed to yourselves : if thy brother trespass against 
thee, rebuke him ; and if he repent, forgive him. And 
if he trespass against thee seven times in a day, and 
seven times in a day turn again to thee, saying, I repent; 
thou Shalt forgive him.' 

And the apostles said unto the Losd, 'Increase our 
faith.' And the Lobd said, ' K ye had faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, ye might say unto this sycamine tree, 
" Be thou plucked up by the root, and be thou planted in 
the sea ; " and it should obey you. 

' But which of you, having a servant plowing or feed- 
ing cattle, will say unto him by and by, when he is come 
from the field, ^ Go and sit down to meat ? " And will 
not rather say unto him, " Make ready wherewith I may 
sup, and gird thyself, and serve me, till I have eaten 
and drunken ; and afterward thou shalt eat and drink]'* 
Doth he thank that servant because he did the things 
that were commanded him 9 I trow not. So likewise 
ye, when ye shall have done all those things which are 
commanded you, say, " We are unprofitable^servants : we 
have done that which was our duty to do." ' 

And it came to pass, as He went to Jerusalem, that He 

passed through the midst of Bamaria and Galilee. And 

as He entered into a certain village, there met him ten 
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men that were lepers, ^whicli stood afar off : and they 
lifted up their voices, and said, 'Jesus, Master, have 
' mercy on us.' And when He saw them. He said unto 
them, * Go show yourselves unto the priests.' And it 
came to pass, that, as they went, they were cleansed. 
And one of them, when he saw that he was healed, turned 
back, and with a loud voice glorified God, and fell down 
on his face at his feet, giving him thanks : and he was a 
Samaritan. And Jesus answering said, ' Were there not 
' ten cleansed ? but where are the nine ? There are not 
' found that returned to give glory to God, save this 

* stranger.' And He said imto him, ' Arise, go thy way : 

* thy faith hath made thee whole.' 

And when He was demanded of the Pharisees, when 
the kingdom of God should come, He answered them and 
said, ' The kingdom of God cometh not with observation : 

* neither shall they say, " Lo here ! " or " Lo there ! " for, 

* behold, the kingdom of God is within you.' 

And He said unto the disciples, * The days will come, 
' when ye shall desire to see one of the days of the Son 
' of Man, and ye shall not see it. And they shall say to 

* you, " See here ! " or, " See there ! " go not after them, 

* nor follow them. For as the lightning, that lighteneth 
' out of the one part under heaven, shineth unto the other 

* part under heaven ; so shall also the Son op Man be in 

* his day. But first must He suffer many things, and be 
' rejected of this generation. And as it was in the days 

* of Noe, so shall it be also in the days of the Son op 
' Man. They did eat, they drank, they married wives, 

* they were given in marriage, until the day that Noe 

' entered into the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed 

' them all. Likewise also as it was in the days of Lot ; 
III. -u 
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' they did eat, they drank, they bought, they sold, they 

* planted, they bnilded ; but the same day that Lot went 

* out of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone firom heayen, 

* and destroyed them all. Even thus shall it be in the 

* day when the Son of Man is revealed.* 

And He spake a parable unto them to this end, that 
men ought always to pray, and not to faint; saying, 
There was in a city a judge, which 'feared not God, 
neither regarded man : and there was a widow in that 
city j and she came unto him, saying, " Avenge me of 
mine adversary." And he would not for a while : but 
afterward he said within himself, " Though I fear not 
God, nor regard man ; yet because this widow troubleth 
me, I will avenge her, lest by her continual coming she 
weary me." * And the Lord said, ' Hear what the 
unjust judge saith. And shall not God avenge his own 
elect, which cry day and night unto him, though He bear 
long with them 1 I tell you that He will avenge them 
speedily. Nevertheless when the Son op Man cometh, 
shall He find faith on the earth V 
And He spake this parable unto certain which trusted 
in themselves that they were righteous, and despised 
others : * Two men went up into the temple to pray; the 

* one a Pharisee, and the other a publican. The Pharisee 

* stood and prayed thus with himself, " God, I thank thee, 
' that I am not as other men are, extortioners, unjust, 

* adulterers, or even as this publican. I fast twice in the 

* week, I give tithes of all that I possess." And the 

* publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so much 

* as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, say- 

* ing, " God be merciful to me a sinner ! " I teH you, 
^thJjs man went down to hia bouse justified rather than 
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* the other ; for every one that exalteth himself shall be 
' abased ; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted.' 

Now the Jews* feast of tabernacles was at hand. His 
brethren therefore said unto him, ' Depart hence, and go 
' into Judsea, that thy disciples also may see the works 
' that thou doesf . For there is no man that doeth any- 
' thing in secret, and he himself seeketh to be known 
^ openly. If thou do these things, show thyself to the 

* world.' For neither did his brethren believe in him. 
Then Jesus said unto them, * My time is not yet come : 
' but your time is alway ready. The world cannot hate 

* you ; but me it hateth, because I testify of it, that the 

* works thereof are evil. Go ye up unto this feast ; I go 

* not up yet unto this feast ; for my time is not yet full come.' 

When He had said these words unto them. He abode 
still in Galilee. But when his brethren were gone up, 
then went He also up unto the feast, not openly, but as 
it were in secret. 

Then the Jews sought him at the feast, and said, 

* Where is he 1 ' And there was much murmuring among 
the people concerning him : for some said, ' He is a good 

% * man : ' others said, ' Nay ; but he deceiveth the people.' 
Howbeit no man spake openly of him for fear of the 
Jews. 

Now about the midst of the feast Jesus went up into 
the temple, and taught. And the Jews marvelled, sa3dng, 

* How knoweth this man letters, having never learned ? ' 
Jesus answered them, and said, * My doctrine is not mine, 

* but His that sent me^ If any man will do His will, 
' he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or 

' * whether I speak of myself. He that speaketh of himself 

* seeketh his own glory : but Ha thai aedM>\Si^^ ^^yj 
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' that sent HiH^ the same is tme^ and no unrighteousness 

* is in Him.' 

Then said some of them of Jerusalem, ' Is not this he, 

* whom they seek to kill ? But, lo, he speaketh boldly, 

* and they say nothing unto him. Do the rulers know 

* indeed that this is the very Chbist ? Howbeit we know 
' this man whence he is : but when Chbist cometh, no 

* man knoweth whence He is.' 

Then cried Jesus in the temple as He taught, saying, 

* Ye both know me, and ye know whence I am : and I am 
' not come of myself, but He that sent me is true, whom 

* ye know not. But I know him : for I am from him, 
< and He hath sent me.' Then they sought to take him : 
but no man laid hands on him, because his hour was not 
yet come. And many of the people believed on him, and 
said, *When Chbist cometh, will He do more miracles 

* than these which this man hath done 1 ' 

The Pharisees heard that the people murmured such 
things concerning him ; and the Pharisees and the chief 
priests sent officers to take him. Then said Jesus unto 
them, * Yet a little while am I with you, and then I go 
' unto him that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall 
' not find me : and where I am, thither ye cannot come.' 
Then said the Jews among themselves, * Whither will he 
' go, that we shall not find him 1 will he go unto the 
^dispersed among the Gentiles, and teach the Qentiles? 

* What manner of saying is this that he said, " Ye shall 

* seek me, and shall not find me : and where I am, thith^ 

* ye cannot come ? " ' 

In the last day, that great day of the feast, Jbsus stood 
and cried, saying, ' If any man thirst, let him come imto 
^me, and drink. He that \)e\ie;^etk on met, as the Scrip- 
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' ture hath said, out of his belly shall flow rivers of living 

* water.' (But this spake He of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him should receive : for the Holy Ghost 
was not yet given ; because that Jesus was not yet glori- 
fied.) Many of the people therefore, when they heard 
this saying, said, * Of a truth this is the Prophet.* Others 
saidy ' This is the Christ.' But some said, ' Shall Christ 
^ come out of Galilee 1 Hath not the scripture said, 

* That Christ cometh of the seed of David, and out of the 

* tovm of Bethlehem, where David was 1 ' So there was 
a division among the people because of him. And some 
of them would have taken him ; but no man laid hands on 
him. 

Then came the ofiGicers to the chief priests and Phari- 
sees; and they said unto them, 'Why have ye not 

* brought him 1 ' The oflficers answered, ' Never man 

* spake like this man.' Then answered them the Phari- 
sees, 'Are ye also deceived] Have any of the rulers or 

* of the Pharisees believed on him ? But this people who 
' knoweth not the law are cursed.' Nicodemus saith unto 
them, (he that came to Jesus by night, being one of 
them,) * Doth out law judge any man, before it hear him, 
' and know what he doeth ? ' They answered and said 
unto him, ' Art thou also of Galilee 1 Search, and look : 
' for out of Galilee ariseth no prophet.' And every man 
went unto his own house. 

Jesus went unto the mount of Olives. And eady in 
the morning He came again into the temple, and all the 
people came unto him; and He sat down, and taught 
them, saying, * I am the light of the world : he that 

* f olloweth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have 
'the light of life.' The Pharisees therefore said unto him, 
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' Tho>ii beatrest reoord g£ tbTseif ; tij noovd is not true. 
Jests ansirered and aid mzio tiwDi, 'Tboo^ I bear 
' reeord of xcjseif, ret mr record is tme : for I know 
' 'whence I c&zne. and irliitlier I go : bat ye caimot tell 
' vbenoe I cooey and viizdier I ga Ye judge after the 
' flesh ; I judge so muL And yel if I jndge^ my jodg- 
' meBt is tme : for I am Dot akokey but I and the Fatoes 

* diat sent me. It is also mitten in jmr law, tbat the 
' testnocRi J of two men is tmcL I am one tint bear 
' witness of mj^elf , and tbe Faxhks Uiat seat me beared 

* witness of me.' Then said thej unto him, * Whoe is 
' th J Father ! ' Jescb answered, * Ye neither know me, 

* nor mj Father : if ye had known mes, ye should hsTe 

* known my Father also.' 

These words spake Jesus in the treasmy, as Hb taught 
in the temple : and no man laid hands on him j for his 
hoar was not yet come. 

Then said Jssus again unto them, ' I go my way, uid 
' ye shall seek me, and shall die in your sins : whither I 

* &>9 y® cannot come.' Then said the Jews, * WiU he 
^ kill himself f because he saith, ^' Whither I go, ye cannot 
' come." ' And He said unto them, ' Ye are from beneath; 

* I am from abore : ye are of this -woAd ; I am not of this 
' world. I said ther^ore unto you, that ye shall die in 
^ your sins : for if ye believe not that I am Hb; ye shall 
^ die in your sins.' Then said they unto him, ' Who art 
' thoul' And Jesus saith unto them, 'Even the same 

* that I said unto you from the beginning. I hare many 
< things to say and to judge of you : but Hs that sent mc 
' is true ; and I speak to the world those things which I 
' have heard of him.' They understood not that Hi spake 

to them of the Father. 
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Then said Jesus unto them, * When ye have lifted up 
' the Son of Man, then shall ye know that I am He, and 
' that I do nothing of myself ; but as my Father hath 

* taught me, I speak these things. And He that sent me 
' is with me : the Fatheb hath not left me alone ; for I 
' do always those things that please him.' 

As He spake these words, many believed on him. Then 
said Jesus to those Jews which believed on him, ' If ye 

* continue in my word, then are ye my disciples indeed ; 
' and ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make 

* you free.' They answered him, * We be Abraham's seed, 

* and were never in bondage to any man : how sayest 

* thou, " Ye shall be made free 1 " ' 

Jesus answered them, * Verily, verily, I say unto you, 

* Whosoever committeth sin is the servant of sin. And 

* the servant abideth not in the house for ever : but the 
' Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore shall make you 

* free, ye shall be free indeed. I know that ye are Abra- 
' ham's seed ; but ye seek to kill me, because my word 
< hath no place in you. I speak that which I have seen 

* with my Father : and ye do that which ye have seen 

* with your father.' They answered and said unto him, 

* Abraham is our father.' 

Jesus saith unto them, ' If ye were Abraham's children, 

* ye would do the works of Abraham. But now ye seek 
' to kill me, a man that hath told you the truth, which I 

* have heard of God : this did not Abraham.' Then said 
they to him, * We have one Father, even God.' 

Jesus saith unto them, * If God were your Father, ye 
' would love him : for I propeedeth forth and came from 
' God ; neither came I of myself, but He sent me. Why 
' do ye not understand my speech 1 even because ye 
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cannot hear my word. Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye will do. He was a mur- 
derer from th6 beginning, and abode not in the truth, 
because there is no truth in him. When he speaketh a 
lie, he speaketh of his own : for he is a liar, and the 
father of it. And because I tell you the truth, ye believe 
me not. Which of you convinceth me of sin 1 And if I 
say the truth, why do ye not believe me ? He that is of 
God heareth God's words : ye therefore hear them not, 
because ye are not of God.' Then answered the Jews, 

And said unto him, 'Say we not well that thou art a 
Samaritan, and hast a devil 1 * 

Jesus answered, *I have not a devil; but I honour 
my Fatheb, and ye do dishonour me. And I seek not 
mine own glory : there is one that seeketh and jndgeth. 
Verily, verily, I say imto you. If a man keep my saying, 
he shall never see death.' Then said the Jews unto him. 
Now we know that thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, 
and the prophets ; and thou sayest, " If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never taste of death.*' Art thou greater 
than our father Abraham, which is dead ] and the pro- 
phets are dead : whom makest thou thyself 1 ' 
Jesus answered, *If I honour myself, my honour ia 
nothing : it is my Father that honoureth me ; of whom 
ye say, that He is your God : yet ye have not known him ; 
but I know him : and if I should say, " I know him 
'not/' I shall be a liar like unto you : but I know him, 
and keep his saying. Your father Abraham rejoiced to 
see my day : and he sa'^y it, and was glad.' Then said 

the Jews unto him, * Thou art not yet fifty years old; and 

' hast thou seen Abraham ? ' 
Je8U8 said unto them, ' Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
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' Before Abraham was, I am.' Then took they up stones 
to cast at him : but Jesus hid himself, and went out of 
the temple, going through the midst of them, and so 
passed by. 

And as Jesus passed by, He saw a man which was 
blind from his birth. And his disciples asked him, say- 
ing, * Master, who did sin, this man, or his parents, that 

* he was born blind ? * Jesus answered, * Neither hath 
' this man sinned, nor his parents : but that the works of 

* God should be made manifest in him. I must work the 

* works of him that sent me, while it is day : the night 
' cometh, when no man can work. As long as I am in 

* the world, I am the light of the world.' When He had 
thus spoken. He spat on the ground, and made clay of the 
spittle, and anointed the eyes of the blind man with the 
clay, and said unto him, *Go, wash in the pool of 
' Siloam.' He went his way therefore, and washed, and 
came seeing. 

The neighbours therefore, and they which before had 
seen him that he was blind, said, ^ Is not this he that sat 

* fmd begged 1 * Some said, 'This is he : ' others said, ' He 

* is like him : ' but he said, ' I am he.' Therefore said 
they unto him, 'How were thine eyes opened?' He 
answered and said, 'A man that is called Jesus made 

* clay, and anointed mine eyes, and said unto me, " Go to 
' the pool of Siloam, and wash : " and I went and washed, 

* and I received sight.' Then said they unto him, ' Where 

* is he r He said, * I know not.' 

They brought to the Pharisees him that aforetime was 
blind. And it was the Sabbath-day when Jesus made the 
clay, and opened his eyes. Then again the Pharisees also 
asked him how he had received his sight. He said unto 
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thein^ ' He put day upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do 
' see.' Therefore said some of the FhariseeSy ' This man 
' is not of God, because he keepeth not the Sabbath-day.' 
Others said, ^ How can a man that is a sinner do such 
' miracles ? ' And there was a division among them. 
They say onto the blind man again, ' What sayest thou of 
^ him, that he hath opened thine eyes ? ' He said, ' Hs is 
' a prophet.' But the Jews did not believe concerning 
him, that he had been blind, and received his fflght, until 
they called the parents of him that had received his sight 
And they asked them, saying, ^ Is this your son, who ye 
say was bom blind 1 how then doth he now seel' His 
parents answered them and said, ^ We know that this is 
' our son, and that he was bom blind : but by what 
' means he now seeth, we know not ; or who hath opened 
' his eyes, we know not : he is of age ; ask him : he shall 
' speak for himself.' These words spake his parents, 
because they feared the Jews : for the Jews had agreed 
already, that if any man did confess that He was Christ, 
he should be put out of the synagogue. Therefore said 
his parents, ' He is of age ; ask him.' 

Then again called they the man that was blind, and said 
unto him, ' Qive Qod the praise : we know that this man 
* is a sinner.' He answered and said, ' Whether He be 
' a sinner or no, I know not : one thing I know, that, 
' whereas I was blind, now I sea' Then said they to him 
again, * What did he to thee ? how opened he thine eyesT 
He answered them, ' I have, told you already, and ye did 
' not hear : wherefore would ye hear it again ? will ye also 
'be his disciples?' Then they reviled him, and said, 
' Thou art his disciple ; but we are Hoses' disciples. We 
' know that Qod spake unto Moses : as for this fellow, we 
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* know not from whence he is.' The man answered and 
said unto them, * Why herein is a marvellous thing, that 
' ye know not from whence He is, and yet He hath opened 

* mine eyes. Now we know that God heareth not sinners : 

* but if any man be a worshipper of God, and doeth his 
' will, him He heareth. Since the world began was it 
' not heard that any man opened the eyes of one that was 

* bom blind. If this man were not of God, He could do 

* nothing.' They answered and said unto him, * Thou wast 
< altogether bom in sins, and dost thou teach us 1 * And 
they cast him out. 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out ; and when He 
had found him, He said unto him, ' Dost thou believe on 

* the Son op God % ' He answered and said, * Who is He, 
' LoBD, that I might believe on him % ' And Jesus said 
unto him, ' Thou hast both seen him, and it is He that 
^ talketh with thee.' And he said, ' Lord, I believe.' And 
he worshipped him. And Jesus said, * For judgment I 
' am come into this world, that they which see not might 
^ see j and that they which see might be made blind.' 

And some of the Pharisees which were with him heard 
these words, and said unto him, ' Are we blind also % ' 
Jesus said unto them, ' If ye were blind, ye should have 
' no sin : but now ye say, " We see j " therefore your sin 
' remaineth. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
' entereth not by the door into the sheepfold, but dimbeth 
' up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber. 
' But he that entereth in by the door, is the shepherd of 
' the sheep. Td him the porter ppeneth ; and the sheep 
' hear his voice : and he calleth his own sheep by name^ 
' and leadeth them out. And when he putteth forth his 

* own sheep, he goeth before them, and the sheep follow 
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^ lum : for they know his voice. And a stranger will they 

* not follow, but will flee from him : for they know not 
' the voice of strangers.' This parable spake Jesus unto 
them: but they understood not what things they were 
which He spake unto them. 

Then said Jesus unto them again, ' Verily, verily, I say 
^ unto you, I am the door of the sheep. All that ever 
' came before me are thieves and robbers : but the sheep 
' did not hear them. I am the door : by me if any man 
' enter in, he shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and 
*■ find pasture. The thief cometh not, but for to steal, and 
' to kill, and to destroy : I am come that they might have 
' life, and that they might have it more abundantly. I 
' am the good shepherd : the good shepherd giveth his life 
^ for the sheep. But he that is an hireling, and not the 
' shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf 
' coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth : and the wolf 
' catcheth them, and scattereth the sheep. The hireling 

* fleeth, because he is an hireling, and careth not for the 

* sheep. I am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, 
' and am known of mine. As the Fatheb knoweth me, 

* even so know I the Father : and I lay down my life 
^ for the sheep. And other sheep I have, which are not of 
*' this fold : them also I must briog, and they shall hear 
^ my voice ; and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd. 

* Therefore doth my Father love me, because I lay down 
' my life, that I might take it again. No man taketh it 
' from me, but I lay it down of myself. I have power to 
' lay it down, and I have power to take it again. This 

* commandment have I received of my Father.' 

There was a division therefore again among the Jews for 
these sayings. And many of them said, ' He hath a devil| 
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* and is mad ; why hear ye him ] ' Others said, ' These 
< are not the words of him that hath a devil Can a devil 

* open the eyes of the blind ? ' 

- And it was at Jerusalem the feast of the dedication, and 
it was winter. And Jesus walked in the temple in Solo- 
mon's porch. 

Then came the Jews round about him, and said unto 
him, ' How long dost thou make us to doubt ? If thou 
^ be the Chbist, tell us plainly.' Jesus answered them, 

* I told you, and ye believed not : the works that I do in 
' my Father's name, they bear witness of me. But ye 
' beJieve not, because ye are not of my sheep, as I said 

* unto you. My sheep hear my voice, and I know them, 
' and they follow me : and I give unto them eternal life ; 
^ and they shall never perish, neither shall any man pluck 

* them out of my hand. My Father, which gave them 
' me, is greater than all ; and no man is able to pluck them 

* out of my Father's hand. I and my Father are one.' 

Then the Jews took up stones again to stone him. Jesus 
answered them, 'Many good works have I showed you 

* from my Father ; for which of those works do ye stone 

* me ] * The Jews answered him, saying, * For a good 
' work we stone thee not ; but for blasphemy, and because 
' that thou, being a man, makest thyself God.' 

Therefore they sought again to take him : but He escaped 
out of their hand. 

Now a certain man was sick, named Lazarus, of Bethany, 
the town of Mary and her sister Martha. (It was that 
Mary which anointed the Lord with ointment, and wiped 
his feet with her hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick.) 
Therefore his sisters sent unto him, saying, ' Lobd^ behold^ 
^ he whom Thou lovest is sick.' 
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When Jesus heard that, He said, ^ This sickness is not 

* unto death, but for the glory of God, that the Son op 

* God might be glorified thereby.' Now Jesus loved 
Martha, and her sister, and Lazarus. When He had heard 
therefore that he was sick. He abode two days still in the 
same place where He was. Then after that saith He to 
his disciples, ' Let us go into Judaea again.' His disciples 
say unto him, ' Master, the Jews of late sought to stone 

* thee ; and goest Thou thither again ? * Jesus answered, 

* Are there not twelve hours in the day ? If any man 

* walk in the day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth the 

* light of this world. But if a man walk in the night, he 

* stumbleth, because there is no light in him.' These 
things said He : and after that He saith unto them, ' Our 
^ friend Lazarus sleepeth; but I go, that 1 may awake 

* him out of sleep.' Then said his disciples, * Lord, if he 

* sleep, he shall do well.' Howbeit Jesus spake of his 
death ; but they thought that He had spoken of taking of 
rest in sleep. Then said Jesus unto them plainly, * Lazarus 

* is dead. And I am glad for your sakes that I was not 
' there, to the intent ye may believe ; nevertheless let 

* us go unto him.' Then said Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, unto his fellow-disciples, * Let us also go, that 

* we may die with him.* 

Then when Jesus came, He found that he had lain in 
the grave four days already. Now Bethany was nigh unto 
Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off: and many of the 
Jews came to Martha and Mary, to comfort them concern- 
ing their brother. Then Martha, as soon as she heard that 
Jesus was coming, went and met him : but Mary sat still 
in the house. Then said Martha unto Jesus, ^ Lord, if 
' Thou Izadst been here, my brother had not died. But I

* know, thafc even now, whatsoever Thou wilt ask of God, 

* God will give it thee.* Jesus saith unto her, * Thy 
'brother shall rise again.' Martha saith unto him, *I 
' know that he shall rise again in the resurrection at the 

* last day.' Jesus saith unto her, * I am the resurrection, 

* and the life : he that believeth in me, though he were 

* dead, yet shall he live : and whosoever liveth and believeth 

* in me shall never die. Believest thou this ? ' She saith 
unto him, * Yea, Lord : I believe that thou art The Christ, 

* the Son of God, which should come into the world.' 

And when she had so said, she went her way, and called 
Mary her sister secretly, saying, *The Master is come, 
^ and calleth for thee.' As soon as she heard that, she 
arose quickly, and came unto him. (Now Jesus was not. 
yet come into the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him.) The Jews then which were with 
her in the house, and comforted her, when they saw Mary, 
that she rose up hastily and went out, followed her, saying, 

* She goeth unto the grave to weep there.' Then when 
Mary was come where Jesus was, and saw him, she fell 
down at his feet, saying unto him, * Lord, if Thou hadst 

* been here, my brother had not died.' When Jesus therefore 
saw her weeping and the Jews also weeping which came 
with her^ He groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, and 
said, * Where have ye laid himi' They said unto him, * Lord, 

* come and see.' Jesus wept. Then said the Jews, * Behold 

* how he loved him ! ' And some of them said, * Cocdd 

* not this man, which opened the eyes of the blind, have 

* caused that even this man should not have died ? ' Jesus 
therefore again groaning in himself cometh to the grave. 
It was a cave, and a stone lay upon it. Jesus said, * Take 
' ye away the stone.' Martha, the sister of him that was 
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dead, saith unto him, ^ Lord, by this time he stiokeih 
' for he hath been dead four days.' Jesus saith unto lie 
' Said I not unto thee, that, if thou wouldest belieT 

* thou shouldest see the glory of God 1 ' Then they toe 
away the stone from the place where the dead ^ 
laid. And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, * Father, 

* thank thee that Thou hast heard me. And I knew th 

* Thou hearest me always : but because of the people wlii* 

* stand by I said it, that they may believe that Thou h 

* sent me.' And when He thus had spoken, He cried wi 
a loud voice, ' Lazarus, come forth.' And he that v 
dead came forth, bound hand and foot with grave-clothe 
and his face was bound about with a napkin. Jesus sai 
unto them, * Loose him, and let him go.' 

Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, and hi 
soon the things which Jesus did, believed on him. B 
some of them went their ways to the Pharisees, and to 
thorn what things Jesus had done. 

And Jesus entered and passed through Jericho. Ai 
behold there was a man named Zacchsous, which was t 
chief among the publicans, and he was rich. And 
sought to see Jesus who He was, and could not for t 
press, because he was little of stature. And he ran befo 
and climbed up into a sycamore tree to see him ; for 1 
was to pass that way. And when Jesus came to i 
place. He looked up, and saw him, and said unto hi 
^Zacchseus, make haste and come down; for to-day 
^ must abide at thy house.' And he made haste, a 
came down, and received him joyfully. And when tb 
saw it, they all murmured, saying, that He was gone to 
guest with a man that is a sinner. And Zacchseus stood, a 
jssdd unto the Lord, * Behold, Lord, the half of my goc 
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I give to the poor : and if I have taken anything from 

any man by fialse accusation, I restore him fourfold.' And 
rssus said unto him, ' This day is salvation come to this 

house, forasmuch as he also is a son of Abraham. For 

the Son of Man is come to seek and to save that which 

was lost.' 

On the next day much people that were come to the 
east, when they heard that Jesus was coming to Jeru- 
alem, took branches of palm-trees, and went forth to meet 
im, and cried, ^ Hosanna : blessed is the King of Israel 

that cometh in the name of the Lord.' And Jesus, when 
Ie had found a young ass, sat thereon ; as it is written. 
Fear not, daughter of Sion : behold, thy King cometh, 

sitting on an ass's colt.' These things imderstood not 
is disciples at the first, but when Jesus was glorified, 
hen remembered they that these things were written of 
dm, and that they had done these things unto him. 

The people therefore that was witli him when He called 
l<azarus out of his grave, and raised him from the dead, 
)are record. For this cause the people also met him, for 
hat they heard that He had done this miracle. The 
Pharisees therefore said among themselves, ' Perceive ye 

how ye prevail nothing) behold, the world is gone after 

him.' 

And there were certain Greeks among them that came 
ip to worship at the feast : the same came therefore to 
Philip, which was of Bethsaida of Qalilee, and desired him, 
aying, •' Sir, we would see Jesus.' Philip cometh and 
;elleth Andrew : and again Andrew and Philip tell' Jesus. 
\nd Jesus answered them, saying, *The hour is come, 

that the Son of Man should be glorified. Verily, verily, 

I say unto you, Except a com of wheat fall into the 
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' ground and die, it abideth alone : but if it die, it bri 
' forth much f mit He that loveth his life shall lo 

* and he that hateth his life in this world shall k 
' unto life eternal. If any man serve me, let him 

* me ; and where I am, there shall also my servai 
' if any man serve me, him will my Father honour. 

' Now is my soul troubled ; and what shall I 
^ '^ Father, save me from this hour : ** but for this 

* came I unto this hour. Father, glorify thy ] 
Then came there a voice from heaven, saying — 

'I have l>otIi glorlfled it^ and win gloriiy it acrain.* 

The people therefore, that stood by, and heard it, sai 
it thundered : others said, ' An angel spake to him.' 
answered and said, ^This voice came not becai 
' me, but for your sakes. Now is the judgment o 

* world : now shall the prince of this world be cas 
' And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will drs 
' men unto me.' (This He said, signifying what dea 
should die.) 

The people answered him, ' We have heard out j 
' law that Christ abideth for ever : and how sayest 
*" The Son OF Man must be lifted up r* who is this S 

* Man 1 ' Then Jesus said unto them, * Yet a little 

* is the light with you. Walk while ye have the 
' lest darkness come upon you : for he that walk* 
' darkness knoweth not whither he goeth. While y( 

* l^ht, believe in the light, that ye may be the child 
' light. These things spake Jesus, and departed, ai 
hide himself from them. 

Now before the feast of the passover, when Jksus 
that his hour was come that He should depart out c 
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world unto the Father, having loved his own which were 
in the world, He loved them unto the end. And supper 
being ended, (the devil having now put into the heart of 
Judas Iscariot, Simon's son, to betray him,) Jesus knowing 
that the Father had given all things into his hands, and 
that He was come from Gk)D, and went to God ; He riseth 
from supper, and laid aside his garments ; and took a towel, 
and girded himself. After that He poureth water into 
a basin, and began to wash the disciples' feet, and to wipe 
them with the towel wherewith He was girded. Then 
Cometh He to Simon Peter : and Peter saith unto him, 

* Lord, dost Thou wash my feet ? ' Jesus answered and 
and said unto him, * What I do, thou knowest not now ; 

* but thou shalt know hereafter.' Peter saith unto him, 

* Thou shalt never wash my feet.* Jesus answered him, 
' If I wash thee not, thou hast no part with me.' Simon 
Peter saith unto him, ' Lord, not my feet only, but also 
' my hands and my head.' Jesus saith to him, * He that 
' is washed needeth not save to wash his feet, but is clean 

* every whit : and ye are clean, but not all.' For He knew 
who should betray him ; therefore said He, ' Ye are not all 

* clean.' 

So after He had washed their feet, and had taken his 
garments, and was set down again, He said unto them, 

* Know ye what I have done to you 1 Ye call me Master, 

* and Lord : and ye say well ; for so I am. If I then, 

* your Lord and Master, have washed your feet ; ye also 

* ought to wash one another's feet. For I have given you 

* an example, that ye should do as I have done to you. 

* Verily, verily, I say unto you, The servant is not greater 

* than his lord; neither he that is sent greater than he 
' that sent him. If ye know these things, happy are ye if 
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* ye do them. I speak not of you all : I know whom I 

* have chosen : but that the Scripture may be fulfilled, "He 
*• that eateth bread with me hath lifted up his heel against 

* me/' Now I tell you before it come, that, when it is 

* come to pass, ye may believe that I am He. Verily, verily, 
' I say unto you, He that receiveth whomsoever I send 

* receiveth me ; and he that receiveth me receiveth him 

* that sent me.' 

"When Jesus had thus said, He was troubled in spirit, 
and testified, and said, * Verily, verily, I say unto you, that 

* one of you shall betray me.' Then the disciples looked 
one on another, doubting of whom He spake. Now there 
was leaning on Jesus' bosom one of his disciples, whom 
Jesus loved. Simon Peter therefore beckoned to him, that 
he should ask who it should be of whom He spake. He 
then lying on Jesus' breast saith unto him, * Lobd, who is 

* it r Jesus answered, * He it is, to whom I shall give a 

* sop, when I have dipped it.' And when He had dipped 
the sop. He gave'it to Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. 
And after the sQp Satan entered into him. Then said 
Jesus unto him, * That thou doest, do quickly.' Now no 
man at the table knew for what intent He spake this unto 
him. For some of them thought, because Judas had the 
bag, that Jesus had said unto him, * Buy those things that 

* we have need of against the feast ; * or, that he should give 
something to the poor. He then having received the sop 
went immediately out : and it was night. 

Therefore, when he was gone out, Jesus said, * Now is tiie 

* Son op Man glorified, and God is glorified in him. If Gon 

* be glorified in him, God shall also glorify him in himself, 

* and shall straightway glorify him. Little children, yet a 
' little while I am with you, Xq &la»X\. u^^xsv^ \ «a!i «a I said 
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* unto the Jews, Whither I go, ye cannot come ; so now I 

* say to yon. A new commandmentrl give unto you, That 

* ye love one another ; as I have loved you, that ye also love 
^ one another. By this shall all men know that ye are 

* my disciples, if ye have love one to another.* 

Simon Peter said unto him, *Loed, whither goest Thou V 
Jesus answered him, * Whither I go, thou canst not follow 

* me now : but thou shalt follow me afterwards.' Peter 
said unto him, * Lobd, why cannot I follow thee now ] I 

* will lay down my life for thy sake.' Jesus answered him, 

* Wilt thou lay down thy life for my sake 1 Verily, verily, 

* I say unto thee. The cock shall not crow, till thou hast 

* denied me thrice. 

* Let not your heart be troubled : ye believe' in Qod, 
' believe also in me. In my Father's house are many 
' mansions : if it were not so, I would have told you. I 
' go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and prepare 
' a place for you, I will come again, and receive you unto 

* myself ; that where I am, there ye may be also. And 

* whither I go ye know, and the way ye know.' 

Thomas saith unto him, * Lord, we know not whither 

* Thou goest; and how can we know tbe wayl' Jesus 
saith unto him, ' I am the way, the truth, and the life : no 

* man cometh unto the Father, but by me. If ye had 
' known me, ye should have known my Father also : and 

* from henceforth ye know him, and have seen him.' 

Philip saith unto him, *Lord, show us the Father, 

* and it sufficeth us.' Jesus saith unto him, * Have I been 
' so long time with you, and yet hast thou not known me, 

* Philip 1 he that hath seen me hath seen the Father; 
' and how sayest thou then, " Show us the Father f ** 

* Believest thou not that I am in tbe Yather^wdA t^A^ 
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Father in me ? the words that I speak unto you I 
speak not of myself : but the Father that dwelleth in 
me, He doeth the works. Believe me that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in me : or else believe me for 
the very works' sake. Verily, verily, I say unto you. He 
that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do 
also ; and greater works than these shall he do ; because 
I go unto my Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it. 

' If ye love me, keep my commandments. And i will 
pray the Father, and He shall give you another 6om- 
f orter, that he may abide with you for ever ; even the 
Spirit op Truth ; whom the world" cannot receive, 
because it seeth him not, neither knoweth him : but ye 
know him ; for He dwelleth with you, and shall bo in 
you. I will not leave you comfortless : I will come to 
you. Yet a little while, and the world seeth me no 
more ; but ye see me : because I live, ye shall live also. 
At that day ye shall know that I am in my Father, 
and ye in me, and I in you. He that hath my 
commandments, and keepeth them, lie it is that loveth 
me : and he that loveth me shall be loved of my 
Father, and I will love him, und will manifest myself 
to him.' 

Judas saith unto him, (not Iscariot,) ' Lord, how is it 
that Thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, and not unto 
the world ? ' Jesus answered and said unto him, * If a 
man love me, he will keep my words : and my Father 
will love him, and we will come unto him, and make our 
^ abode with him. He that loveth me not, keepeth not 
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' my sa3rings : and the word which ye hear is not mine, 

' but the Father's which sent me. 
' These things have I spoken onto you, being yet present 
with you. But the Comfobteb, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in my name, Hb 
shall teach you all things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you. Peace 
I leave with you, my peace I give unto you : not as the 
world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have heard how I 
said unto you, I go away, and come again unto you. If 
ye loved me, ye would rejoice, because I said, I go unto 
the Father : for my Father is greater than I. And 
now I have told you before it come to pass, that, when it 
is come to pass, ye might believe. 
* Hereafter I will not talk much with you : for the 
prince of this world cometh, and hath nothing in me. 
But that the world may know that I love the Father j 
and as the Father gave me commandment, even so I 
do. 

^ I am the true vine, and my Father is the husband- 
man. Every branch in me that beareth not fruit He 
taketh away : and every branch that beareth fruit. He 
purgeth it, that it may bring forth more fruit. Now ye 
are clean through the word which I have spoken unto 
you. Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch cannot 
bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine ; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me. I am the vine, ye are 
the branches : He that abideth in me, and I in him, the 
same bringeth forth much fruit : for without me ye can 
do nothing. If a man abide not in me, he is cast forth 
as a branch, and is withered ; and men gather them, and 
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cast them into the fire, and they are bnmecL If ye 
abide in me^ and my words abide in yon, ye shall ask 
what ye will, and it shall be done unto yon. Herein is 
my Fatheb glorified, that ye bear nmch fruit ; so shall 
ye be my disciples. 
^ As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved yon : 
continue ye in my love. If ye keep my commandments, 
ye shall abide in my love; even as I have kept my 
Fatheb's commandments^ and abide in his love. 

* These things have I spoken imto you, tiiat my joy 
might remain in you, and that your joy might be folL 
This is my commandment, That ye love one another, as 
I have loved you. Qreater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his friends. Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you. Hence- 
forth I call you not servants ; for the servant knoweth 
not what his lord doeth : but I have called you friends ; 
for all things that I have heard of my Father I have 
made known unto you. Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chbsen you, and ordained you, that ye should go 
and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain : 
that whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father in my name, 
He may give it you. These things I command you, that 
ye love one another. 

* If the world hate you, ye know that it hated me 
before it hated you. If ye were of the world, the world 
would love Ms own: but because ye are not of the 
world, but I have chosen you out of the world, therefore 
the world hateth you. Bemember the word that I said 
unto you, '^ The servant is not greater than his lord/' 
If they have persecuted me, they will also persecute you: 
it they have kept my saying, they will keep yours also. 
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But all these things will they do unto you for my name's 
sake, because they know not him that sent me. If I had 
not come and spoken unto them, they had not had sin : 
but now they have no cloak for their sin. He that 
hateth me hateth my Father also. If I had not done 
among them the works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin : but now have they both seen and hated 
both me and my Father. But this cometh to pass, that 
the word might be fulfilled that is written in their law, 
'* They hated me without a cause." 

' But when the Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the Spirit op Truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, He shall testify of 
me : and ye also shall bear witness, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning. 

' These things have I spoken unto you, that ye should 
not be offended. They shall put you out of the syna- 
gogues : yea, the time cometh, that whosoever killeth 
you will think that he doeth God service. And these 
things v^dll they do unto you, because they have not 
known the Father, nor me. But these things have I 
told you, that when the time shall come, ye may remem- 
ber that I told you of them. And these things I said 
not unto you at the beginning, because I was with you. 
But now I go my way to him that sent me j and none of 
you asketh me, '^ Whither goest thou ? " But because I 
have said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled your 
heart. 

^ Nevertheless I tell you the truth ; it is expedient for 
you that I go away : for if I go not away, the Com- 
forter will not come unto you ; but if I depart, I will 
send him unto you. And when He is come, Hb wiU 
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reprove the world of sin, and of rigbteoosness^ and of 
judgment : of sin, because tbey believe not on me ; of 
righteousness, because I go to my Father, and ye see 
me no more ; of judgment, because the prince of this 
world is judged. 

* I have yet many things to say unto you, but ye cannot 
bear them now. Howbeit when He, the Spirit of 
Truth, is come. He will guide you into all truth : for 
He shall i^pt speak of himself ; but whatsoever He shall 
hear, that shall He speak : and He will show you things 
to come. He shall glorify me : for He shall receive -of 
mine, and shall show it unto you. All things that the 
Father hath are mine : therefore said I, that Hb shall 
take of mine, and shall show it unto you. A little while, 
and ye shall not see me : and again, a little wbile^ and 
ye shalT see me, because I go to the Father.' 
Then said some of his disciples among themselves, 
What is this that He saith unto us, '^ A little while, and 
ye shall not see me : and again, a little whUe^ and ye 
shall see me :" and, "Because I go to the Father T" 

They said therefore, * What is this that He saith, " A little 
while 1 " we cannot tell what He saith/ Now Jesus knew 

that they were desirous to ask him, and said imto them, 
Do ye inquire among yourselves of that I said, " A little 
while, and ye shall not see me : and again, a little while, 
and ye shall see me?" Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That ye shall weep and lament, but the world shali 
rejoice : and ye shall be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall 
be turned into joy. Ye now therefore have sorrow : but 
I will see you again, and your heart shall rejoice, and 
your joy no man taketh from you ; and in that day ye 

^ shall ask me nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto yon, 
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Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my name, He 
will give it you. Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my 
name : ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy may be full. 
* These things have I spoken unto you in proverbs : but 
the time cometh when I shall no more speak unto you 
in proverbs, but I shall show you plainly of the Father. 
At that day ye shall ask in my name : and I say not 
unto you, that I will pray the Father for you : for the 
Father himself loveth you, because ye have loved me, 
and have believed that I came out from GfoD. I came 
forth from the Father, and am come into the world : 
again, I leave the world, and go to the Father.' 
His disciples said unto him, ^Lo, now speakest Thou 
plainly, and speakest no proverb. Now are we sure that 
Thou knowest all things, and needest not that any man 
should ask thee : by this we believe that Thou earnest 
forth from God.* Jesus answered them, *Do ye now 
believe ? Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, 
that ye shall be scattered, every man to his own, and 
shall leave me alone : and yet I am not alone, because 
the Father is with me. These things I have spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might have peace. In the world 
ye shall have tribulation : but be of good cheer ; I have 
overcome the world.' 
These words spake Jbsu^, and lifted up his eyes to 
heaven, and said, * Father, the hour is come ; glorify thy 
* Son, that thy Son also may glorify Thee : as Thou hast 
' given him power over all flesh, that He should give 
' eternal life to as many as Thou hast given him. And 
' this is life eternal, that they might know thee the only 
^ true QoD, and Jesus Christ, whom Thou hast sent I 
' have glorifled thee on the earth : I have finished the 
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work which Thou, gavest me to do. And now, 
Fathee, glorify Thou me with thine own self with the 
glory which I had with thee before the world was. 

' I hate manifested thy name unto the men which 
Thou gavest me out of the world : thine they were, and 
Thou gavest them me ; and they have kept thy word. 
Now they have known that all things whatsoever Thou 
hast given me are of thee. For I have given unto them 
the words which Thou gavest me ; and they have 
received them, and have known surely that I came out 
from thee, -and they have believed that Thou didst send 
me. I pray for them : I pray not for the world, but for 
them which Thou hast given me j for they are thine. 
And all mine are thine, and thine are mine; and I am 
glorified in them. And now I am no mc^e in the world, 
but these are in the world, and I come to thee. Holy 
Father, keep through thine own name those whom 
Thou hast given me, that they may be one, as we are. 
While I was with them in the world, I kept them in thy 
name : those that Thou gavest me I have kept, and none 
of them is lost, but the son of perdition ; that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled. And now come I to thee ; and 
these things I speak in the world, that they might have 
my joy fulfilled in themselves. 

*I have given them thy word; and the world hath 
hated them, because they are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. I pray not that Thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but that Thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil. They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. Sanctify them through 
thy truth : thy word is truth. As Thou hast sent me 
^into the world, even so "h^tve 1 ^^o «»^w\, ^^la. \!dAa the 
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* world. And for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they 

* also might be sanctified through the truth. 

' Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which 
^ shall believe on me through their word ; that they all 
^ may be one; as Thou^'Fatheb, art in me, and I in 
^ thee, that they also may be one in us : that the world 

* msij believe that Thou hast sent me. And the glory 

* which Thou gavest me I have given them ; that they may 
^ be one, even as we are one : I in them, and Thou in me, 
' that they may be made perfect in one; and that the 
' world may know that Thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
' them, as Thou hast loved me. 

* Fathbe, I will that they also, whom Thou hast given 
' me, be with me where I am ; that they may behold my 

* glory, which Thou hast given me : for Thou lovedst 
^ me before the foundation of the world. O righteous 
' Fatheb, the world hath not known thee : but I have 
' known thee, and these have known that Thou hast sent- 
< me. And I have declared xmto them thy name, and will 
^ declare it : that the love wherewith Thou hast loved me 
^ may be in them, and I in them.' 

* When Jesus had spoken these words. He went forth 
with his disciples over the brook Cedron, where was a 
garden, into the which He entered, and his disciples. 
And Judas also, which betrayed him, knew the place : for 
Jesus ofttimes resorted thither with his disciples. Judas 
then, having received a band of men and officers from the 
chief priests and Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns 
and torphes and weapons. 

Jbsus therefore, knowing all things that should come 
upon him, went forth, and said unto them, * Whom seek 

* yef* Thejr answered him, * jEa\3a ol ISsjax^'Osi? ■^^es^^'^ 
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saith unto them, 'I am lie.' (And Judas also, nl 
betrayed him, stood with them.) As soon then as Hs 
said unto them, ' I am he/ they went backward, and 
to the ground. Then asked Hb them again, ^ Whom i 

* ye ] ' And they said, ' Jebus of Nazareth.' Jesus 
swered, * I have told you that I am he : if therefore 

* seek me, let these go their way : ' that the saying mi 
be fulfilled, which He spake, *0f them which Thou ga 

* me have I lost none.' 

Then Simon Peter having a sword drew it, and sn 
the high priest's servant, and cut off his right ear. 
servant's name was Malchus. Th^i said Jestjs i 
Peter, * Put up thy sword into the sheath : the cup wl 
' my Fatbeb hath given me, shall I not drink it ? ' 

Then the band and the captain and officers of the J 
took Jesus, and bound him, and led him away to Ai 
first ; for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, which was 
high priest that same year. Now Caiaphas was he wl 
gave counsel to the Jews, that it was expedient that 
man should die for the people. 

And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so did ano' 
disciple ; that disciple was known unto the high pr 
and went in with Jesxts into the palace of the high pr 
But Peter stood at the door without. Then went out i 
other disciple, which was known unto the high priest, 
spake unto her that kept the door, and brought in P< 
Then saith the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, ' 

* not thou also one of this man's disciples 9 \ He aaith 

* am not.' And the servants and the officers stood th 
^vho had made a fire of coals ; for it was cold : and 1 
^'anned themselves: and Peter stood with ibeixv 
farmed himself. 
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The high priest then asked Jesus of his disciples, and 
of his doctrine. Jesus answered him, ' I spake openly to 
< the world ; I ever taught in the synagogue, and in the 

* temple, whither the Jews always resort ; and in secret 
' have I said nothing. Why askest thou me ? ask them 

* which heard me, what I have said unto them : behold, 

* they know what I said.' And when He had thus spoken, 
one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus with the 
palm of his hand, saying, ^ Answerest thou the high priest so V 
Jesus answered him, * If I have spoken evil, bear witness 

* of the evil : but if well, why smitest thou me 1 ' Now 
Annas had sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high priest. 

And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. They 
said therefore unto him, ' Art not thou also one of his 
^ disciples ? ' He denied it, and said, ' I am not.' One of 
the servants of the high priest, being his kinsman whose 
ear Peter cut ofif, saith, ' Did not I see thee in the garden 
' with him 1 ' Peter then denied again : and immediately 
the cock crew. 

Then led they Jesus from Caiaphas unto the hall of 
judgment : and it was early ; and they themselves went 
not into the judgment hall, lest they should be defiled ; 
but that they might eat the passover. Pilate then went 
out xmto them, and said, 'What accusation bring ye 

* against this man 1 ' They answered and said unto him, 

* If he were not a malefactor, we would not have delivered 

* him up unto thee.' Then said Pilate unto him, ' Take 

* ye him, and judge him according to your law.' The 
Jews therefore said unto him, * It is not lawful for us to 
' put any man to death : ' that the saying of Jbsus might 
be fulfilled, which Hs spake, signifying what death Hb 
should die. 
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Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall again^ and 
called Jesus, and said unto him, ' Art thou the King of the 

* Jews ? ' Jesus answered him, ' Sayest thou this thing 

* of thyseK, or did others tell it thee of me 1 ' Pilate 
answered, * Am I a Jew? Thine own nation and the 
' chief priests have delivered thee unto me : what hast 
' thou done 1 ' Jesus answered, ' My kingdom is not of 

* this world : if my kingdom were of this world, then 
' would my servants fight, that I should not be delivered 

* to the Jews : but now is my king4om not from hence/ 
Pilate therefore said unto him, ' Art thou a king then ? ' 
Jesus answered, ' Thou sayest that I am a king. To this 
^ end was I bom, and for this cause came I into the world, 

* that I should bear witness unto the truth. Every one 

* that is of the truth heareth my voice.' Pilate saith unto 
him, ' What is truth 1 ' 

And when he had said this, he went out again unto the 
Jews, and saith unto them, ' I find in him no fault at alL 
' But ye have a custom, that I should release unto you one 

* at the passover : will ye therefore that I release imto you 
' the King of the Jews ? ' Then cried they all again, say- 
ing, ' Not this man, but Barabbas.' Now Barabbas was a 
robber. 

Then Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scoiurged him. 
And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it on 
his head, and they put on him a purple robe, and said, 

* Hail, King of the Jews ! ' and they smote him with their 
hands. Pilate, therefore went forth, again, and saith unto 
them, * Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye may know 
' that 1 find no fault in him.' Then came Jesus forth, 

wearing the crown of t\iotn&, ^xl^ \\yb ^xnr^V^ robe. And 
Pilate saith unto tlietn, '"B^laoV^ >i)cLa xaasiV '^^K^jflscik'^ 
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chief priests therefore and officers saw him, they cried out, 
saying, * Crucify him, crucify him.' Pilate saith unto 
them, * Take ye him, and cracify him : for I find no fault 

* in him.' The Jews answered him, ' We have a law, and 
' by our law he ought to die, because he made himself the 
' Son of God.' 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was the 
more afraid, and went again into the judgment hall, and 
saith unto Jesus, 'Whence art thouT But Jesus gave 
him no answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, ' Speakest 
' thou not unto me? knowest thou not that I have 

* power to crucify thee, and have power to release thee 1 ' 
Jesus answered, *Thou couldest have no power at all 

* against me, except it were given thee from above : there- 
' fore he that delivered me unto thee hath the greater 

* sin.' 

And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him : but 
the Jews cried out, saying, * If thou let this man go, thou 
' art not Csesar's friend : whosoever maketh himself a king 
' speaketh against Csesar.' When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat in a place that is called the Pavement, but 
in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation 
of the passover, and about the sixth hour : and he saith 
unto the Jews, * Behold your King ! ' But they cried out, 
*Away with him, away with him, crucify him.* Pilate 
saith unto them, * Shall I crucify your King ] ' The chief 
priests' answered, *We have no king but Csesar.' Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them to be crucified. 

And they took Jesus, and led him away. And Hb, 

bearing his CTOBSy went forth into a pAsy^^Q esJ^^^k^^^^^^^a^^ 

of a scuH, which is called in the Hebterv, QcA^oKk^ai \ -'^^sw 
JIT. -^ 
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they crucified him, and two others with him, on either side 
one^^and Jesus in the midst 

And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. And 
the writing was Jesus of Nazareth the Kma of thb 
Jews. This title then read many of the Jews : for the 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city : and 
it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then 
said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, * Write not, 

* " The King of the Jews ; " but that he said, « I am King 

* of the Jews." ' Pilate answered, ' What I have written, 

* I have written,' 

Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jssus, took 
his garments, and made four parts, to every soldier a part; 
and also his coat : now the coat was without seam, woven 
from the top throughout. They said therefore among 
themselves, ^ Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, whose 
' it shall be : ' that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith, * They parted my raiment among them, and for my 
' vesture they did cast lots.' These things therefore the 
soldiers did. 

And one of the malefactors which were hanged railed 
on him, saying, ' If thou be Christ, save thyself and us.* 
But the other answering rebuked him, saying, * Dost not 
' thou fear God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation I 

* And we indeed justly; for we receive the due reward of 
' our deeds : but this man hath done nothing amiss.' And 
he said unto Jesus, *Loed, remember me when Thou 
^ comest into thy kingdom.' And Jesus said unto him, 

* Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou be with me in 
'paradise.'

Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his mother, 
and the disciple standing by, whom He loved. He saith unto 
his mother, ' Woman, behold thy son ! ' Then saith He to 
the disciple, * Behold thy mother ! ' And from that hour 
that disciple took her unto his own home. 

After this, Jesus knowing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, 
' I thirst.' Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar : 
and they filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus therefore 
had received the vinegar. He said, ' It is finished.' 

And it was about the sixth hour, and there was dark- 
ness over all the earth until the ninth hour. And the sun 
was darkened, and the veil of the temple was rent in the 
midst. And when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, He 
said, ' FXtheb, into thy hands I commend my spirit : ' and 
having said this. He gave up the ghost. 

Now when the centurion saw what was done, he glori- 
fied God, saying, 'Certainly this was a righteous man.' 
And all the people that came together to that sight, be- 
holding the things which were done, smote their breasts, 
and returned. And all his acquaintance, and the women 
that followed him from GaHlee, stood afar ofif, beholding 
these things. 

The Jews therefore, because it was the preparation, that 
the bodies should not remain upon the cross on the Sabbath- 
day, (lOT that Sabbath-day was an high day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then came the soldiers, and brake 
the legs of the first, and of the other which was crucified 
with him. But when they came to Ji^^TS^^ wA ^wr *^Mi^ , 
He was dead aJready, they brake -not \k\aV%^ \ \y^ ^st^a ^. 
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the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. 

And he that saw it bare record, and his record is tnie : 
and he knoweth that he saith tme, that ye might believe. 
For these things were done, that the Scripture should be 
fulfilled, ^ A bone of him shall not be broken.' And again 
another Scripture saith, 'They shall look on him whom 

* they pierced.* 

And after this Joseph of Arimathsea^ (being a disciple of 
Jesus, but secretly for fear of the Jews,) besought Pilate 
that he might take away the body of Jesus : and Pilate 
gave him leave. He came therefore, and took the body 
of Jesus. And there came also Nicodemus, (which at first 
came to Jesus by night,) and brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about an hundred pound weight. Then took 
tbey the body of Jesus, and wound -it in linen clothes with 
the spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. Now 
in the place where He was crucified there was a garden; 
and in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein was never man 
yet laid. There laid they Jesus therefore, because of the 
Jews' preparation day ; for the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

The first day of the week cometh Mary Magdalen early, 
when it was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, .and seeth the 
stone taken away from the sepulchre. Then she runneth, 
and cometh to Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them, * They have taken away 

* the Lord out of the sepulchre, and we know not where 
' they have laid him.* Peter therefore went forth, and that 
other disciple, and came to the sepulchre. So they ran 

both together: and the otliex disciple did outrun Peter, 

stnd came first to the sepuLclae. koA. V^ ^Vi^-^\sv% ^^^^fm^^ 

^d looking in, saw the linen dottier \fa^^'> 1^^ ^wh&\a 
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not in. Then cometh Simon Peter following him, and 
went into the sepulchre, and seeth the linen clothes lie, 
and the napkin, that was about his head, not lying with 
the linen clothes, but wrapped together in a place by 
itself. Then went in also that other disciple, which came 
first to the sepulchre, and he saw, and believed. For as 
yet they knew not the Scripture, that He must rise again 
from the dead. Then the disciples went away again unto 
their own home. 

But Mary stood without at the sepulchre weeping : and ^ 
as she wept, she stooped down, and looked into the sepul- 
chre, and seeth two angels in white sitting, the one at the 
head, and the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus 
had lain. And they say unto her, ' Woman, why weepest 
' thou?' She saith unto thetn, ' Because they have taken 

* away my Lobd, and I know not where they have laid 

* him.' And when she had thus said, she turned herself 
back, and saw Jesus standing, and knew not thdt it 
was Jesus. Jesus saith unto her, * Woman, why weepest 
thou ? whom seekest thou 1 ' She supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him, ' Sir, if thou have borne him 
hence, tell me where thou hast laid him, and I will take 
him away. Jesus saith unto her, ^Mary!' She turned 
herself, and saith unto him, ^ Eabboni ! ' which is to say, 
Master J Jesus saith unto her, ^ Touch me not ; for I am 

* not yet ascended to my Fathee : but go to my brethren, ' 
^ and say unto them, I ascend unto my Father, and your 

* Fathee ; and to my God, and your God.* Mary Mag- 
dalene came and told the disciples that she had seen tbe 
Lobd, and that He had spoken these things unto her. 

Then the same day at evening, b^xig^Sti'^ ^tsN»^3»3 ^'"^a^ 
week, when the doors were shut vAiete ^'^ ftaas2^^s^"«^stf 
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assembled for fear of the Jews, came Jesus and stood in 
the midst, and saith unto them, ' Peace be unto you.' And 
when He had so said, He showed unto them his hands and 
his side. Then were the disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord. Then said Jesus to them again, ' Peace be unto 
' you : as my Fatheb hath sent me, even so send I you.' 
And when He had said this. He breathed on them, and 
saith unto them, * Receive ye the Holy Ghost : whose 

* soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them : and 

* whose soever sins ye retain, they are retained.' 

But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was not 
with them when Jesus came. The other disciples there- 
fore said unto him, ^ We have seen the Lobd.' But he said 
unto them, ' Except I shall see in his hands the print of 
' the nails, and put my finger into the print of the nails, and 

* thrust my hand into his side, I will not believe.' 

And after eight days again his disciples were within, and 
Thomas with them : then came Jesus, the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said, ' Peace be unto 

* you.' Then saith He to Thomas, * Reach hither thy 
' finger, and behold my hands ; and reach hither thy hand, 
' and thrust it into my side : and be not fiuthless, but 
' beUeving.' And Thomas answered and said unto hiiD, 
^ My Lord and my God.' Jesus saith unto him^ ' Thomas, 

* because thou hast seen me, thou hast believed : blessed 
^ are they that have not seen, and yet have believed.' 

And many other signs truly did Jesus in the presence 
of his disciples, which are not written in this book : but 
these are written, that ye might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that belicrving ye mi^t 
have life through his name. 

After these things Jesus showed himself again to ibe 
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disciples at the sea of Tiberias ; and on tliis wise showed 
He himself. There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas called Didymus, and Nathanael of Cana in« 
Qalilee, and the sons of Zebedee, and two other of his 
disciples. Simon Peter saith uAto them, ' I go a fishing.' 
They say unto him, ' We also go with thee.* They went 
forth, and entered into a ship immediately; and that night 
they caught nothing. 

But when the morning was now come, Jesus stood on 
the shore : but the disciples knew not that it was Jesus. 
Then Jesus saith unto them, ^ Children, have ye any m*eat ? ' 
They answered him, 'No.' And He saith unto them, 
' Cast the net on the right side of the ship, and ye shall 
' find.' They cast therefore, and now they were not able 
to draw it for the multitude of fishes. Therefore that 
disciple whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, 'It is the 
' LoBD.' Now when Simon Peter heard that it was the 
LoBD, he girt his fisher's coat unto him, (for he was naked,) 
and did cast himself into the sea. And the other disciples 
came in a little ship ; (for they were not far from land, 
but as it were two hundred cubits,) dragging the net with 
fishes. As soon then as they were come to land, they saw 
a fire of coals there, and fish laid thereon, and bread. 
Jesus saith unto them, ' Bring of the fish which ye hare 
' now caught.' Simon Peter went up, and drew the net 
to land full of great fishes, an hundred and fifty and three: 
and for all there were so many, yet was not the net 
broken. 

Jesus saith unto them, ' Come and dine.' And none of 
the disciples durst ask him, ' Who art Thou 1 ' knowing that 
it was the Lobd. Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and 
giveth them, and fish likewise. This is now the third 
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time that Jesus showed himself to his disciples^ after that 
He was risen from the dead. 

So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, 
' Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me more than these T 
He saith unto him, ' Yea, Lord ; Thou knowest that I 
love thee.' He saith unto him, ^Feed my lambs.' He 
saith to him again the second time, ' Simon, son of Jonas, 

* lovest thou me r He saith unto him, * Yea, Lord ; Thou 

* knowest that I love thee.' He saith unto him, * Feed my 
' sheep.' He saith unto him th€ third time, ' Simon, son 

* of Jonas, lovest thou me 1 ' Peter was grieved because 
He said unto him the third time, 'Lovest thou me 1 ' And 
he said unto him, * Lobd, Thou knowest all things ; Thou 
' knowest that I love thee.* Jesus saith unto him, ' Feed 

* my sheep. Verily, verily, I say unto thee, When thou 
' wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and walkedst whither 
' thou wouldest : but when thou shalt be old, thou shalt 
' stretch forth thy hands, and another shall gird thee, and 

* carry thee whither thou wouldest not.' This spake He, 
signifying by what death he should glorify God. And 
when He had spoken this, He saith unto him, ' Follow 

* me.' 

Then Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom 
Jesus loved, following ; which also leaned on his breast 
at supper, and said, ^ Lord, which is he that betrayeth 
' thee 1 ' Peter seeing him saith to Jesus, ' Lord, and 
' what shall this man do ?' Jesus saith unto him, 'If I 
' will that he tarry till I come, what is that to thee 1 follow 
' thou me.' Then went this saying abroad among the 
brethren^ that that disciple should not die : yet Jesub said 

not unto Mm, * He shall not die •,' "W^., ^lil ^«UI that he 

' tarry till I come, what ia t\i«A to t\xfte^' 
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And He led them out as far as to Bethany, and He 
lifted up his hands, and blessed them. And it came to 
pass, while He blessed them, He was parted from them^ and 
carried up into heaven. And they worshipped him, and 
returned to Jerusalem with great joy : and were continuaUy 
in the temple, praising and blessing God. Amen. 



THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 



And in those days Peter stood up in the midst of the dis- 
ciples, and said, * Men and brethren, this Scripture must 
' needs have been fulfilled, which the Holt Ghost by the 
* mouth of David spake before concerning Judas, which 
' was guide to them that took Jesus. For it is written in 
^ the book of Psalms, '' Let his habitation be desolate, and 
' let no man dwell therein : and his bishopric let another 
' take.'' Wherefore of these men which have companied 
^ with us all the time that the Lord Jesus went in and out 
' among us, beginning from the baptism of John, unto that 
' same day that He was taken up from us, must one be 
' ordained to be a witness with us of his resurrection.' 

And they appointed two, Joseph called Barsabas, who 
was sumamed Justus, and Matthias. And they gave forth 
their lots; and the lot fell upon Matt\im\ ^\n.^ Icl^s^ "^^^ 
numbered with the eleven apostles. 
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And when the day of Pentecost was folly come, they 
were all with one accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
windy and it filled all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them doven tongues like as of 
fire, and it sat upon each of them. And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongueS) as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

And there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, deyout 
men, out of every nation under heaven. Now when this 
was noised abroad, the multitude came together, and were 
confounded, because that every man heard them speak in his 
own language. And they were all amazed and marvelled, 
saying one to another, ' Behold, are not all these which 
' speak Galilaeans ? And how hear we every man in our 
' own tongue, wherein we were bom ? ' And they were all 
amazed, and were in doubt, saying one to another, * What 

* meaneth this 1 ' 

But Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice, and said unto them, ' This is that which was spoken 
' by the prophet Joel : " And it shall come to pass in 
' the last days, saith God, I will pour out of my Spirit 
' upon all flesh : and your sons and your daughters shall 
' prophesy, and your young men shall see visions, and 
' your old men shall dream dreams : and on my servants 
' and on my handmaidens I will pour out in those days of 
' my Spirit ; and they shall prophesy : and it shall come 
' to pass, that whosoever shall call on the name of ilie 
' LoBD shall be saved." 

* Ye men of Israel, hear these words : Jesub of NaEsieUi, 

* a man approved of God among you by miracles and 

* wonders and signs, which God did by him in the midft 
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* of you, as ye yourselves also know : him, being delivered 
' by the detenninate counsel and foreknowledge of God, 

* ye have taken, and by wicked hands have crucified and 

* slain : whom Gob hath raised up, having loosed the 
' pains of death : because it was not possible that He should 
' be holden of it. 

' Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted, and 

* having received of the Father the promise of the Holy 
' Ghost, He hath shed forth this, which ye now see and 
' hear. Therefore let all the house of Israel know assuredly, 
' that God hath made that same Jesus, whom ye have 

* crucified, both Lord and Christ.' 

Now when they heard this, they were pricked in their 
heart, and said, ' Men and brethren, what shall we do T 

Then Peter said unto them, ' Eepent, and be baptized 
< every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ, and ye 
' shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.* 

Then they that gladly received his word were baptized : 
and the same day there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls. ^ 

Now Peter and John went up together into the temple 
at the hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. And a certain 
lame man was laid daily at the gate of the temple which is 
called Beautiful, to ask alms of them that entered into the 
temple ; who seeing Peter and John about to go into the 
temple asked an alms. And Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him with John, said, ' Look on us.' And he gave heed 
unto them, expecting to receive something of tibem. Then 
Peter said, 'Silver and gold have I none; but such as I 
' have give I thee : In the name of Jesus Christ of 
' Nazareth rise up and walk.' And he took him by the 
right hand, and lifted him up : and immediately his fee^ 
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and ancle bones received strengtlL And lie leapin 
stood, and walked, and entered with them into the te 
walking, and leaping, and praising Gk)D. And al 
people saw him walking and praising God : and 
knew that it was he which sat for alms at the Beai 
gate of the temple : and they were filled with wondei 
amazement at that which had happened unto him. 

And as the lame man which was healed held Pete 
John, all the people ran together unto them in the ] 
that is called Solomon's, greatly wondering. And 
Peter saw it, he answered unto the people, * Why n 
' ye at this ? or why look ye so earnestly on us, as tl; 

* by our own power or holiness we had made this nu 

* walk ? The God of our fathers hath glorified his 
' Jesus ; whom ye delivered up, and denied in the 
' sence of Pilate, when he was determined to let hii 
' But ye denied the Holt One and the Just, and d( 
' a murderer to be granted unto you ; and killec 
' Prince of Life, whom God hath raised from the < 

* whereof we are witnesses. And his name through 
' in his name hath made this man strong, whom y 
' and know.* 

And as they spake unto the people, the priests, an 
captain of the temple, and the Sadducees, came 
them, being grieved that they taught the people, 
preached through Jesus the resurrection from the 
And they laid hands on them, and put them in hold 
the next day : for it was now eventida Howbeit : 
of them which heard the word believed ; and the nv 
of the men was about five thousand. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that their r 
and elderS; were gathered together at Jerusalem. 
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vrhen they had set them in the midst, they asked, ^ By 
' what power, or by what name, have ye done this 1 ' 
Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them, ' Ye rulers of the people, and elders of Israel, 
' if we this day be examined of the good deed done 
^ to the impotent man, by what means he is made 

* whole ; be it known unto you all, that by the name 

* of Jesus Chbist of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom 
' God raised from the dead, even by him doth this 
' man stand here before you whole. Neither is there 
^ salvation in any other : for there is none other name 
' under heaven giv^ among men, whereby we must be 

* saved.' 

Now when they saw the boldness of Peter and John, 
and perceived that they were unlearned and ignorant men, 
they marvelled ; and they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus. And beholding the man 
which was healed standing with them, they could say 
nothing against it. But when they had commanded them 
to go aside out of the council, they conferred among them- 
selves, saying, ^ What shall we do to these men 1 for that 
' indeed a notable miracle hath been done by .them is 
^ manifest to all them that dwell in Jerusalem ; and we 
' cannot deny it. But that it spread no further among 
^ the people, let us straitly threaten them, that they speak 
' henceforth to no man in this name.' And they called 
them, and commanded them not to speak at all nor teach 
in the name of Jesus. 

But Peter and John answered, ' Whether it be right in 

* the sight of God to hearken unto you more than unto 
' God, judge ye. For we cannot but. speak the things 

* which we have s^en and heard.' So when they had 
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farther threatened them, they let them go, finding nothing 
how they might pnnish them, because of the people : for 
all men glorified GrOD for that which was done. For the 
man was above forty years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was showed. 

And being let go, they went to their own company, and 
when they had prayed, the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they were all filled with 
the Holt Ghost, and they spake the word of Qod with 
boldness. 

And the multitude of them that believed were of one 
heart : neither said any of them that aught he possessed 
was his own ; but they had all things common. Neither 
was there any among them that lacked : for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses sold them, and brought 
the prices of the things sold, and laid them at^the apostles' 
feet : and distribution was made unto eveiy man according 
as he had need. 

And by the hands of the apostles were many signs and 
wonders wrought among the people ; insomuch that they 
brought forth the sick into the streets, and laid them on 
beds and couches, that at the least the shadow of Peter 
passing by might overshadow some of them. There came 
also a multitude out of the cities round about unto Jem- 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them which were vexed 
with unclean spirits : and they were healed every one. 

Then the high priest rose up, and all they that were 
with him, and laid their hands on the apostles, and put 
them in the coiomon prison. But the angel of the LosD 
by night opened the prison doors, and brought them forth, 
and they entered into the temple early u> the morning, 
and tanght But the high priest came, and thejr Hud^ 
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were with Mm, and called the council together, and sent 
to the prison to have them brought. But when the officers 
came, and found them not in the prison, they returned, 
and told, saying, * The prison truly found we shut with 

* all safety, and the keepers standing without before the 
' doors : but when we had opened, we found no man 

* within.' Now when the high priest and the captain of 
the temple and the chief priests heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this would grow. Then came 
one and told them, saying, ' Behold, the men whom ye 

* put in prison are standing in the temple, and teaching 

* the people.' 

Then went the captain with the officers, and brought 
them without violence : for they feared the people, lest 
they should have been stoned. And when they had 
brought them, they set them before the council : and the 
high priest asked them, saying, ' Did not we straitly com- 

* mand you that ye should not teach in this name ? and, 

* behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, and 

* intend to bring this man's blood upon us.' 

Then Peter and the other apostles answered and said, 

* We ought to obey God rather than men. The God of 

* our fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged 
' on a tree. Him hath God exalted with his right hand 

* to be a Prince and a Saviour, to give repentance to 
' Israel, and forgiveness of sins. And we are his witnesses 
' of these things ; and so is also the Holt Ghost, whom 
< God hath given to them that obey him.' 

When they heard that, they were cut to the heart, and 
took counsel to slay them. Then stood there np one in 
the council, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a doctor of the 
law, ha^ in reputation among all the people, and oom-^ 
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mandcd to put tho apostles forth a little apace ; and sud 
unto them, ' Ye men of Israel, take heed to yonraelw - 
' what ye intend to do as touching these men ; for if this 
' counsel or this vork be of men, it vill coma to nought: ■'- 
' but if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it ; lest hi^J ' 
' ye bo found even to fight against God.' 

And to him tbey agreed : and when they had oHed 
the apostles, and beaten them, tbey commanded that He; 
should not speak in the name of Jbsus, and let them gt^ 
And they departed from the presence of the comi<Ml, re- 
joicing that they were counted worthy to suffer shame fii 
his name. And daily in tho temple, and in every honw, 
they ceased not to teach and preach Jxsus Ch£IBt. 

And in those days, when the number of the disciplea 
was multiplied, there arose a murmuring of the Gredans 
against the Hebrews, because their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration. Then the twelve called tie 
multitude of the disciples unto them, and said, ' It is not 
' reason that we should leave the word of God, and serre 
' tables. Wherefore, brethren, look ye out among yon 
' seven men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and 
* viadcon, whom we may appoint over this buainesa. But 
Mi will give Duraelves continually to prayer, and to the 
biistry of the word.' And the saying pleased the 
jnle multitude ■. and they chose Stephen, a man full of 
Ti and of the Holt Qaosr, and Hiilip, and Prochoms, 
hKicanor, and Timon, and Farmenas, and Nicolas a 
yte of Antioch : whom they set before the aposUea: 
a they bad prayed, they laid their handp on them. 
I the word of Ood increased ; and the number of 
laolp lee m ultiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a grest 
sicsts were obedient to the faith. 
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And Stephen, full of faith and power, did great wonders 
uid miracles among the people. Then there arose certain 
of a synagogue, disputiiig with Stephen. And they were 
not able to resist the wisdom and the spirit by which he 
spake. Then they suborned men, which said, ' We have 
' heard him speak blasphemous words against Moses, and 
^ against Gk)D.' And they stirred up the people, and the 
elders, and the scribes, and came upon him, and caught 
him, and brought him to the council, and set up £aJse 
witnesses, which said, 'This man ceaseth not to speak 
' blasphemous words against this holy place, and the law : 
' for we have have heard him say, that this Jesus of 
' Nazareth shall destroy this place, and shall change the 
' customs which Moses delivered us.' And all that sat in 
the council, looking stedfastly on him, saw his face as it had 
been the face of an angel. 

Then said the high priest, ' Are these things so ) ' Then 
Stephen began to upbraid the council, and to charge them 
with continuing in the unbelieving ways of their fathers, 
and concluded, saying — 

* Te stifi&iecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, ye 

* do always resist the Holy Ghost : as your fathers did, 
^ so do ye. Which of the prophets have not your fathers 
' persecuted 1 and they have slain them which showed 

* before of the coming of the Just One ; of whom ye 

* have been now the betrayers and murderers.' 

When they heard these things, they were cut to the 

heart, and they gnashed on him with their teetL But 

he, being filled with the Holy Ghost, looked up sted&stly 

into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jbsub stand* 

ing on the right hand of God, and said, ^ Beholdi I see 

' the heavens opened, and the Son of Man standiDig on 
m. Q ji

' the right hand of God.* Then they cried out with a 
loud voice, and stopped their ears, and ran npon him with 
one accord, and cast him out of the city, and stoned him : 
and the witnesses laid down their clothes at a young man's 
feet, whose name was Saul. And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon God, and saying, ' Lord Jbsus, receive my 
* spirit.* And he kneeled down, and cried with a loud 
voice, ' Lord, lay not this sin to their charge.' And when 
he had said this, he fell asleep. 

And at that time there was a great persecution against 
the church which was at Jerusalem ; and they were all 
scattered abroad throughout the regions of Judaea and 
Samaria, except the apostles. And devout men carried 
Stephen to his burial, and made great lamentation over 
him. As for- Saul, he made havoc of the church, entering 
into every house, and haling men and women, committed 
them to prison. Therefore they that were scattered abroad 
went every where preaching the word. 

And Saul, yet breathing out threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples, went unto the high priest, and desired 
of him letters to Damascus to the synagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, whether they were men or women, 
he might bring them bound unto Jerusalem. And as he 
journeyed, he came near Damascus : and suddenly there 
shined round about him a light from heaven : and he fell 
to the earth, and heard a voice saying unto hii:n — 

' Saul, Saul, why penecutest thou me 7 * 

And he said, 'Who art Thou, Lord?' And the Lobd 

said — 

' X am JEBtS whom thou pemecntfrt : it ta harAfBr thio to 
' Jdalcagalast the pricks.^ 
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And he trembling and astonished said, ' Lord, what wilt 
' Thou have me to do ] ' And the Lord said unto him — 

' Arise, and go into the dty, and it sliall be told thee what 
' thou must do.' 

And the men which journeyed with him stood speechless, 
hearing a voice, but seeing no man. And Saul arose from 
the earth ; and when his eyes were opened, he saw no 
man : but they led him by the hand, and brought him 
into Damascus. And he was three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor drink. 

And there was a certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias ; and to him said the Lord in a vision — 

' Arise, and go into the street which is called Straight, and 
'inquire in the house of Judas for one called Saul, of 
' Tarsus : for, behold, he prayeth, and hath seen in a vision 

* a man named Ananias coming in, and putting his hand on 
' him, that he might receive his sight.' 

Then Ananias answered, ' Lord, I have heard by many of 
< this man, how much evil he hath done to thy saints at 
' Jerusalem : and here he hath authority from the chief 
' priests to bind all that call on thy name.' But the Lord 
said unto, him — 

* Go thy way : for he is a chosen vessel unto me^ to bear 
< my name before the Gentiles, and kings, and the Children 

* of Israel : for I will show him how great things he must 
' suffer for my name's sake.' 

And Ananias went his way, and entered into the house; 
and putting his hands on him said, 'Brother Saul, the 
' Lord that appeared unto thee in the way, has sent me^ 
' that thou mightest receive thy sight, and be filled witii 
' the Holy Ghost.* And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been scales : and he received sight fortbwiik 
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and arose, and was baptized. And when he had xeceiyed 
meat, he was strengthened 

And after that i^any days were fulfilled, the Jews took 
counsel to kill him : bat their laying await was known of 
Saul. And they watched the gates day and night to kill 
him. Then the disciples took him by ni^t^ and let him 
down by the wall in a basket. 

And when Saul was come to Jemsalem, he assayed to 
join himself to the disciples : but they were all a&aid of 
him, and believed not that he was a disciple. But Barnabas 
took him, and brought him to the apostles^ and declared 
unto them how he had seen the Lobd in the way, and that 
he had spoken to him, and how he had preached boldly at 
Damascus in the nMne of Jesus. And he was with them 
coming in and going out at JerusalenL And he spake 
boldly in the name of the Lobd Jesus, and disputed 
against the Grecians : but they went about to slay him. 
Which when the brethren knew, they brought him down 
to Ceesarea, and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

And it came to pass, as Peter passed throughout all 
quarters, he came down to Joppa. And it came to pass, 
that he tarried many days in Joppa with one Simon a 
tanner. 

There was a certain man in Csesarea called Cornelius, a 
centurion of the Italian band, that feared God with all his 
house, and prayed to God alway. He saw in a vision, 
about the ninth hour of the day, an angel of QoD coming 
in to him, and saying unto him, ' Cornelius.* And when 
he looked on him, he was afraid, and said, 'What is it, 
' Lord 1 ' And he said unto him, ^ Thy prayers and thine 
' alms are come up for a memorial before Gk)D. And now 
^Bend men to Joppa, and call for one Simon, whose sur- 
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' name is Peter : he lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, 

* whose house is by the sea-side : he shall tell thee what thou 

* oughtest to do.' And when the angel which spake unto 
Cornelius was departed, he called two of his household 
servants, and a devout soldier of them that waited on him 
continually; and when he had declared all these things 
unto them, he sent them to Joppa. 

On the morrow, as they went on their journey, and 
drew nigh unto the city, Peter went up upon the housetop 
to pray about the sixth hour : and he became very hungry, 
and would have eaten : but while they made ready, he fell 
into a trance, and saw heaven opened, and a certain vessel 
descending unto him, as it had been a great sheet knit at 
the four corners, and let down to the earth : wherein were 
all manner of fourfooted beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of the air. And 
there came a voice to him, 'Bise, Peter; kill, and eat' 
But Peter said, ' Not so, Lord ; for I have never eaten any 

* thing that is common or unclean.' And the voice spake 
unto him again the second time, ' What Ood hath cleansed, 

* that call not thou common.' This was done thrice : and 
the vessel was received up again into heaven. 

Now while Peter doubted in himself what this vision 
which he had seen should mean, behold, the men which 
were sent from Cornelius had made inquiry for Simon's 
house, and stood before the gate, and asked whether Simon, 
which was sumamed Peter, were lodged there. While 
Peter thought on the vision, the Spirit said unto him,. 
' Behold, three men seek thee. Arise therefore, and get 
' thee down, and go with them, doubting nothing: fori 
' have sent them.' Then Peter went down to the men, and^ 
said, ' Behold, I am he whom ye seek : what is the oam^ 
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' wherefore ye are come t ' And they Boidy ' Comeliiis the 
^ centurion, a just man, and one that feareth God, and of 
' good report among all the nation of the Jews, was warned 

* from God by an holy angel to send for thee into Ids 

* house, and to hear words of thee.' Then called he them 
in, and lodged them. 

And on the morrow Peter went away with them, and 
certain brethren from Joppa accompanied him. And the 
morrow after they entered into Csesarea. And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called together his kinsmen and 
near friends. And as Peter was coming in, Cornelius met 
him, and fell down at his feet^ and worshipped him But 
Peter took him up, saying, ^ Stand up ; I myself also am a 
' man.' 

And as Peter spake, the Holy Ghost feU on all them 
which heard the word. Then answered Peter, * Can any 
^ man forbid water, that these should not be baptized, 
' which have received the Holy Ghost as well as we T 
And he commanded them to bei baptized in the name of 
the Lord. Then prayed they him to tarry certain days. 

And the apostles and brethren that were in Judaea 
heard that the Gentiles had also received the word of 
God. And when Peter was come up to Jerusalem, they 
that were of the circumcision contended with him^ saying, 
' Thou wentest in to men undrcumcised, and didst eat jnth 
' them.' But Peter rehearsed the matter from the begin- 
ning, and expounded it by order unto them, which when 
they heard, tiiey held their peace, and glorified God, say- 
ing, ' Then hath God also to the Gentiles granted repent- 
* ance unto life.' 

Now they which were scattered abroad upon the perse- 
dftioff ibat arose about Stephen, came to Antioch preach- 
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ing the Lord Jesus, and the hand of the Lord was with 
them : and a great number believed, and turned unto the 
Lord. Then tidings of these things came unto the ears 
of the church which was in Jerusalem : and they sent 
forth Barnabas, that he should go as far as Antioch. Who, 
when he came, exhorted them all, that with purpose of 
heart they would cleave unto the Lord. For he was a 
good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith : and 
much people was added unto the Lord. 

Then departed Barnabas to Tarsus, to seek Saul : and 
when he had found him, he brought him unto Antioch. 
AAd it came to pass, that a whole year they assembled 
themselves with the church, and taught much people. 
And the disciples were called Christians first in Antioch. 

As they ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Qhost said, ' Separate m^ Barnabas and Saul for the work 
* whereunto I have called them.' And when they had 
fasted and prayed, and laid their hands on them, they sent 
them away. 

So they, being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, departed 
unto Seleucia; and from thence they sailed to Cyprus. 
And when they were at Salamis, they preached the word 
of God in the synagogues of the Jews : and they had also 
John Mark to their minister. And when they had gone 
through the isle unto Faphos, they found a certain 
sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose name was Bar-jesns: 
which was with the deputy of the country, Sergius Paulas, 
a prudent man ; who called for Barnabas and Saul, and 
desired to hear the word of God. But the sorcerer iritlu^ 
stood them, seeking to turn away the deputy from ftM^ 
faith. Then Saul, (who also is called Paul,) filled with 
H01.Y Ghost, set his eyes on him, and said, ' foil 
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* >;\'^t.:ty ,v.>.\ aV. mischief, thou child of the devil, tiwa 
' rr, ..\> ,>f ;,.' r.^V.:cs>usucs5, wilt thou not cease to perrert 
' i:., r,K>.: ^^.iN^ ^f the LoED? And now, behold, tbe 
^ ■• .\ . : :>.:* \ v^Ki> is uixMi thee, and thou shalt be blind, 
V,. ; >.\ .'..v :V.i^ >',v.^. tVr a season.' And immediately there 
I,., o'.i i.'.in ;'. iv.ijit Ami a darkness; and he went about 
N,^-k;..*; >ov/,o :v> '.ea.i him by the hand. Then the deputy, 
w/.rv. *;o naw whit w.*ks done, believed, being astonished at 

N.^w wV.en IViu! juiil his company loosed from Paphos, 
thev 0,1 iw 1.^ IVri:^ in Pamphylia: and John departing 
fn^v.i Tlie:« ri^:v*nu\l :c» Jerusalem. * 

r»a: Nvhon they doiwted from Perga, they came to 
Aiiiiv-vh in Tii^ixM;!, ar.d went into the synagogue on the 
Sabbaih-xi.*Y» ai:.i t.iv.»:ht. And the next Sabbath-day came 
almost the wliole citv toi^'ther to hear the word of GoD. 
But when the Jews s:iw the multitudes, they were filled 
ynih envy, and spake against those things which were 
Kpoken by Paul, contradicting and blaspheming. Then 
J'iiul and Barnabas waxed bold, and said, * It was neces- 
' uary that the word of God should first have been spoken to 

* you : but seeing ye put it from you, and judge yourselves 

* unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 
' JV/f Ko liath the Lord commanded us, saying, " I have set 
' iUhf. to Ui a light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be 
' for «aIv;itio« unto the ends of the earth.'*' 

Awl wImju the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and 
ilhttUM tho word of the Lord : and as many as were 
imhiUM to eternal life believed. And the word of the 
\tttittf WitH publi»hcd throughout all the region. But the 
^U'.wi^ Mtirrcd up the devout and honourable women, and 
tlio cliicf men of the city, and raised persecution against 
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Paul and Barnabas^ and expelled them out of their coasts. 
But they shook off the dust of their feet against them^ 
and came unto Iconium. And the disciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

And it came to pass in Iconium, that they went both to- 
gether into the synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, that a 
great multitude both of the Jews and also of the Greeks be- 
lieved. But the unbelieving Jews stirred up the Gentiles, and 
made their minds evil affected against the brethren. And 
when there was an assault made both of the Gentiles, and 
also of the Jews with their rulers, to use them despitefuUy, 
and to stone them, they were aware of it, and fled unto 
Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and unto the region 
that lieth round about : and there they preached the Gospel 

And there sat a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his 
feet, who never had walked : the same heard Paul speak : 
who stedfastly beholding him, and perceiving that he had 
faith to be healed, said with a loud voice, ' Stand upright 
' on thy feet' And he leaped and walked. And when 
the people saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Lycaonia, *The gods are 
* come down to us in the likeness of men.' And they 
called Barnabas Jupiter, and Paul Mercurius, because he 
was the chief speaker. Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen and garlands unto 
the gates, and would have done sacrifice with the people. 
Which when the apostles^ Barnabas and Paul, heard of^ 
they rent their clothes, and ran in among the people, cry- 
ing out, and saying, *Sirs, why do ye these things? Wp 
^ also are men of like passions with you, and preach tmto 
^ you that ye should turn from these vanities unto tho 
' living God, which made heaven^ and earth, and the sea, and^ 
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' all things tliat are therein : Who in times past suffered 
* all nations to walk in their own ways. Nevertheless He 
' left not himself without witness, in that He did good, 
' and gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful seasons, filling 
' our hearts with food and gladness.' And with these say- 
ings scarce restrained they the people, that they had not 
done sacrifice unto them. 

And there came thither certain Jews from Antioch and 
Iconium, who persuaded the people, and, having stoned 
Paul, drew him out of the city, supposing he had been 
dead. Howbeit, as the disciples stood round about him, 
he rose up, and came into the city. 

And the next day he departed with Barnabas to Derbe. 
And when they had preached the Gospel to that city, and 
had taught many, they returned again to Lystra, and to 
Iconium, and Antioch, confirming the souls of the disciples, 
and exhorting them to continue in the faith, and that we 
must through much tribulation enter into the kingdom of 
QoD. And when they had ordained them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with fasting, they commended 
them to the Lokd, on whom they believed. And after 
they had passed throughout Fisidia, they came to Pam- 
phylia. And when they had preached the word in Perga, 
they went down into Attalia : and thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recommended to the grace of 
God for the work which they fulfilled. 

And when they were come, and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearsed all that God had done with them, 
and how Hb had opened the door of faith unto the Gentiles. 
And there they abode long time with the disciples. 

And certain men which came down from Jud»a taught 
the brethren^ and said, ^ Except ye be circmnoised after the 
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' manner of Moses^ ye cannot be saved.' When therefore 
Paul and Barnabas had no small dissension -and disputa- 
tatioA with them, they determined that Paul and Barnabas, 
and certain other of them, should go up to Jerusalem unto 
the apostles and elders about this question. And being 
brought on their way by the church, they passed through 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring the conversion of the 
Gentiles : and they caused great joy unto all the brethren. 
And when they were come to Jerusalem, they were received 
of the church, and of the apostles and elders, and they 
declared all things that God had done with them. 

And the apostles and elders came together to consider 
of this matter. 

Then pleased it the apostles and elders, with the whole 
church, to send chosen men of their own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Judas sur- 
named Bars^bas, and Silas, chief men among the brethren: 
and they wrote letters by them after this manner : * The 
' apostles and elders and brethren send greeting unto the 
^ brethren which are of the Gentiles in Antioch and Syria 
^ and Cilicia : forasmuch as we have heard, that certain 

* which went out from us have troubled you with words, 

* subverting your souls, saying, " Ye must be circumcised, 
' and keep the law : " to whom we gave no such command- 
^ ment : it seemed good unto us, being assembled with one 
' accord, to send chosen men unto you with our beloved 
' Barnabas and Paul, men that have hazarded their lives 
< for the name of our Lobd Jesus Christ. Wq have sent 
^ therefore Judas and Silas, who shall also tell you the 

* same things by moutL For it seemed good to the Holt 

* Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no greater burden than 

* these necessary thin^; that ye abstain from meats ofiered 
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* to idols, and from blood ; from wliich if ye keep yonr- 

* selTCfl^ ye shall do welL Fare ye welL' 

So when they were dismised, they came to Antioch: 
and when they had gathered a multitade together, they 
delivered the epistle : which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. 

And some days after Paol said onto Barnabas, ^ Let us 
' go again and yisat onr brethren in every city where we 
< have preached the word of the Lord, and see how they 
' do.' And Barnabas determined to take with them John, 
whose surname was Mark. Bat Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed from them from Pam- 
phylia, and went not with them to the work. And the 
contention was so sharp between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other : and so Barnabas took Mark, 
and sailed unto Cyprus; and Paul chose Silas, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren unto the grace of 
God. 

And he went through Syria and Cilicia) confirming the 
churches. Then came he to Derbe and Lystra : and a 
certain disciple was there, named Timotheus, which was 
well reported of by the brethren that were at Lystra and 
Iconium. Him would Paul have to go forth with him. 

Now when they had gone throughout Phrygia and the 
region of Qalatia, and passiug by Mysia^ were come down 
to Troas, a vision . appeared to Paul in the night; There 
stood a man of Macedonia^ and prayed him, saying, ^Corne 
' over into Macedonia, and help us.' And after he had 
seen the vision, immediately we endeavoured to go into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that the Lobd had called 
us for to preach the Qospel unto them. 

Therefore loosing from Troas, we came with a strai^t

course to Samothracia, and the next day to ^eapolis ; and 
from thence to Philippi, which is the chief city of that part 
of Macedonia, and a colony. And we were in that city 
abiding certain days. 

And it came to pass, as we went to prayer, a certain 
damsel possessed with a spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by soothsaying : the same 
followed Paul and us, and cried, saying, * These men are the 

* servants of the most high God, which show unto us the 

* way of salvation.' And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said to the spirit, * I com- 

* mand thee in the name of Jesus Christ to come out of 
' her.' And he came out the same hour. 

And when her masters saw that the hope of their gains 
was gone, they caught Paul and Silas, and drew them into 
the market-place, unto the rulers, and brought them to the 
magistrates, saying, * These men, being Jews, do exceed- 
' ingly trouble our city, and teach customs, which are not 

* lawful for us to receive, neither to observe, being Komans.' 
And the multitude rose up together against them : and the 
magistrates rent off their clothes, and commanded to beat 
them. And when they had laid many stripes upon them, 
they cast them into prison, charging the jailor to keep them 
safely : who, having received such a charge, thrust them 
into the inner prison, and made their feet fjEist in the 
stocks. 

And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang 
praises unto Qod : and the prisoners heard them. And 
suddenly there was a great earthquake, so that the founda- 
tions of the prison were shaken : and immediately aU the 
doors were opened, and every one's bands were looBed. 
And the keeper of the prison awaking out of his Bleeps 
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seeing the prison doors open, drew oat his sword, and 
would have killed himself, supposing that the prisoners 
had fled. But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, * Do 
' thyself no harm : for we are all here.' Then he called 
for a light, and sprang in, and came trembling and fell 
down before Paul and Silas, and brought them out, and 
said, * Sirs, what must I do to be saved f ' And they said, 
' Believe on the Lobd Jesus Chbist, and thou shalt be 
' saved, and thy house.' And they spake imto him the 
word of the Lobd, and to all that were in his house. And 
he took them the same hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, straightway. 
And when he had brought them into his house, he set 
meat before them, and rejoiced, believing in God with all 
his house. 

And when it was day, the magistrates sent the seijeants, 
saying, ^Let those men go.' And the keeper of the 
prison told this saying to Paul, ^The magistrates have 
* sent to let you go : now therefore depart, and go in 
' peace.' But Paul said unto them, ^ They have beaten us 
' openly uncondemned, being Romans, and have cast us 
' into prison ; and now do they thrust ns out privily ? nay 
' verily ; but let them come themselves and fetch us out.' 
And the seijeants told these words imto the magistrates : 
and they feared, when they heard that they were Romans. 
And they came and besought them, and brought them out, 
and desired them to depart out of the city. And they 
went out of the prison; and when they had seen the 
brethren, they comforted them, and departed. 

Now when they had passed through Amphipolis and 

Apollonia, they came to Thessalonica^ where was a syna- 

£ogae of the Jews : and P«qV) «a bi« manner was; went in 
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unto them, and three Sabbath-days reasoned with them out 
of the Scriptures, opening and alleging, that Christ must 
needs have suffered, and risen again from the dead ; and 
that this Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is Christ. And 
some of them believed, and consorted with Paul and Silas; 
and of the devout Greeks a great multitude, and of the 
chief women not a few. 

But the Jews which believed not, moved with envy, 
took unto them certain lewd fellows of the baser sort, and 
set all the city on an uproar, and assaulted the house of 
Jason, and sought to bring them out to the people. And 
when they found them not, they drew Jason and certain 
brethren unto the rulers of the city, crying, * These that 

* have turned the world upside down are come hither also; 
^ whom Jason hath received : and these all do contrary to 

* the decrees of Caesar, saying that there is another Mng, 
^ one Jesus.' And they troubled the people and the rulers 
of the city, when they heard these things. And when 
they had taken security of Jason, and of the other, they 
let them go. 

And the brethren immediately sent away Paul and Silas 
by night unto Berea : who coming thither went into the 
synagogue of the Jews. But when the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica had knowledge that the word of God was preached 
of Paul at Berea, tiiey came thither also, and stirred up 
the people. And then immediately the brethren sent 
away Paul to go as it were to the sea : but Silas and 
Timotheus abode there still. And they that conducted 
Paul brought him unto Athens : and receiving a com* 
mandment unto Silas and Timotheus to come to liim iritli 
all speed, they departed. 

Now while Paul waited for them at Athens^ hiS|j 
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was stirred in him, when he saw the city wholly ^ven 1., 
to idolatry. Therefore disputed he daily with them |i] 
that met with him. Then certain philosophers of the 
Epicureans, and of the Stoics, encountered him. And 
they took him, and brought him unto Areopagus, saying, 
May we know what this new doctrine^ whereof thou 
speakest, is ? ' 

Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars' Hill, and said, 
Ye men of Athens, I perceiTe that in all things ye are 
too superstitious. For as I passed by, and beheld your 
devotions, I found an altar with this inscription. To the 
Unkkown God. Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, 
him declare I unto you. God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that He is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands ; neither 
is worshipped with men's hands, as though He needed 
any thing, seeing He giveth to all life, and breath, and 
all things ; and hath made of one blood all nations of 
men to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath deter- 
mined the times before appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation; that they should seek the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and find him, though 
He be not far from every one of us : for in him we live, 
and move, and have our being ; as certain also of your 
own poets have said, *'For we are also his ofi&pring.'' 
Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought 
not to think that the 'Godhead is like unto gold* or 
silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device. And 
the times of this ignorance God winked at j but now 
commandeth all men every where to repent : because He 
hath appointed a day, in the which He will judge the world 
'in righteousnesa by that man whom He hath ordained ; 
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* whereof He hath given assurance unto all men, in that 

* He hath raised him from the dead.' 

And when they heard of the resurrection of the dead, 
some mocked : and others said, * We will hear thee again 

* of this matter.' So Paul departed from among them. 
Howbeit certain men clave unto him, and believed : 
among the which was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
woman named Damaris, and others with them. 

After these things Paul departed from Athens, and 
came to Corinth ; and found a certain Jew named Aquila, 
bom in Pontus, lately come from Italy, with his wife 
Priscilla ; (because that Claudius had commanded all Jews 
to depart from Rome :) and came unto them. And 
because he was of the same craft, he abode with them, 
and wrought: for by their occupation they were tent- 
makers. And he reasoned in the synagogue every Sabbath, 
and persuaded the Jews and the Greeks. And when Silas 
and Timotheus were come, Paul was pressed in the spirit, 
and testified to the Jews that Jesus was Christ. 

And when they opposed themselves, and blasphemed, 
he shook his raiment, and said unto them, * Your blood be 

* upon your own heads ; I am clean : from henceforth I 

* will go unto the Gentiles.' And he departed thence, 
and entered into a certain man's house, named Justus, one 
that worshipped God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. And Crispus, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, believed on the Lord with all his house j and many 
of the Corinthians hearing believed, and were baptized. 
Then spake the Lord to Paul in the night by a vision — 

( Be not afraid, but speak, and hold not thy paaoe : fixr X 

' am with thee, and no man BhaU set on thee to hurt tbmn 

* for I have much peoide in this eity*' 

III. "« 
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\iA Le c-ntir.ne-l tl:-;^? a vcvvr aaJ six months, teaching

• fKjrhuadjth men to Trorsl:^ God contrary to the law.' 
And when Paul \ras n.^xr aKv,:: to open his mouth, Gallio 
said nnto the Jews. * If i: were a matter of wrong; or 

• wicked lewdness. O ye Jew?, reason would that I should 

• bear with you : but if it be a question of words and 

• names, and of your law. look ye to it : for I will be no 

• judge of such matters.' And he drave them from the 
judgment seat Then all the Greeks took Sosthenes, the 
chief ruler of the synagogue, and beat him before the 
judgment seat. And Gallio cared for none of those 
things. 

And Paul after this tarried there yet a good while, and 
then took his leave of the brethren, and sailed thence into 
Syria, and with him Priscilla and Aquila ; having shorn 
his head in Cenchrea : for he had a vow. And he came 
to lC[)he8Us, and left them there : but he himself entered 
into the synagogue, and reasoned with the Jews. When 
thoy dosircd him to tarry longer time with them, he con- 
Hfititnd not ; but bade them farewell, saying, * I must by 
' all moans keep this feast that cometh in Jerusalem : bat 
' T will return again unto you, if God will' And he 
sailed from Ephesus. And when he had landed at 
Crosaroa, and gone up, and saluted the church, he went 
down to Antioch. And after he had spent some time there, 
he departed, and went over all the country of Qalatia 
and Phiygia in order, strengthening all the disciples. 

After these things Panl purposed in the spirit, when 
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he had passed through Macedonia and Achaia, to go to 
Jerusalem, saying, * After I have been there, I must also 

* see Rome.' So he sent into Macedonia two of them that 
ministered unto him, Timotheus and Erastus ; but he him- 
self stayed in Asia for a season. 

And the same time there arose no small stir about that 
way. For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, 
which made silver shrines for Diana, brought no small gain 
unto the craftsmen; whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, * Sirs, ye know that 

* by this craft we have our wealth. Moreover ye see and 
' hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout 

* all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned away much 
' people, saying that they be no gods, which are made with 

* hands : so that not only this our craft is in danger to be 
' set at nought ; but also that the temple of the great 
' goddess Diana should be despised, and her magnificence 
' should be destroyed, whom all Asia and the world 

* worshippeth.' 

And when they heard these sayings, they were ftdl of 
wrath, and cried out, saying, 'Great is Diana of the 

* Ephesians.* And the whole city was filled with con- 
fusion : and having caught Gains and Anstarchus, men of 
Macedonia, PauVs companions in travel, they rushed with 
one accord into the theatre. And when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, the disciples suffered him not. 
And certain of the chief of Asia, which were his friends, 
sent unto him, desiring him that he would not adventure 
himself into the theatre. Some therefore cried one tMng, 
and some another : for the assembly was confased ; aod 
the more part knew not wherefore they were come togel 
And they drew Alexander out of the multitude, the.,j 



ethet 
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putting him forward. And Alexander beckoned with the 
hand, and would have made his defence unto the people. 
But when they knew that he was a Jew, all with one voice 
about the space of two hours cried out^ ' Great is Diana of 
' the Ephesians.' 

And when the town-clerk had appeased the people, he 
said, * Ye men of Ephesus, what man is there that knoweth 
not how that the city of the Ephesians is a worshipper of 
the^reat goddess Diana, and of the image which fell down 
from Jupiter 1 Seeing then that these things cannot be 
spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, and to do nothing 
rashly. For ye have brought hither these men, which 
are neither robbers of churches, nor yet blasphemers of 
your goddess. Wherefore if Demetrius, and the crafts- 
men which are with him, have a matter against any man, 
the law is open, and there are deputies : let them implead 
one another. But if ye inquire anything concerning 
other matters, it shall be determined in a lawful assembly. 
For we are in danger to be called in question for this 
day's uproar, there being no cause whereby we may give 
an account of this concourse.' And when he had thus 
spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 

And after the uproar was ceased, Paul called unto him 
the disciples, and embraced them, and departed to go into 
Macedonia. And when he had gone over those parts, and 
had given them much exhortation, he came into Greece, 
and there abode three months. And when the Jews laid 
wait for him, as he was about to sail into Syria, he pur- 
posed to return through Macedonia. And we sailed away 
from Philippi after the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto Troas in five days; where we abode seven 
days. 
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And from thence he sent to Ephesus, and called the 
elders of the church. And when they wei*e come to 
him, he said unto them, *Ye know, from the first day 
that I came into Asia, after what manner I have been 
with you at all seasons, serving the Lobd with all 
humility of mind, and with many tears, and temptations, 
which befell me by the lying in wait of the Jews : and 
how I kept back nothing that was profitable unto you, 
but have showed you, and have taught you publicly, and 
from house to house, testifying both to the Jews, and 
also to the Greeks, repentance toward God, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ. And now, behold, I go 
bound in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things 
that shall befall me there : save that the Holt Ghost 
witnesseth in every city, saying that bonds and afilictions 
abide me. But none of these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, so that I might finish 
my course with joy, and the ministry, which I have 
received of the LpRD Jesus, to testify the Gospel of the 
grace of God. And now, behold, I know that ye all, 
among whom I have gone preaching the kingdom of GoD, 
shall see my face no more. Wherefore I take you to 
record this day, that I am pure from the blood of all 
men. For I have not shunned to declare unto you all 
the counsel of Gk)D. Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the which the Holt 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the chnrch of 
God, which He hath purchased with his own blood. For 
I know this, that after my departing shall men ariae, 
speaking perverse things, to draw away diflciples after 
them. Therefore watch, and remember, that by tl^ 
space of three years I ceased not to warn every Q^f 
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* night and day with tears. And now, brethren, I 

* commend you to God, and to the word of his grace, 

* which is able to build you up, and to give you an 
^ inheritance among all them which are sanctified. I have 

* coveted no man's silver, or gold, or apparel Yea, ye 
^ yourselves know, that these hands have ministered unto 
^ my necessities, and to them that were with ma I have 

* showed you all things, how that so labouring ye ought 

* to support the weak, and to remember the words of the 

* Lord Jesus, how He said, " It is more blessed to give 

* than to receive." ' 

And when he had spoken, he kneeled down, and prayed 
with them all. And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul's 
neck, and kissed him, sorrowing most of all for the words 
which he spake, that they should see his face no more. 
And they accompanied him unto the ship. 

And when we had finished our course by Tyre, we 
came imto Caesarea, and we entered into the house of 
Philip the evangelist, which was one of the seven ; and 
abode with him. And the same man had four daughters, 
virgins, which did prophesy. And as we tarried there 
many days, there came down from Judaea a certain prophet, 
named Agabus. And when he was come unto us, he took 
Paul's girdle, and bound his own hands and feet, and said, 

* Thus saith the Holy Ghost, " So shall the Jews at Jeru- 
' salem bind the man that owneth this girdle, and shall 
' deliver him into the hands of the Gentiles.'' * And when 
we heard these things, both we, and they of that place, 
besought him not to go up to Jerusalem. Then Paul 
answered, ' What mean you to weep and to break mine 
' heart ? for I am ready not to be bound only, but also to 

^die st Jeraaalem for the nam« of the Lobd Jesub.' And 
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when he would not be persuaded, wo ceased, saying, ' The 

* will of tlie LoiiD be done.' 

And when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren 
received us ghully. And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto James ; and all the elders were present. And 
when he had saluted them, he declared particularly what 
things God had wrought among the Gentiles by his min- 
istry. And when they heard it, they glorified the "Lord, 
and said unto him, ' Thou seest, brother, how many thou- 

* sands of Jews there are which believe ; and they are 
' all zealous of the law : and they are informed of thee, 
' that thou t cache st all the Jews which are among the 
^ Gentiles to forsake Moses, saying that they ought not 
' to circumcise their children, neither to walk after the 
' customs. What is it therefore ? the multitude must needs 

* come together : for they will hear that thou art come. 
^ Do therefore this that we say to thee : We have four men 

* which have a vow on them ; them take, and purify thy- 
^ self with them, and be at charges with them, that they 
' may shave their heads : and all may know that those 
^ things, whereof they were informed concerning thee, are 
^ nothing ; but that thou thyself also walkest orderly, and 

* keepest the law.' 

Then Paul took the men, and the next day purifying 
himself with them entered into the temple, to signify the 
accomplishment of the days of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for every one of them. 

And when the seven days were almost ended, the Jews 
which were of Asia, when they saw him in the temple^ 
stirred up all the people, and laid hands on him, ciying 
out, * Men of Israel, help : this is the man, that teacheth 
*' all men everywhere against the people, and the law, an^ 
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' this place : and farther brought Greeks also into the 
' temple, and hath polluted this holy place." (For they 
had seen before with him in the city Trophimus an 
Ephesian, whom they supposed that Paul had brought into 
the temple.) And all the city was moved, and the people 
ran together : and they took Paul, and drew him out of 
the temple : and forthwith the doors were shut. 

And as they were about to kill him, tidings came unto 
the chief captain of the band, that all Jerusalem was in 
an uproar. Who immediately took soldiers and centurions, 
and ran down unto them : and when they saw the chief 
captain and the soldiers, they left beating of Paul. Then 
the chief captain came near, and took him, and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains ; and demanded who he 
was, and what he had done. And some cried one thing, . 
some another, among the multitude : and when he could 
not know the certainty for the tumult, he commanded him 
to be carried into the castle. And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne of the soldiers for the 
violence of the people. For the multitude of the people 
followed after, crying, * Away with him.* 

And as Paul was to be led into the castle, he besought 
the chief captain, to suffer him to speak unto the people. 
And when he had given him licence, Paul stood on the 
stairs, and beckoned with the hand unto the people. And 
when there was made a great silence, he spake unto them 
in the Hebrew tongue. 

And they gave him audience for a time, but at length 
lifted up their voices, and said, * Away with such a fellow 
' from the earth : for it is not fit that he shoidd live.' 
And as they cried out, and cast off their clothes, and threw 
dast into the air^ the chief captain commanded him to be 
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brought into the castle^ and bade that he should be 
examined by scourging; that he might know wherefore 
they cried so against him. And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that stood by, * Is it 
^ lawful for you to scourge a man that is a Eoman, and 

* uncondemned 1 ' When the centurion heard that, he went 
and told the chief captain, saying, * Take heed what thou 

* doest : for this man is a Eoman.' Then the chief 
captain came, and said unto him, * Tell me, art thou a 

* Roman 1 ' He said, * Yea.' And the chief captain 
answered, 'With a great sum obtained I this freedom.' 
And Paul said, ^ But I was free bom.' Then straightway 
they departed from him which should have examined him : 
and the chief captain also was afraid^ after he knew that 
he was a Eoman, and because he had bound him. 

On the morrow, because he would have known the 
certainty wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed 
him from his bands, and commanded the chief priests and 
all their counsel to appear, and brought Paul down, and 
set him before them. 

But when Paul perceived that the one part were Sad- 
ducees, and the other Pharisees, he cried out in the 
council, ' Men and brethren, I am a Pharisee, the son of a 
' Pharisee : of the hope and resurrection of the dead I am 
' called in question.' And when he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the Pharisees and the Sadda- 
cees : and the multitude was divided. For the Sadducees 
say that there is no resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit : 
but the Pharisees confess both. And the scribes that 
were of the Pharisees' part arose, and strove, saying, ' We 

* find no evil in this man : but if a spirit or an angel 
' hath spoken to him, let us not fight against QoD,* And 
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when there arose a great dissension, the chief captain, 
fearing lest Paul should have been pulled in pieces of 
them, commanded the soldiers to go down, and to take 
him by force from among them, and to bring him into the 
castle. And the night following the Lord stood by him, 
and said — 

* Be of good cheer, Paul : for as thou liast testified of me in 

* Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness also at Rome.* 

And when it was day, certain of the Jews banded 
together, and bound themselves under a curse, saying that 
they would neither eat nor drink till they had killed Paul 
And they were more than forty which had made this con- 
spiracy. And they came to the chief priests and elders, 
and said, * We have bound ourselves under a great curse, 

* that we will eat nothing until we have slain Paul. Now 

* therefore ye with the council signify to the chief captain 

* that he bring him down unto you to-morrow, as though 

* ye would inquire something more perfectly concerning 

* him : and we, or ever he come near, are ready to kill 

< him.' 

And when the chief captain heard of this, he called unto 

him two centurions, saying, 'Make ready two hundred 

* soldiers to go to Caesarea, and horsemen threescore and 
' ten, and spearmen two hundred, at the third hour of 
' the night ; and provide them beasts, that they may set 

* Paul on, and bring him safe unto Felix the governor.' 

. And when Felix heard Paul, he commanded a centurion 
to keep him, and to let him have liberty, and that he 
should forbid none of his acquaintance to minister or come 
unto him. 
And after certain days, when Felix came with his wife 
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Drusilla, which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Chbist. And as he reasoned 
of righteousness, temperance, and judgment to come, Felix 
trembled, and answered, ^ Go thy way for this time ; 

* when I have a convenient season, I will call for thee.' 
He hoped also that money should have been given him 
of Paul, that he might loose him : wherefore he sent 
for him the oftener, and communed with him. But 
after two years Porcius Festus came into Felix* room : 
and Felix, willing to show the Jews a pleasure, left Paul 
bound. 

Now when Festus was come into the province, after 
three days he ascended from Caesarea to Jerusalem. 

And when he had tarried among them, more than ten 
days, he went down unto Caesarea ; and the next day 
sitting on the judgment seat commanded Paul to be 
brought. And when he was come, the Jews which came 
down from Jerusalem stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against Paul, which they could 
not prove. While he answered for himself, * Neither 
^ against the law of the Jews, neither against the temple, 

* nor yet against Caesar, have I offended any thing at alL' 
But Festus, willing to do the Jews a pleasure, answered 
Paul, and said, * Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and there 
^ be judged of these things before meV Then said Paal| 

* I stand at Caesar's judgment seat, where I ought to be 
< judged : to the Jews have I done no wrong, as thou Yerj 

* well knowest. For if I be an offender, or have com- 
^ mitted any thing worthy of death, I refuse not to die : 
^ but if there be none of these things whereof these aociue 
^ me, no man may deliver me unto them. I appeal tfnto. 

* Caesar.' Then Festus, when he had conferred with th^ 
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council, answered, ' Hast thou appealed unto Csesar ? unto 
^ Caesar shalt thou go.' 

And when it was determined that we should sail into 
Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other prisoners unto 
Julius, a centurion of Augustus' band. And entering into 
^ ship we launched, meaning to sail by the coasts of Asia ; 
and the next day we touched at Sidon. And Julius cour- 
teously entreated Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto 
his friends to refresh himself. And when we had launched 
from thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because the winds 
were contrary. And when we had sailed over the sea of 
Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. 

And there the centurion found a ship of Alexandria 
sailing into Italy ; and he put us therein. And when we 
had sailed slowly many days, and scarce were come over 
against Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we sailed under 
Crete, over against Salmone ; and, hardly passing it, came 
unto a place which is called the Fair Havens ; nigh where- 
unto was the city of Lasea. 

Now when much time was spent, and when sailing was 
now dangerous, because the fast was now already past, 
Paul admonished them, and said unto them, ' Sirs, I 

* perceive that this voyage will be with hurt and much 

* damage, not only of the lading and ship, but also of 

* our lives.' Nevertheless the centurion believed the 
master and the owner of the ship, more than those things 
which were spoken by Paul. And because the haven was 
not commodious to winter in, the more part advised to 
depart thence also, if by any means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter ; which is an haven of Crete, 
and lieth toward the south-west and north-west. 

And when the south wind VAe^r Eoftly, supposing that 
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they had obtained their purpose, loosing thence, they 
sailed close by Crete. But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called Euroclydon. And 
when the ship was caught, and could not bear up into the 
wind, we let her drive. And running under a certain 
island which is called Clauda, we had much work to come 
by the boat : which when they had taken up, they used 
helps, undergirding the ship ; and, fearing lest they should 
fall into the quicksands, strake sail, and so were driven. 
And we being exceedingly tossed with a tempest, the next 
day they lightened the ship ; and the third day we cast 
out with our own hands the tackling of the ship. And 
when neither sun nor stars in many days appeared, and no 
small tempest lay on us, all hope that we should be saved 
was then taken away. 

But after long abstinence Paul stood forth in the midst 
of them, and said, * Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto 

* me, and not have loosed from Crete, to have gained this 

* harm and loss. And now I exhort you to be of good 

* cheer : for there shall be no loss of any man's life among 
' you, but of the ship. For there stood by me this night 

* the angel of God, whose I am, and whom I serve, saying, 

* " Fear not, Paul ; thou must be brought before Csesar : 

* and, lo, God hath given thee all them that sail with 

* thee.'* Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheier : for I believe 
' God, that it shall be even as it was told me. Howbeit 

* we must be cast upon a certain island.' 

But when the fourteenth night was come, as we were 
driven up and down in Adria, about midnight the ship- 
men deemed that they drew near to some country ; and 
sounded, and found it twenty fathoms : and when they 
had gone a little further, they sounded again, and found it 
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fifteen fathoms. Then fearing lest we should have fallen 
upon rocks, they cast four anchors out of the stem, and 
•wished for the day. 

And as the shipmen were about to flee out of the ship, 
when they had let down the boat into the sea, under 
colour as though they would have cast anchors out of the 
foreship, Paul said to the centurion and to the soldiers, 

* Except these abide in the ship, ye cannot be saved.' 
Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, and let her 
fall off. 

And while the day was coming on, Paul besought them 
all to take meat, saying, * This day is the fourteenth day 

* that ye have tarried and continued fasting, having taken 

* nothing. Wherefore I pray you to take some meat : for 

* this is for your health : for there shall not an hair fall 

* from the head of any of you.' And when he had thus 
spoken, he took bread, and gave thanks to God in presence 
of them all : and when he had broken it, he began to eat. 
Then were they all of good cheer, and they also took 
some meat. And we were in all in the ship two hundred 
threescore and sixteen souls. And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the. ship, and cast out the wheat 
into the sea. 

And when it was day, they knew not the land : but 
they discovered a certain creek with a shore, into the 
which they were minded, if it were possible, to thrust in 
the ship. And when they had taken up the anchors, they 
committed themselves unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
bands, and hoisted up the mainsail to the wind, and made 
toward shore. And falling into a place where two seas 
met^ they ran the ship aground ; and the forepart stuck 
fast^ and remained unmoveiblO) but the hinder part was 
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broken with the violence of the waves. And the soldiers' 
counsel was to kill the i)risoners, lest any of them should 
swim out, ^nd escape. But the centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose ; and commanded that 
they which could swim should cast themselves first into 
the sea, and get to land : and the rest, some on boards, 
and some on broken pieces of the ship. And so it came- 
to pass, that they escaped all safe to land. 

And when they were escaped, then they knew that the 
island was called Melita. And the barbarous people 
showed us no little kindness : for they kindled a fire, and 
received us every one, because of the present rain, and 
because of the cold. 

And when Paul had gathered a bundle of sticks, and 
laid them on the fire, there came a viper out of the heat, 
and fastened on his hand. And when the barbarians saw 
the venomous beast hang on his hand, they said among 
themselves, 'No doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
* though he hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance suffereth 
' not to live.' And he shook off the beast into the fire, 
and felt no harm. Howbeit they looked when he should 
have swollen, or fallen down dead suddenly : but after 
they had looked a great while, and saw no harm come to 
him, they changed their minds, and said that he was a 
god. 

In the same quarters were possessions of the chief man 
of the island, whose name was Publius ; who received us, 
and lodged us three days courteously. And it came to 
pass, that the father of Publius la/ sick of a fever and of 
a bloody flux : to whom Paul entered in, and prayed, and 
laid his hands on him, and healed him. So when this was 
done, others also, which had diseases in the island, came. 
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and were healed : who also honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we departed, they laded us with such 
things as were necessary. 

And after three months we departed in a ship of 
Alexandria, which had wintered in the isle, whose sign 
was Castor and Pollux. And landing at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days. And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium : and after one day the 
south wind blew, and we came the next day to Puteoli : 
where we found brethren, and were desired to tarry with 
them seven days : and so we went toward Rome. And from 
thence, when the brethren heard of us, they came to meet 
us as far as Appii Forum, and The Three Taverns : whom 
when Paul saw, he thanked God, and took courage. 

And when we came to Rome, the centurion delivered 
the prisoners to the captain of the guard : but Paul was 
suffered to dwell by himself with a soldier that kept him. 

And Paul dwelt two whole years in his own hired house, 
and . received all that came in unto him, preaching the 
kingdom of God, and teaching those things which concern 
the Lord Jesus Christ, with all confidence, no man for- 
bidding him. 
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
